which he belongs refuse to accept the report of the committee 
and find the brother guilty? 

Answer. — No; the law does not contemplate that the lodge of the 
accused shall have power to revise or reverse the committee’s finding 
on the question of guilt. 
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Question 2. — Can the Lodge to which the accused belongs under the 
law, as stated above, do anything else with the report of the committee 
from the other Lodge than carry out its findings? If the accused is 
guilty to inflict the penalty imposed within two weeks; if not guilty, 
to accept the report. 

Answer. — The Lodge is bound to accept the finding of the committee 
as to the guilt or innocence of the accused. It is not bound, however, 
to accept the recommendation of the committee as to the punishment 
to be inflicted. It can decline to accept such recommendation and 
“proceed to inflict the proper penalty provided by the laws of the 
Order, ” tor the offense of which he stands convicted. 

Dec. 15. Question. — Can a trial committee from a Subordinate 
Lodge admit as evidence the ground and cause upon which certain 
decisions of the Superior Court are given, and present evidence from the 
defendant or any other witnesses as to the testimony before said 
Court to show why a certain decision was given, objections being made 
to such evidence? 

Ansicer.- — I assume from your question that by way of analogy a 
decision of your Superior Court is being cited before a trial committee 
as bearing upon the questions involved. So understanding, my answer 
is that it would not be competent to go into evidence to show the 
grounds on which the Superior Court reached its conclusions. Such a 
procedure would encumber the record of the trial committee with a 
multiplicity of irrelevant issues. 

Question. — Can the same committee admit as evidence an attested 
copy of Superior Court record and a decree of said court, also all pa- 
pers filed in court bearing on the case, objections being made to such 
evidence? 

Answer.- — Yes, if the evidence thus offered is relevant to the issue 
tried. No, if it is not relevant. 

Dec. 16. Question 1. — In the absence of local legislation can a Sub- 
ordinate Lodge or Encampment provide for payment of a fixed sum in 
full of all dues during life; in other words, can a Lodge sell life mem- 
bership relieving the member from all future payment of dues? 

Answer. — No. 

Question 2. — Can a Subordinate Grand Body (I presume you mean 
Grand Lodge or Grand Encampment) authorize its Subordinates to pro- 
vide in their By-Laws for life membership of beneficiary members? 

Answer. — I do not know exactly what is meant by “life member- 
ship. “ I assume you mean entitling a member to benefits for life upon 
the payment of a fixed round sum instead of periodical dues. Thus 
understanding your question, I answer “No.” 

Dec. 17. Statement. — A person joined a Lodge one and one-half 
miles from his residence. Twenty-five or more years ago he moved to 
another location in the same town about six miles from his Lodge-room. 
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He now applies to a Lodge in another town between a quarter an 1 a 
half mile nearer his residence, passing the door of a Lodge in his own 
town, about two and one-quarter miles from his residence. 

Question . — Does such an application come under the transfer law 
of 1904? 

Answer. — No. I understand that the Lodge to which he belongs 
now is located about six miles from his residence, while the Lodge he 
proposes to join is in another town and about five and one-quarter or 
five and one-half miles from his present residence. 1 also understand 
that there is another Lodge in the town of his residence, and but two 
and one-quarter miles therefrom. I do not think that this brother has 
moved from the vicinity of his own Lodge to the vicinity of the one he 
desires to join, within the meaning of the Resolution of 1904. 

Dec. 18. Statement —' The Constitution of Subordinate Lodges of 
the Jurisdiction of Ohio contains the following Section 131. “A mem- 
ber who shall commit any act made criminal by the laws of the State 
of Ohio shall be guilty of an offense against the laws of the Order.” 

“Section 132.— A member of the Order who is convicted of a 
crime and is sentenced and is serving a term in a State prison or peni- 
tentiary shall be deemed guilty of an offense against the laws of the 
Order and upon conviction shall be expelled.” 

The provisions of the Ohio law respecting the presentation of 
charges, trial, conviction .and punishment are detailed in sections of 
Constitution of that Jurisdiction numbered from 147 to 165, inclusive. 
The only provisions in said sections pertinent to the questions now 
under consideration are the following: “Section 154. To sustain 
charges or impose penalties of suspension or expulsion shall require a 
two-thirds affirmative vote of all members present and entitled to vote.” 

A member of an Ohio Lodge was tried in a Court of Common Pleas 
in Ohio, on a charge of subornation of perjury. The jury rendered a 
verdict of guilty. Counsel for defendant moved the court for a new 
trial, which motion was overruled and the defendant sentenced to four 
years’ imprisonment in the Penitentiary of Ohio. A few months there- 
after complaint was filed in the brother’s Lodge, charges presented 
founded on the facts above stated, and trial proceeded with in full com- 
pliance with the provisions of the Constitution. The evidence sub- 
mitted to the Lodge and its committee in support of the charge con- 
sisted of a certified copy of the record of the trial, conviction and sen- 
tence of the defendant in the Court of Common Pleas and a certificate 
from the officer in charge of the penitentiary, showing that the defend- 
ant was at that time imprisoned therein. The prosecution offered no 
further testimony. The defendant submitted no testimony and the 
question of guilt was then submitted to a vote of the Lodge, which re- 
sulted in thirteen members voting guilty and twelve members voting 
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not guilty, the votes for conviction thus being less than the two-thirds 
required by law. 

Question. — What will be the proper method of procedure to secure 
punishment of the brother? Has the Grand Master the right or the 
power to order a re-hearing of the case or should he proceed to dis- 
cipline the Lodge for contempt? 

Answer. — The prosecutor or any member of the Lodge conducting 
the trial could appeal from the decision of the Lodge. See Busbee’s 
Digest, 2082. 

Dec. 18*4- Statement. — Section 72 of the Constitution of Ohio pro- 
vides that “Each beneficial member in good standing who shall be dis- 
abled by sickness or injury to his person from following some legiti- 
mate business, provided said sickness or injury shall not have been 
occasioned by his own improper conduct, and who shall have been a 
member of the Lodge for six months, shall be entitled to receive as 
benefits,” etc. Section 77 provides “That at the decease of a member 
there may be appropriated toward defraying the expense of his funeral 
an amount not to exceed $100.” 

Question. — Can a Lodge by By-Law limit the payment of sick bene- 
fits to Third degree members in good standing? Can it also limit the 
payment of funeral expenses to members of the Third degree in good 
standing, or must funeral expenses be paid for all members, regardless 
of the degrees they have taken? 

Answer. — A Lodge has the right to limit the payment of sick bene- 
fits to Third degree members unless there is something in the law of 
the Jurisdiction (of Ohio) to prevent it. 

Under Section 77 of the Ohio Constitution the payment of funeral 
expenses seems to be optional with the Lodge and not a right of the 
member. A Lodge may confine the right to funeral benefits to Third 
degree members, if there is nothing in the local law (Ohio) to prevent 
it. See Busbee’s Digest, Sec 23, and Sections 72-77 Ohio Subordinate 
Lodge Constitution. 

Dec. 19. Question 1. — Can a Subordinate Lodge legally adopt and 
enforce a By-Law authorizing an assessment on the members in case 
there is a deficiency in the fund from whence payments are made for 
nurse-hire (the By-Laws providing for nurse-hire), funeral benefits, 
sick benefits, and for the general expenses, without the Grand Lodge 
of the Jurisdiction passing an enabling law. 

Answer. — Yes. Unless there is something in the Constitution of the 
Subordinate Lodge or in the local legislation of the Jurisdiction to pre- 
vent. See Busbee’s Digest, Sections 16, 1827, 1840, 1846, 1847. 

Question 2— Can a Grand Lodge pass such an enabling law as is 
contemplated in the preceding question (No. 1)? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Question 3. — Can a Subordinate Lodge legally adopt and enforce a 
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By-Law providing for the payment of an annuity to the widow and 
orphan children, or either of them, of a brother who died in good stand- 
ing, the annuity to run for life or a period of years, as the case may be, 
without the Grand Lodge of the Jurisdiction passing an enabling law? 

Answer. — No. See Busbee’s Digest, Sections 488, 489, 492, 493. 

Question J. — Can a Grand Lodge legally pass such an enabling law 
as is contemplated in preceding question (No. 3)? 

Answer. — No. See Busbee’s Digest, Sections 488, 4S9, 492, 493. 

Question 5. — Can a Subordinate Lodge legally adopt and enforce a 
By-Law authorizing an assessment on its members to pay such annuity 
(see Question 3) in case the fund from which such payments are made 
is depleted without the Grand Lodge of the Jurisdiction passing an 
enabling law? 

Answer. — No. See Busbee’s Digest, Sections 488, 4S9, 492, 493. 

Question 6. — Can a Grand Lodge legally pass such an enabling law 
as is contemplated in Question 5? 

Answer. — No. See Busbee’s Digest, Sections 4SS, 489, 492, 493. 

Dec. 20. Statement. — In June, 1905, a brother was elected Noble 
Grand of a Lodge to serve for the term of six months. He served at 
every meeting of the Lodge, until November 1, when, intending to leave 
home on business, he resigned his office of Noble Grand, and a succes- 
sor was elected who served out the balance of the term. 

Question. — Is the resigning Noble Grand entitled to the honors of 
the office? 

Answer. — No. See Busbee’s Digest (1903), Sections 1463, 1464, 
1469. 

Dec. 21. Statement. — Some members of a Lodge, dissatisfied with 
some of the officers, went to others, and on various pretexts, prevailed 
upon some fifty to unite with them in applying for withdrawal cards for 
the purpose of forming a new Lodge. They attend the Lodge in a 
body, apply for the cards and vote that they be granted, they being in 
the majority at the meeting. 

Question. — Have Lodge members, dissatisfied with the officers, a 
right to band themselves together, go into the Lodge, each apply for a 
withdrawal card, unitedly vote to grant them for the purpose of apply- 
ing for a charter for a new Lodge in the same place? 

Answer. — I know of no law to prevent it. 

Dec. 22. Statement. — Charges were brought against a brother in 
his Lodge for conduct unbecoming an Odd Fellow. After due trial ac- 
cording to code of procedure, he was found guilty and immediately de- 
clared suspended by his Lodge for twelve months. The defendant im- 
mediately gave notice of appeal to the Grand Lodge. Notwithstanding 
the notice of appeal, his Lodge notified the Grand Secretary of his sus- 
pension and his name was forwarded by that officer to all Lodges in the 
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Jurisdiction advising them of his suspension, thereby carrying into 
effect the sentence pending an appeal. 

Question . — Has the brother the right to have his name withheld 
from the suspension list by the Grand Secretary pending an appeal? 

Answer . — The question whether an appeal by a brother from ac- 
tion of a Subordinate Lodge to the Grand Lodge shall operate as a 
supersedeas and suspend all action until the appeal is determined is 
one to be settled by local law entirely. 

Dec. 23. Question . — Is it necessary in* transferring membership un- 
der the new law of 1904, for a member to accompany his application 
with a visiting card, official certificate or other evidence of membership 
and standing — if he has not a withdrawal card? If not, what proof 
may the Lodge require to show that the applicant is a member of the 
Order? 

Answer . — The application need not be accompanied by a visiting 
card or official certificate, nor by any other evidence of membership and 
standing, except that the application itself must set forth all the facts 
necessary to bring the applicant within the provisions of the Resolu- 
tion of 1904. 

Paragraph E of Grand Sire’s decision No. 77, found on page 39, 
Sovereign Grand Lodge Journal of 1905, gives specifically all the re- 
quirements in this connection. 

Dec. 24. Question . — Does the lav/ passed by the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge at its session at San Francisco in 1904, relative to transfer of 
membership by card or certificate, contemplate an age limit, or is a 
Lodge compelled to admit members of any age, without charge, who 
bring themselves within the purview of that law, or blackball such as 
are not desirable on account of advanced age? 

Answer . — The law referred to does not contemplate any age limit. 
Under the resolution the Lodge, of course, has the right to determine 
whether it will admit the candidate to membership. When it does 
decide to admit to membership by election, then the Resolution of 1904 
applies, provided, of course, all the conditions contemplated in the 
Resolution of 1904 exist and have been complied with. 

Dec. 25. Statement . — A brother’s dues are paid to January 1, 190G: 
he dies on January 19, 190G, having been for six weeks previous thereto 
unable by reason of sickness to follow his usual occupation or any other 
occupation by which he could earn his livelihood. He was never re- 
ported in open Lodge as being ill. Being a railroad employe, he was 
placed on the company’s sick list, and on the same day went to a 
member of his Lodge (a Past Grand Master holding a minor office in 
the Lodge, and a frequent attendant at Lodge meetings) and informed 
him of his having been placed on such railroad sick list, and that his 
physical condition seemed such that be would not resume work for 
some weeks. 
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Further, according to the statement of the Past Grand Master re* 
ferred to, the brother told him that it might be necessary to go to 
Florida in an endeavor to overcome the ailment. The Constitution of 
the Lodge contains the following pertinent provisions: 

Article 2, Section 2, Clause 2. — “Every Scarlet member qualified as 
required by the By-Laws, not being more than three months in arrears 
shall, in case of sickness or disability, be entitled to and receive such 
weekly benefits as may be fixed by lav/ from the funds of his Lodge 
after his case has been reported to the Lodge * * * to commence 

not later than two weeks after being placed on the sick list as the By- 
Laws may provide,” etc., etc. 

Clause 4. — “In case of the death of a brother qualified as provided 
in clause 1st, there shall be allowed to his widow or dependent rela- 
tives as a funeral benefit such sum as the Lodge may determine, not 
less than $30 for a Scarlet member.” 

The By-Laws of the Lodge provide, inter alia, as follows: Article 3, 
Section 5. — “Widows and orphans of members who died in good stand- 
ing shall be entitled to receive from the Widows’ and Orphans’ Fund 
“such sums as the Lodge may see fit to grant them.” 

Article 4, Section 1. — “Every member of the Scarlet degree in good 
standing * * * and not disqualified by these By-Laws, shall, if 

sick or disabled, receive weekly the sum of $2 per week during such 
sickness or disability,” etc., etc. * * * No brother shall be entitled 

to benefits for more than one week previous to his case being reported 
to the Lodge . and the Lodge shall possess unquestionable evidence that 
the member is entitled to benefits .” 

Question 1. — Was the brother in good standing at the time of his 
death? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Question 2. — Was the notice given (to the Past Grand Master) suffi- 
cient under the law of the Lodge, even although he failed to convey the 
same to the Lodge? 

Answer . — No. 

Question J. — Is the brother’s widow entitled to the six weeks’ sick 
benefits? 

Answer. — No. 

Question ). — Is the brother’s widow entitled to the usual death or 
funeral benefit? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Question .7. — Is she (the widow’) entitled to donations from the 
Widows’ and Orphans’ Fund, when deemed by the Lodge as being in 
need thereof? 

Answer. — Yes. 

See Busbee’s Digest, Sections 35, 71, 75. 

Dec. 2d. Question^ — A Syrian born in Damascus, Asia, is proposed 
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for membership in an Odd Fellows Lodge. Is he a “white man,” within 
the meaning of our Constitutional provision on this subject? 

Answer. — Yes. The words, “white man,” in our Constitution arp 
synonymous with Caucasian. Syrians belong to the Caucasian, or whifcra 
race. 

Dec. 27. Statement . — Some members of a Lodge were nominated for 
-office, but were not elected. Election was regular and iegal beyond 
any question by any one. Some members were not satisfied with the 
officers appointed by the Noble Grand. Those who were not pleased 

induced many others to join with them in an agreement to get with- 

drawal cards for the purpose of organizing a new Lodge, and got them 
to sign a paper to that effect. 

They then went to the Lodge, applied for cards, and^voted on the 
applications, and at that meeting, being in the majority, the majority 
of the ballots cast were in favor of granting the withdrawal cards. 

Question 1 . — Should the Lodge issue the cards voted as stated in 
the above statement. 

Answer. — Yes. I assume that the cards were applied for and 

granted in due form. The purpose for which they were applied for, 

namely, the organizing of a new Lodge, was not unlawful. 

It is not within the province of any one to inquire into the motives 
that actuated these members, in doing what they had a legal right to do. 

Question 2 . — Were the withdrawal cards voted in accordance with 
the above statement legal cards for any purpose. 

Answer. — Yes. 

Question 3 . — If the action was illegal, what ought the Lodge to do 
in regard to those applying for the cards? 

Answer . — The action was not illegal, therefore the Lodge should 
do nothing. 

Dec. 28. Question A .— Is it legal or permissible for a Lodge of the 
I. O. O. F., when the anniversary of the Order (April 26) falls on a 
week day, to defer the celebration to the following Sunday, and hold a 
meeting private or public for such celebration on such Sunday? 

Answer. — No. See Busbee's Digest, Section 1. 

Question D . — Is it legal or permissible for the Lodge to hold a meet- 
ing on Sunday for the purpose of presenting the Order in its true light 
to the public and to advance interest therein and to instruct in its 
tenets and work? 

Answer . — There is no positive law against it, but the Order does not 
favor it, except on occasions of religious or semi-religions character, 
such as funerals, memorial services, etc. Busbee, Section 1854. 

Question G . — If such anniversary meeting as is referred to in Ques- 
tion A is held on Sunday, the 29th of April, in the present year, may 
the expense of such Sunday celebration be legally paid from the funds 
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(general or contingent) of the Lodges participating in such Sunday 
meeting and celebration? 

Answer. — If held on Sunday, April 29, Xo. If held on April 2G, Yes . 
See Busbee’s Digest, Sections 1, 509. 

Dec. 29. Statement. — A Subordinate Lodge in the Jurisdiction of 
New Jersey adopts the following resolution, to-wit: 

“ Resolved , That the Union label be placed on all local printing of 
this Lodge.” 

Under this resolution the Lodge has printed letter heads containing 
the name and number of the Lodge, its location and nights of meeting, 
the date of its institution and certain emblems of the Order, namely, 
the three links and the All-seeing Eye at the head of the sheet. At a 
prominent place near the head of the sheet is the so-called Union label, 
on which occur the words Allied Printing Trades Council , Xewark , 
X. J Union Label. This label advertises the fact that these letter 
heads are printed in establishments in which Union labor only is em- 
ployed. 

Question. — Is this action of the Lodge, to-wit, the resolution and 
action, legal? 

Answer. — No. See Busbee’s Digest, Section 471. 

Dec. 30. Question A. — A member of a Lodge belonging to the 
United States Army is taken sick and is paid his salary while sick by 
the Government. Is he entitled to benefits? 

Answer. — If otherwise entitled under your local law, the fact that 
he receives his salary does not disentitle him to benefits. 

Question B. — A member of a Lodge, clerking in a store, is taken 
sick, and while sick, his employer pays him his salary. Is he entitled 
to benefits? 

Ansiver. — If otherwise entitled under your local law, the fact that 
he receives his salary does not disentitle him to benefits. Busbee’s 
Digest, Section 95. 

Dec. 31. Statement. — The Constitution of a Subordinate Lodge con- 
tains the following provision: 

“At the decease of a brother of a Lodge, who was, while living, en- 
titled to benefits, not less than thirty dollars shall be appropriated from 
the funds thereof as a funeral benefit, which shall immediately be paid 
over to the widow, orphans (under the age of twenty-one years), the de- 
pendent relatives of the deceased, or relatives upon whom the deceased 
was dependent at the time of death. In the event of the death of a 
member, in good standing, not possessing any of the above named bene- 
ficiaries of a funeral benefit, and leaving no estate, or insufficient as- 
sets, to pay the expenses of funeral, the Lodge shall pay the bill of the 
undertaker and other necessary expenses to an amount not exceeding 
the funeral benefit, the Noble Grand taking charge of said funeral, and 
paying therefor out of said appropriation, and making report to the 
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Lodge. A Lodge may vote to pay funeral expenses directly to the under- 
taker, but a funeral benefit shall not be paid to an executor or an ad- 
ministrator.” 

The By-Laws of the same Lodge contain the following provision on 
the subject: 

“On the death of a member, when agreeable to the relatives of the 
deceased, the Recording Secretary shall notify the brothers of the 
Lodge, if practicable, in order that they may attend the funeral; and if 
the deceased member was qualified therefor, a funeral benefit of fifty 
dollars shall be appropriated and paid to the beneficiaries. If there 
are no such beneficiaries of a funeral benefit, the Lodge shall pay the 
funeral expenses, to an amount not exceeding fifty dollars, the Noble 
Grand taking charge of the funeral, when necessary, and paying the 
expenses thereof out of said allowance, and report to the Lodge.” 

Question . — Is the provision of this By-Law valid in all its parts 
under the Constitution? 

Answer . — The provisions of the Constitution and of the By-Laws 
must be read together, so as not to conflict and if there is any conflict 
the provision of the Constitution governs. Under the Constitution the 
duty of the Lodge to pay funeral expenses is confined to cases where 
the deceased (being entitled to benefits) leaves no beneficiaries under 
the law and also dies without leaving an estate. Under these condi- 
tions, the provision of the By-Laws would be valid, but this provision 
must be confined to cases where the deceased brother leaves no estate 
sufficient to provide for his burial. 

Dec. 32. Question . — Is there any general law to prevent a band, 
some of the members of which are members of an Odd Fellows' Lodge, 
from taking the name of such Lodge? 

Answer. — No, provided the consent of the Lodge be first had and 
obtained. 

Dec. 33. Statement . — A. was admitted as a charter member into a 
Lodge in Tennessee, February 24, 1888, and continued a member until 
November 18, 1893, when he took a withdrawal card. 

On May 10, 1904, he presented his petition for membership in an- 
other Lodge as an Ancient Odd Fellow, and filed with his petition his 
withdrawal card from the first Lodge. His petition gave his age as 54 
years. Said petition was referred to a committee, which made a favor- 
able report, and on June 7, 1904, he was duly elected to membership, 
and has continued as a member, and been at all times in good standing 
since said time. 

At the time of making application he paid the fee provided by the 
By-Laws for Ancient Odd Fellows, which was $2.00. 

Since his admission he has paid the dues provided for all members 
of said Lodge. 
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The By-Laws make no distinction as to dues as to beneficial and 
non-beneficial members. 

A. took sick and made application for sick benefits. His applica- 
tion was referred to the Sick Committee, which reported that he was 
not entitled to same, because he was at time of his admission a non- 
affiliated Odd Fellow, over 50 years of age, under Section 13, Article 2, 
of the Constitution of Subordinate Lodges of Tennessee, a copy of 
which is here filed as a part of this statement of facts. 

The By-Laws of the Lodge do not specially provide that non-bene- 
ficial members, admitted under Section 13, Article 2, Constitution of 
Subordinate Lodges, shall be entitled to benefits. Said By-Laws are 
silent on that matter. The By-Laws of the Lodge do not provide what 
fees non-beneficial members shall pay, under Section 1, Article 7, Con- 
stitution of Subordinate Lodges, nor what dues they shall pay, under 
Section 3, Article 7, Constitution of Subordinate Lodges. There is not 
a word in them about non-beneficial membership. 

The record at date of application for membership and date of elec- 
tion does not state whether he was admitted as a non-beneficial mem- 
ber or otherwise. It is silent on that question. 

Contention. — A. contends that because he did not make application 
for non-beneficial membership, and because the Lodge did not speci- 
fically elect him as a non-beneficial member; that, therefore, he was re- 
ceived as a beneficial member, and entitled to benefits because he has 
paid the same dues as other members. 

The Lodge contends that because he was, at the time of making ap- 
plication, a non-affiliated Odd Fellow, and had retained membership in 
the Order over five consecutive years, and was over fifty years of age, 
that he, under Section 13, Article 2, Constitution of Subordinate 
Lodges of Tennessee, came in as a non-beneficial member whether he 
applied for such membership or whether the Lodge elected him to such 
membership or not; and under said Section he was not entitled to bene- 
fits unless specially provided for in the By-Laws. 

Question . — Is Bro. A. a beneficial or non-beneficial member of the 
Lodge? 

Ansicer .— He is a non-beneficial member. The only provision to be 
found in the Constitution of Subordinate Lodges of Tennessee in rela- 
tion to the admission of persons above the age of 45 years, is that con- 
tained in Section 13 of Article 2 of such Constitution and that section 
provides only for the admission to non-beneficial membership. 

Section 13 of Article 2 of the Constitution reads as follows: 

“Non-affiliated Odd Fellows, who have been regularly initiated into 
the Order, and have retained membership for at least five consecutive 
years, and who, at the time of making application for reinstatement or 
membership, shall be over fifty years of age, may be admitted to mem- 
bership as non-beneficial members upon the payment of such admission

fee as its By-Laws may prescribe. Where the application is not for 
reinstatement, it shall be accompanied with the withdrawal card or dis- 
missal certificate of the applicant. All applications under this section 
shall be referred to an investigating committee, and in all respects dis- 
posed of as other applicants for membership. Such non-beneficial mem- 
bers, when so admitted, shall have no claim upon the Lodges for weekly 
benefits in case of sickness or disability, nor shall their families be 
entitled to funeral or educational benefits from said Lodge unless spe- 
cially provided for in the By-Laws, but in all other respects shall en- 
joy the same privileges as other members. 

Dec. 34. Statement. — Section 1 of Article 2 of the Constitution for 
Subordinate Lodges of Idaho sets forth the conditions of eligibility to 
Lodge members, and inter alia declares that the applicant “ must have 
been a resident of the Jurisdiction of the Lodge to which he applies at 
least six months immediately previous to his application.” 

Section 7 of the same article of the Constitution provides that *‘Xo 
petition for membership either by initiation or upon card shall be re - 
ceived or acted upon by the Lodge if the residence of the applicant be 
ivithin a less distance to any other Lodge , unless the consent of the 
Lodge nearest the residence of the applicant be first obtained .” 

Question , — Does the expression “ jurisdiction of the Lodge" in Sec- 
tion 1 of Article 2 mean the Jurisdiction of the Lodge or the Grand 
Jurisdiction in which the Lodge exists? 

Answer. — It means the Jurisdiction of the Lodge as set forth and 
defined in Section 7 of Article 2 of the Constitution, as above quoted. 
See Busbee’s Digest, 906, 907, 909. 

Dec. 35. Statement. — The By-Laws of a Lodge provide as follows: 
“Every member of this Lodge, excepting as hereinafter provided, shall 
pay into the general fund of the Lodge $1.50 each quarter in advance, 
beginning with the quarter commencing January 1, 1906.” They fur- 
ther provide in another section that “Every member of the Scarlet 
degree in good standing and not disqualified by these By-Laws shall, if 
sick or disabled, receive weekly the sum of $2 during such sickness,” etc. 

The By-Laws contain no other provision bearing on this matter. 

A brother on January 1, 1906, pays his full dues for the quarter 
ending April 1, 1906. Between January 5 and 10. 1906, he is taken sick. 

Question. — Is he in good standing, and entitled to benefits under 
these By-Laws? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Dec. 36. Statement. — A new Lodge is instituted in a locality sur- 
rounded by Lodges that have been in existence, perhaps, some of them 
for years, but, owing to the increase of population, there is room for 
another Lodge. Some of the members of the older Lodges desire cards 
in order to become charter members of the new Lodge, or perhaps to 
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unite with the new Lodge after its organization, as the new Lodge is 
nearer and more convenient to them. 

Question . — Shall the older Lodges charge the old fee of $1 for cards 
to said members asking for same, or shall the older Lodges grant said 
cards under the new law for the minimum fee of 25 cents? 

Answer . — I presume by the expression “new law” you refer to the 
resolution adopted by The Sovereign Grand Lodge at the session of 
1904, providing for the change of membership on the change of resi- 
dence. My answer to your question is that the Resolution of 1904, has 
no application to the case stated in your question and that the charge 
should be such as is provided by law without regard to the Resolution 
of 1904. 

Dec. 37. Statement . — A member of a Lodge, being entitled to bene- 
fits which are being regularly paid him at the time, enters a Soldiers’ 
Home and the hospital connected therewith provided under the laws 
of the State for sick, disabled, aged, or indigent soldiers. 

Question A . — Is the brother entitled to a continuance of weekly 
benefits after his admission to said home, he being in receipt of bene- 
fits at the time of his admission thereto? 

Ansxcer. — Yes. See Busbee’s Digest, 61. 

Question B . — If the brother was not on the sick list at the time of 
his admission to the home, would he be entitled to weekly benefits for a 
sickness or disability occurring at any future time, while he remains 
an inmate thereof? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Dec. 38. Question . — Can a member of the Order in Australasia, who 
has recently removed to Boston, transfer his membership without 
fee, as provided in the new law (1904), relative to the transfer o? 
membership without fee? In other words, does the new law apply to 
quasi-independent Grand Lodges? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Dec. 39. Question— In conferring the Second degree, is it neces- 
sary that the person filling the position of inn keeper should be a Past 
Grand? 

Answer — No. Any Third degree member is competent to fill the 
position. 

Encampment Decisions. 

Dec. 40. Under existing legislation, as settled in 1904, encamp- 
ments may be instituted under the Jurisdiction of The Sovereign Grand 
Lodge on the petition of five Scarlet degree members of the Order. 
There need not be twenty petitioners. See Sovereign Grand Lodge 
Journal of 1904, pp. 739, 790, 791, 847. 

Dec. 41. Question . — Does the law, as stated in Section 351 of Bus- 
bee’s Digest, require that before a properly qualified brother can be 
elected Noble Grand or Chief Patriarch from the floor, every Past 
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Grand or Past Chief Patriarch must be first elected to the office and 
decline, or will such declination without being preceded by the formal" 
ity of an election permit the election of a brother from the floor? 

Answer. — If all the Past Grands and Past Chief Patriarchs present 
decline, or being present, assent to the selection from the floor, a mere 
formal election followed by a declination is not necessary. 

Dec. 42. Statement. — The Constitution of a Grand Encampment 
contains this provision: “The necessary expenses incurred by the Elec- 
tive Officers of the Grand Encampment, and one representative from 
each encampment to the Grand Encampment, in coming to, attending 
on, and returning from its session, shall be paid by the Grand Encamp- 
ment; provided, that no mileage or per diem shall be paid any represen- 
tative from an encampment which has among its members an officer of 
this Grand Body (Grand Encampment) in attendance at the session.” 
A Patriarch of a Subordinate Encampment in the Jurisdiction is an 
appointed officer (Grand Marshal) of the Grand Encampment. 

Question. — Under these circumstances is the Subordinate Encamp- 
ment entitled to a mileage and per diem paid to its representative? 

Answer. — No, not if the Grand Marshal (being a member of such 
encampment) is in attendance at the session. 

Dec. 43. Statement. — A member in good standing of an encamp- 
ment, holding an official receipt in date, changes his residence from the 
home of his encampment in Detroit to Jackson in the same state — 
Michigan. He presents his official receipt to Wildey encampment at 
Jackson, making formal application for membership there. He is reg- 
ularly elected to membership and the Scribe so informs his former en- 
campment, and asks for a withdrawal card for the brother. The 
encampment at Detroit in regular form grants the withdrawal card, 
and forwards the same to the Scribe of the encampment at Jackson. 
The brother has not yet signed the Constitution of the encampment at 
Jackson, but is ready and willing to do so. During the time the card 
is in transit, the brother becomes ill. The encampment at Jackson 
thereupon declines to permit the brother to complete his membership 
by signing the Constitution. 

1st Question. — Is the brother still a member of the Detroit Encamp- 
ment? 

Answer. — No. The granting of the withdrawal card under the cir- 
cumstances stated terminated his membership in that encampment. 

2d Question. — Is he entitled to sign the Constitution of the encamp- 
ment at Jackson? 

Answer. — Yes. The encampment, having regularly elected him to 
membership, cannot prevent his signing the Constitution, simply be- 
cause he became sick after his election. 

3d Question. — Is the brother entitled to benefits during his present 
sickness from either of the encampments?

Answer. — Not from the Detroit encampment, because he is not a 
member of it. Whether he is entitled to benefits from the Jackson 
encampment depends upon the local law to be found (presumably) in 
the Constitution and By-Laws of the encampment at Jackson and in 
the laws of the Jurisdiction of Michigan. In the absence of any local 
provision on the subject, the mere fact that he became sick between 
his election and the signing of the Constitution would not deprive him 
of the right to benefits from Jackson encampment if he is otherwise 
entitled under the local law. 

Rebekah Decisions. 

Dec. 44. Statement. — The State Assembly of Iowa, approved by 
the Grand Lodge of Iowa, adopted the following resolutions, to-wit: 

“Resolution 1, Adopted at the 1903 session. Inasmuch as it requires 
much help among sisters during the sessions to teach the secret work 
to delegates wishing commissions to instruct in the same, be it 

Resolved, That the Grand Master appoint one sister who is capable 
as a member of his Board of Instruction.” 

Question. — Is this resolution legal and proper? 

Answer . — No. The effect of the resolution is to place on the Grand 
Master’s Board of Instruction (which has relation to other work as 
well as Rebekah) a sister who is not and cannot be a member of a 
Subordinate Lodge or of the Grand Lodge, but whose membership is 
necessarily restricted to the Rebekah Lodge. I do not consider this 
either a legal or proper resolution. 

Dec. 45. Statement. — At the session of 1904 the State Assembly 
passed the following resolution: 

“Resolution 2. Adopted 1904 session. Resolved that we petition 
the Grand Lodge to grant the President of the Rebekah Assembly the 
power of appointing upon the recommendation of the Grand Lodge 
Board of Instruction, three sisters to be known as the Rebekah Board 
of Instruction who shall bear the same relationship to the Rebekah As- 
sembly as the said Board to the Grand Lodge.” 

Question. — Is this resolution and request legal and proper? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Dec. 46. Question. — Where charges have been preferred against 
both the Noble Grand and Vice Grand of a Rebekah Lodge, what is the 
proper mode of procedure? 

Ansiver . — The mode of procedure for the trial charges is governed 
and controlled entirely by local law. Without knowing the local law of 
your jurisdiction on this subject, I cannot decide this question. 

Dec. 47. 1st Statement. — A brother, a Past Grand in good standing 
in his Subordinate Lodge, also a member of the Grand Lodge, and in 
possession of the Past Grand and Grand Lodge degrees and a member 
of the Rebekah Assembly, having received the Assembly degree, and 
served a term as Noble Grand in a Rebekah Lodge, claims the right by 
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virtue of being a Past Noble Grand of a Rebekah Lodge to vote at elec- 
tion of officers and hold office in a Rebekah Assembly. 

Question . — Has he a legal right to vote for officers in a Rebekah 
Assembly and can he hold or be elected to or appointed to an office? 

Answer.- — His right to vote and to hold office depends on the legisla- 
tion of the Assembly of his Jurisdiction as approved and permitted by 
the Grand Lodge of that Jurisdiction. This legislation may be found 
either in the Constitution or the By-Laws of the Assembly, or in other 
legal forms of legislation. Without knowing the provisions of the law 
of the Jurisdiction of the State of Washington (from which State this 
question comes) I cannot answer the question intelligently. See Bus- 
bee’s Digest, Sections 2473 and 2474. 

2d Statement. — At the session of The Sovereign Grand Lodge, 1901, 
a resolution was presented by Rep. Colaw (see Resolution No. 24, Jour- 
nal, page 294), providing for the retention of members over 60 years of 
age, their protection against suspension for the non-payment of dues 
and the relief of the lodge against the payment of per capita tax. By 
report No. 114, Journal 1901, page 392, the resolution was reported 
favorably, practically without change, but consideration of it was post- 
poned until next annual session, Journal 1901, page 414. At the session 
of 1902, Journal, page 1012, the report was taken up, considered and 
adopted. 

Question. — Does this law apply to the Rebekah branch of the 
Order? 

Answer . — No. 

Dec. 48. Statement. — The Constitution of a Rebekah lodge pro- 
vided that to elect to the office of Vice Grand requires a majority of all 
votes cast. At an election there were cast 22 votes. Of these 12 were 
cast for A., who was not eligible, and 10 for B., who was eligible. 

Question. — Who, if either, was elected? 

Answer. — Neither. A., because she was not eligible; B., because 
she did not receive a majority of the votes cast. Votes cast for an 
ineligible candidate are as much to be counted in measuring the total 
vote as blank ballots would be. See Busbee’s Digest, Sections 1129, 
3380. 

Dec. 49. Statement. — In the general instructions issued for inser- 
tion in Rebekah rituals, the following appears: 

“Honors of the Degree. — The honors are to be given to all elective 
and past Grand Officers of a Grand Lodge or Rebekah Assembly when 
visiting Rebekah Lodges officially or when their titles are announced 
at a visitation.” 

Question. — Are District Deputy Grand Masters of Rebekah Lodges 
entitled to the honors of the degree when visiting Rebekah Lodges 
officially? 

Answer.— No. They are neither “elective” nor “Past Grand offi- 
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cers.” The legislation entitling D. D. G. M.’s to honors in Subordinate 
and Encampment branches does not include them. Busbee’s Digest, 
Sections 1306, 2203, 2530. 

Dec. 50. Question . — Is a solid gold jewel in the form of a five- 
pointed star in a circle with the emblem of the Rebekah degree on it, 
attached to a pink and green ribbon, sufficient regalia for a Past Noble 
Grand to wear in a Rebekah Lodge, and to take part in its delibera- 
tions? 

Answer.' — No. See New Rebekah Code, Section 25 and page 11. 

Dec. 51. Statement —A Rebekah Lodge, desiring to raise funds to 
furnish a room in the Widows’ and Orphans’ Home, and to help de- 
fray the expense of their team to the session of the Grand Lodge, 
where it will compete for prizes offered for the best work, proposes to 
arrange to serve meals at the State Fair Grounds, displaying a sign 
about as follows: “ Rebekah Lodge Xo. — , 1. O. O. F. Lunch Stand.” 

Ansiccr. — No, not unless the Lodge funds are used or jeopardized 
in the matter. 

Patriarchs Militant Decisions. 

Dec. 52. Statement . — Canton Seattle No. 3, of Seattle, Washing- 
ton, has become dormant. There remains in the hands of C. F. Wil- 
liams, Grand Treasurer of the Grand Encampment of Washington, a 
small sum of money representing the balance of the assets of the dor- 
mant canton. 

Question . — To whom should Treasurer Williams pay this money as 
its lawful custodian? 

Answer . — To the Department Commander, in this instance Major 
W. T. Horr, North Main street, Spokane, Washington. See Section 46, 
page 13, P. M. Code, found in Section 46, page 622, of Busbee’s Digest. 

Miscellaneous Decisions. 

Dec. 53. Question . — When does an amendment to the Constitution 
of a Grand Encampment become effective? From and after its passage 
and adoption by the Grand Encampment or not until approved by The 
Sovereign Grand Lodge or the Grand Sire? 

Answer . — Not until approved by The Sovereign Grand Lodge or by 
the Grand Sire. 

Dec. 54. Question . — Is it permissible for a Grand Lodge to accord 
the honors of the Order to a Grand Master of a sister Jurisdiction 
when introduced, as such, when visiting? 

Answer . — There is no law providing for the giving of the Grand 
Honors under the circumstances stated. 

Dec. 55. Question . — When does amendment to the Constitution of 
a Grand Lodge become effective? From and after its adoption or must 
it wait until the Grand Sire of The Sovereign Grand Lodge has ap- 
proved it? 
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Answer . — It does not become operative until approved by The Sov- 
ereign Grand Lodge or by the Grand Sire, in vacation. 

Dec. 56. Statement . — A Grand Representative to The Sovereign 
Grand Lodge is duly admitted to a Subordinate Lodge by being elected 
to membership by depositing his official receipt and signing the Con- 
stitution after his withdrawal card has been deposited in the new 
Lodge. Prior to the signing of the Constitution and the delivery of his 
withdrawal card by his former Lodge, the Grand Secretary of the Juris- 
diction issues the official ballot for the election of Grand Lodge officers, 
such Grand Representative being one of the candidates named thereon, 
and being designated as a member of his former Lodge. Subsequent 
to the issuing of such official ballot he becomes a member of his new 
Lodge. The election for such Grand Lodge officers occurs two weeks 
after the time when he actually signed the Constitution and became a 
member of the new Lodge, and within too short a time to correct the 
ballots. The Constitution of the Grand Lodge of such Jurisdiction con- 
tains no provision respecting what shall be printed on the official bal- 
lot. There is, however, a resolution of the Grand Lodge which appears 
on such official ballot and reads as follows: 

“ Resolved , That the Grand Secretary forward to the Lodges in the 
State a sufficient number of tickets containing the names of all candi- 
dates who have accepted nomination for offices of this Grand Lodge, 
and also recommend that no ticket presented or sent by any other 
source be acknowledged or voted by any Lodge or Past Grand in this 
Jurisdiction.” 

Your attention is called to the fact that this resolution does not re- 
quire a designation of the Lodge to which the candidates respectively 
belong. 

Query . — Upon the facts above set forth is a Grand Representative 
disqualified as a candidate by reason of the ballot designating him as 
a member of the Lodge with which he was formerly affiliated, and not 
setting forth the number of the Lodge of which he was actually a 
member at the time when the voting for Grand Lodge officers occurs? 

Answer. — No. 

Dec. 57. Statement . — Formerly the Constitution of the Grand 
Lodge of the District of Columbia contained the following provision as 
to its sessions: 

“The Grand Lodge shall hold regular sessions semi-annually on the 
third Wednesday in January and July of each year, the meeting in 
January is to be designated as the semi-annual session and the meet- 
ing in July the annual session. Officers shall be elected at the annual 
session.” 

This section was amended at the July session of 1905 to read as 
follows: 
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The Grand Lodge shall hold a regular session annually on the third 
Wednesday in January of each year.” 

The present officers of the Grand Lodge were elected on July 19, 
1005. and installed into office on July 20, 1905. The next session of the 
Grand Lodge will be Wednesday, January 17, 190G, and will be the 
first regular session under the Constitution, as above amended. 

Question . — When does the term of the present Grand Officers end 
and when should their successors be elected? At the session January 
17, 1906, or at the session in January, 1907. 

Answer . — At the session of January, 1907, Busbee’s Digest, Sections 
1242 and 1243. 

Dec. 58. Statement . — The Constitution of the Grand Lodge pro- 
vides for the election of Grand Representatives to The Sovereign Grand 
Lodge by the Past Grands in Subordinate Lodges on the last meeting in 
May same as other Grand Lodge officers. The same Constitution pro- 
ves for the filling of vacancies, as follows: 

“Vacancies How Filled. — In case of vacancy in an elective Grand 
Lodge office by death, resignation, or otherwise, the Grand Master shall 
fill such vacancy by appointment, which appointment shall hold good 
until a successor is elected and installed, etc.” 

There is no other provision in the Constitution for the filling of va- 
cancies in the office of Grand Representative, except as this provision 
might apply. In May, 1905, A. was elected representative to The Sov- 
ereign Grand Lodge, before the meeting of The Sovereign Grand Lodge 
in September, 1905, he resigned and the Grand Master of the State ap- 
pointed B. to fill the vacancy thus created, making the appointment for 
the full unexpired term of A., B. served at the session of The Sovereign 
Grand Lodge in September, 1905. Early in October, 1905, and before 
the meeting of the State Grand Lodge, B. resigned, and the Grand Mas- 
ter of the State Jurisdiction appointed C. as Grand Representative to 
fill the vacancy, making the appointment for the full unexpired term 
for which A. was elected. 

Question . — Had the Grand Master of the State the right to make 
such appointment and does the appointment continue for the full, un- 
expired term of A? 

Ansiver . — I answer “Yes” to both branches of the question. 

Dec. 59. Statement . — Eugene R. Bowler, Grand Patriarch of the 
Grand Encampment, Maine, died on June 4, 1906. The Constitution of 
the Grand Encampment of Maine contains the following sections 
which constitute all the local legislation on the subject: 

“Grand High Priest.- — The Grand High Priest,” etc. * * * “in 

ease that office (the Grand Patriarch) shall become vacant from any 
cause, the High Priest shall have the full powers of the Grand Patriarch 
until the next regular session and the vacancy is filled.” 

There is a further provision that where both of the offices of Grand 
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Patriarch and Grand High Priest shall become vacant, the Grand 
Senior Warden shall, during the recess ex officio become Grand Patri- 
arch. 

Question A. — Must the present Grand High Priest continue to act as 
Grand Patriarch until the next session, and then be elected Grand 
Patriarch for the next term, thus giving the honors to the deceased 
Grand Patriarch. 

Answer. — The Grand High Priest shall have and exercise the full 
powers of the Grand Patriarch until the next regular session and until 
the vacancy is filled. Whether he shall then be elected Grand Patriarch 
must be determined by the Grand Encampment. The deceased Grand 
Patriarch is entitled to the honors of the term. 

Question B. — Can the Grand Encampment at its next session an- 
nounce the death of the Grand Patriarch and immediately elect the 
Grand High Priest to the vacancy, allow him to serve the day and 
elect his successor, thus giving to the present Grand High Priest the 
honors of Grand Patriarch. 

Answer. — No. The Grand High Priest continues to exercise the 
powers of the Grand Patriarch until the vacancy is filled, and during 
that time he is simply filling out the term of the deceased Grand 
Patriarch. Should the Grand High Priest then be elected Grand Patri- 
arch it would not be for a single day nor for any other fraction of the 
unexpired term of the deceased Grand Patriarch, but for the full new 
term. 

Question C. — Can we call a special session of the Grand Encamp- 
ment, and elect a Grand Patriarch? 

An sicer. — No. 

Dec. 60. Question. — Since the adoption of a Past President's 
Jewel by The Sovereign Grand Lodge, are the Jurisdictions compelled 
to use that jewel, or may they continue the use of the jewel hertofore 
adopted by the Jurisdiction? 

Answer. — No other jewel can be furnished than the one authorized 
by The Sovereign Grand Lodge at the session of 1905, though there 
can be no objection to using those heretofore authorized by parties 
having them and entitled to use them. See Journal, 1904, page 743: 
Journal, 1905, pages 348, 360. 

Dec. 61. In order to be eligible to the office of Grand Represen- 
tative, a brother must be a resident of the Jurisdiction of the Grand 
Lodge, or Grand Encampment he is to represent. See Busbee’s Digest, 
Section 761. (That is, he must reside in the State, District or Terri- 
tory in which the Grand Lodge, or Grand Encampment, which he rep- 
resents, is located.) 

Dec. 62. Statement. — The Constitution of the Grand Encampment 
of North Carolina provides as follows: Article III, Section 1. “The 
elective officers of the Grand Encampment shall be Grand Patriarch. 
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Grand High Priest, Grand Senior Warden, Grand Scribe, Grand Treas- 
urer, Grand Junior Warden and Grand Representative, who shall be 
elected annually, with the exception of the Grand Representative who 
shall be elected biennially, and shall hold office until the election of 
their successors/’ From a canvass made by its Subordinates on June 
30, 190G, the Grand Encampment found that it was entitled to two 
Grand Representatives, and a resolution was introduced to proceed to 
the election of a second Grand Representative to serve for one year. 
The Grand Patriarch ruled the resolution out of order on the ground 
that, although Article III, Section 1, of the Constitution of the Grand 
Encampment provided for only one Grand Representative, a second one 
should be elected under the same regulations until said Article and 
Section had been amended under the provisions of the Amendment of 
Article IX, Section 1, of The Sovereign Grand Lodge Constitution 
adopted in 1905. See Journal, page 328. 

Question . — Was the ruling of the Grand Patriarch correct? 

Answer.— No. In order to conform with the provisions of Section 
1 of Article IX of the Constitution of The Sovereign Grand Lodge 
providing that Grand Representatives “shall be divided into two 
classes, whose seats shall be vacated annually by rotation,” when the 
Grand Encampment of North Carolina had made a canvass at its 1906 
session and ascertained that it was entitled to an additional Grand 
Representative, and proceeded with an election of such new Grand 
Representative, the brother elected should have been declared elected 
for one year, thereby establishing two classes. Therefore, notwith- 
standing the ruling of the Grand Patriarch the certificate issued in 
this case to the new Grand Representative must be held to be for one 
year. 

Militant Branch. 

The Militant branch alone in our organization fails to show sub- 
stantial progress. There has been a loss in membership during the year 
of a little over 300, while but few cantons have been instituted. I do 
not doubt that the branch is in better condition than a year ago, owing 
to the weeding process that has been steadily going on, but the depart- 
ment still remains weak as compared to all the other branches of the 
Order. This condition of affairs in my judgment demands immediate 
attention and perhaps radical measures. 

“That it is a most valuable and advantageous addition to our Order 
all will admit. It was organized to meet a pressing need; namely, that 
the Order might have some means of presenting to the public outward 
evidence of its strength and importance, which might thus attract 
public attention to our institution and a study of our work, which 
would inevitably result in its growth and spread. It was also needed 
to meet the military spirit and a desire for public display, which in- 
fluences so many of the young and without which they were being led 
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into other institutions less meritorious than ours. Its growth and de- 
velopment have been a disappointment, and the difficulty arises in my 
judgment from two reasons: First. The constituency from which the 
Patriarchs Militant could be recruited was entirely too small; and 
second, that constituency was comprised of older members of the Order, 
and those who would be least inclined to go into a military organiza- 
tion. 

“Our encampment membership is abut 170,000; our Subordinate 
Lodge membership about 1,200,000. The average age of members of the 
Encampment branch is necessarily higher than in the Lodges. The 
great body of Odd Fellows are excluded from membership in the Mili- 
tant branch, except on condition that they also join the Encampment 
branch. Experience has demonstrated that on this basis the Patriarchs 
Militant branch will not grow, and will never become the important 
branch of the Order that it ought to be. 

“I think it is safe to say that it is the almost universal opinion that 
the militants should be recruited from the Subordinate branch (Scarlet 
degree members) rather than from the Encampment branch, but for 
the fear that such a change would do the encampments an injury. It 
seems to me statistics clearly indicate that it is a mistaken view that 
the encampments are helped by the Militant branch, or that they will 
be injured by permitting Scarlet degree members to become Patriarchs 
Militant. 

“I have gone to the trouble of collecting statistics on this subject so 
as to determine whether in point of fact the organization of the Mili- 
tant branch has resulted in a substantial benefit to the Encampment 
branch. My recollection is that the Militant branch became active in 
1886. Of course, it is safe to assume that as the subordinate branch 
grows, the encampment will also grow in reasonable proportions. In 
other words, that the encampments might be safely assumed always 
to include about the same percentage of Subordinate Lodge membership. 
If it were true that the Militant branch helps the encampment, the 
statistics ought to show that after the organization of that branch, the 
encampments included a larger percentage of the Subordinate Lodge 
membership than before. Yet this is not the case. 

“The following statement shows the percentage of Subordinate 
Lodge members who were also encampment members at various periods 
from 1865 down to this date. It shows that at this time the encamp- 
ment includes but 14 per cent of the Lodge membership, which is ex- 
actly the same percentage it included in 1865.

“These figures are a complete answer to the statement that the Mili- 
tant branch has helped the Encampment branch, or that its present 
plan of organization is essential to the growth of the Encampment 
branch. Thus, while the Militant branch is not helping the Encamp- 
ment branch, its growth is retarded by the small field from which it 
can draw its membership. The membership of the Militant branch is 
now about 18,000, or approximately 12.21 per cent of the encampment 
membership. In 1886 the percentage was 12.94 per cent. It never 
exceeded 19 per cent, and that was for but two years, and at one time 
it dropped as low as 5 per cent. 

Assuming that if the Scarlet degree were made the basis of mem- 
bership in the Militants, the same proportion of that membership 
would join as are now joining from the encampment, it will be seen 
that the Militants today ought to number 144,000 instead of 18,000. 
Is it not safe to assume that the percentage would be greater, because 
of the younger average age of the subordinate lodge constituency? 

“This matter was very carefully and fully considered in the report 
of then Grand Sire Cable in 1901, and I beg to make the following ex- 
tracts from his report to this Body of that year: 

“ ‘A canton should never be mustered into service or instituted ex- 
cept in such sections as are densely populated with Odd Fellows. 

“ ‘In this connection permit me to express as my belief, based upon 
close observations covering a period of several years, that all branches 
of Odd Fellowship would be greatly strengthened, a new and lasting 
interest awakened all along the line, if the qualification for member- 
ship in the canton w r as, as is now the case in the subordinate encamp 
ments, based upon the Third, or Scarlet degree. 

“ ‘Many members of the Encampment branch fear that such a 
change of qualification would w^ork an injury to that division of the 
Order. I do not believe, however, that such fears are well founded. 
On the contrary, for many reasons, I believe such a change would not 
only strengthen the Militants, but would prove to be the greatest 
blessing or help this body has ever given to the encampments and 
Subordinate Lodges. The feeling of opposition to fixing the qualifica- 
tion for membership upon the basis of the Scarlet degree was a few 
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years since quite strong, based largely upon grounds that were untena- 
ble, possibly of a personal character. 

“ ‘Today I venure the opinion, without having carefully investi- 
gated, that the Jurisdictions, at least a majority of them, having the 
largest Subordinate, Encampment, Rebekah and Militant membership 
are heartily in favor of such a change.’ (See Journal 1901, pages 22 
and 23.) 

“This branch of the report was referred to the Committee on Patri- 
archs Militant, who made a report, from w T hich 1 beg to submit the 
following extract (see Journal 1901, pages 397 and 398): 

“ 'We have fully considered his (Grand Sire’s) recommendation to 
change the qualification for membership in a canton so that it' shall 
be based upon the Third, or Scarlet degree, but do not believe that it 
would be expedient to approve the same, for the reason that the adop- 
tion of such a radical measure would require a complete reorganization 
of this branch of the Order. It would require a new name, a new de- 
gree, and many other equally imperative changes. Your committee, 
however, do not hesitate to say that the present field from which the 
Patriarchs Militant must recruit its membership is altogether too lim- 
ited, and until it is enlarged they cannot hope to make material pro- 
gress. When you take into consideration that less than 16 per cent of 
all who join Subordinate Lodges become encampment members, this 
statement cannot be successfully denied.’ ” 

“It is obvious that the sentiment in favor of making the Subordi- 
nate Lodge the basis of the Militant branch has grown toward unanimi- 
ty, and the only hesitation existing arises from the fear of injury to the 
Encampment branch. 

“The statistics quoted above seem to indicate that this fear is 
groundless. I have given the matter much thought, and in view of the 
opposition that developed to the suggestion of Past Grand Sire Cable, 
it has occurred to me that a compromise course might meet with favor. 

“My suggestion is this: First, That canton membership be based 
on Subordinate Lodge membership in the Scarlet degree. Second. That 
the possession of the Encampment degrees shall be essential to eligi- 
bility to all elected or commissioned offices in the Militant branch. 
This would give to the Militant membership the benefit of the large 
Subordinate Lodge constituency for the rank and file of its member- 
ship; and on the other hand would confine the eligibility to the offices 
in the cantons to encampment membership. I believe that this plan 
would help the encampments very much more than any possible aid 
that comes to them from the Militant branch, as at present organized. 
The effect would be that the more active, intelligent, ambitious element 
in the cantons aspiring for the offices would take the Encampment 
degrees so as to make them eligible to these positions. 

“I have presented this thought to a number of those who have beeiS 
active in the Militant degree, and the suggestions seem to meet with 
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favor. I submit it now to The Sovereign Grand Lodge as the basis 
of some plan for the reorganization of the Militant branch. I feel 
.that the Order can ill afford to have that branch in its present unsatis- 
factory and numerically weak position. 

“If the effect of this change should be that the same percentage of 
Lodge members join the Militant branch as now join it from the 
encampment, our Order could present a larger body of uniformed mem- 
bers than any other similar organization in the world. 

“I beg to refer to the report of General Commanding Raney at- 
tached hereto and marked Exhibit A.” 

This portion of my report was referred to the Committee on the 
Patriarchal branch of the Order, which committee made a divided re- 
port. Both majority and minority reports are now in the hands of the 
Special Committee of Seven appointed at the last session. 

The majority report of the Committee on Patriarchal Branch was 
adverse to the recommendations of the Grand Sire. It is found on page 
350 of the Journal of 1905. The reason given for reporting adversely 
is embodied in this language. “We are most decidedly of the opinion 
that such a procedure would be but the beginning of the end of the 
Encampment branch and detrimental to the best interests of our be- 
loved Order.” Presumably, this report was well considered; doubtless 
it expresses the convictions of those members of the committee who 
signed it, but it is to be regretted that it did not present some reasons 
or statistics to support the “decided” opinion expressed. If it be 
true that the growth of the encampment is enhanced by the existence 
of the Militant branch, and that the continued life of the encampments 
depends upon the maintenance of the present status of the Militant 
branch, this fact should appear in the history of the growth of the 
two branches. In truth, the statistics show just the contrary and de- 
monstrate that under the present arrangements the Militant branch is 
dying, while the encampments are not growing as they should. 

I append below the latest statements we have on this subject. The 
first schedule marked “A” covers eleven Jurisdictions and includes 
the ten Jurisdictions in which the Encampment and Militant branches, 
respectively, are strongest. The second schedule marked “B” includes 
the ten Jurisdictions in which the Militant branch is weakest. Each 
schedule gives the membership of each branch with their gain or loss 
between 1903 and 1904. In six Jurisdictions the Militant branch loses 
or remains stationary, while the Encampment branch increases, namely, 
the Jurisdictions of Illinois, Indiana, Michigan, New York, Pennsyl- 
vania and New Hampshire. In two Jurisdictions, both Encampment 
and Militant branches lost membership, namely, in Maine, Massachu- 
setts. The other three Jurisdictions show the following results: In 
California the encampments gained 707, or about 11 per cent, while the 
Militants gain 157, or nearly 20 per cent. The 157 Odd Fellows who 
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joined the Militants could hardly account for the 707 who joined the 
encampment. It might be interesting to know how many of the 707 
who joined the encampment did so for the purpose of joining cantons. 
Iowa shows an encampment gain of 433, or nearly 5 per cent, while the 
Militant branch shows a gain of 21, or about 2 per cent. In Ohio the en- 
campments gain 209, or less than iy 2 per cent, while the cantons gained 
77, or about 4 per cent. I do not doubt that figures from the other Juris- 
dictions would show the same conclusions, namely, that the prosperity 
of the encampment is in no wise dependent on the continuance of the 
present membership qualification in the Militant branch. A study of 
these schedules shows the following remarkable fact, namely, that in 
the eleven Jurisdictions where the Militants are strongest, the net gain 
of encampment members was a little less than 4 per cent, while in the 
ten districts where the Militants are weakest the gain in encampment 
membership was over 14 per cent.

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EXHIBIT A. 

Report of General Commanding . 

Army Headquarters, Baltimore, Md., August, 190G. 

Sir and Sire: As General Commanding the Patriarchs Militant it 
is with exceeding great pleasure that the honor is had to report to you, 
and through you to The Sovereign Grand Lodge, that the Military De- 
partment was never in a more exceedingly prosperous condition. In 
nearly every Department has the result of activity and fraternal energy 
so impressed themselves on existing conditions as to make apparent the 
solidity and permanent character of the Uniform degree as one of the 
desirable adjuncts of Odd Fellowship. Not alone in the newer and 
smaller Departments is the improved organization apparent, but also in 
the larger and older Departments, where the mustering in of recruits 
is constantly increasing, and the formation made more perfect through- 
out the lines. While, as will be observed, there is a very small net loss, 
yet even the number given is one for congratulation, particularly so 
when the elimination process necessary to arrive at a substantial 
basis is considered. Of itself the number of admissions during the 
year is quite complimentary, and but indicates that wherever an 
interest is taken under direction of competent and energetic officers, 
enrollment for the Patriarchs Militant may and can be had in numbers 
sastisfactory to Militant enthusiasts and gratifying to all the Order. 
With the total number reported, assurance is had in the statement 
that such report correctly indicates the available active Militant 
strength, and confidence is felt that a satisfactory annual increase will 
be a feature of future annual reports. In fact, confidence is had that 
within the near future the present total enrollment will have been 
doubled. The experimental or ‘'on trial” stage of the Patriarchs Mili- 
tant in its onward progress has as a marker passed to the rear. Its de- 
sirability is now an attested fact. The general endorsement of approval 
by the public and the Order is to be seen wherever it has been estab- 
lished. As a factor of revenue for The Sovereign Grand Lodge there is 
none better. With these established facts in mind such attention should 
be given its needs as its merits from every standpoint demand. 

As to the detailed report of Departments and Cantons, with other 
general information, orders, invested funds, etc., attention is directed 
to the more specific report of Adjutant General John B. Goodwin, to 
whom not only the General Commanding, but also every Officer and 
Chevalier, is greatly indebted for his great interest in and constantly 
alert activity for and on behalf of the Militant. Much of the better 
results of the year have come about because of his hearty and most 
agreeable co-operation, an acknowledgment it is a pleasure to make and 
a compliment but justly due. In establishing army headquarters at 
Baltimore our convenience and needs were but his wish, and most 
agreeable hereafter will be the hours devoted to office work at head- 
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quarters in company with the Order’s able representative, thoroughly 
competent official, companionable gentleman and ever-to-be-desired 
friend. May his efforts for the good of all the Order continue with his 
service, for years without end. 

Attention is directed to the fact that the stand of colors, comprising 
a Patriarchs Militant flag, United States flag, Canadian flag, Hawaiian 
flag and flag of Denmark, as carried by the General Staff, whenever 
the General Commanding is present on official duty, and particularly 
at the head of all general parades with that officer present; also the 
costumes worn by the lady assistants in the Grand Decoration of Chiv- 
alry ceremonies, as used each year, is the property of the Department 
of Iowa, for which compliment and courtsey due acknowledgement is 
herewith made. Such equipment should, however, be had in connec- 
tion with general Militant headquarters, particularly at sessions of The 
Sovereign Grand Lodge, and would be in use many times each year, 
whenever the Grand Decoration is conferred, and to that end is action 
in such direction suggested. 

Ofttimes is heard the criticism of constantly changing uniform 
regulations and that such legislation is a crying evil to the detriment 
of the Militant. Such assertions are reiterated with sufficient frequency 
as to become an apparent fact or, at least, an accepted condition of af- 
fairs by the uninformed, but the fact is that there has been less of legis- 
lated changes in the Patriarchs Militant uniform than in any other 
civil military organization during the same period. In 1S98 the baldric 
was changed from one shoulder to the other and the dispatch box 
omitted. For the Chevalier no change has since been made. A Chev- 
alier’s uniform that was regulation in 1898 is still regulation. In 1900 
a shoulder strap was adopted and rank markings omitted from coat 
collars. The demand for the shoulder strap is attested by its popu- 
larity and the fact that they were soon had by all officers. In 1903, a 
letter “R” on the collar was substituted for an elaborate and expensive 
device to indicate a retired officer. In 1904 a new cap was adopted for 
certain officers, all of whom and many others, were soon in possession 
of same. Hence the assertion of constantly changing uniform regula- 
tions is not warranted by the record or facts. The possible annual 
promotions of officers of the canton does require considerable change, 
all of which may be obviated by canton ownership of certain official 
equipment. The changes in commanding officers, by election, followed 
by new staff appointments, also brings about many changes in equip- 
ment, and generally speaking, it is from this latter class that criticism 
is forthcoming, when as a matter of fact the requirements of a change 
in equipment are all based on the acceptance of a new commission. The 
real fact being that any officer or Chevalier who retains the same posi- 
tion, and does not grow larger, has not been required to change equip- 
ment for many years. If ambition leads to the acceptance of a new 
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commission, procure the necessary equipment therefor, but do not have 
it inferred from your efforts to dispose of the discarded outfit, that re- 
occurring changes in Militant legislation have made same necessary, be- 
cause it is untrue and unwarranted. 

Last year a suggestion for recruiting was made to Department Com- 
manders as follows: “To each Oepartment Commander the suggestion 
is made that he at once assign some active, well-informed officer to do 
duty as a mustering officer, who can and will devote his time, or a por- 
tion thereof, to the work of mustering in new cantons, he to receive 
as compensation therefor $25.00 for each canton mustered. He to visit 
a town and, having a local active man to accompany him, proceed in ob- 
taining signers to a canton petition, collecting $5.00 from each signer. 
When fifteen names are had, the petition may be sent in and with it 
$68.50. Of this $20.00 is for charter, rituals, books, etc., $4.75 for five 
officers’ commissions, $18.75 for fifteen gold Patriarchs Militant badges, 
and $25.00 for muster and instituting officer. Leaving $6.50 for the local 
treasury out of the fees of the first fifteen. If more names are had, 
additional badges at $1.25 each should be ordered, and although stop- 
ping with fifteen applicants for a charter, yet they should be directed 
to go on, and all additional applicants would be admitted on the night 
of muster, which should be set about two weeks ahead, that supplies 
may reach the place and additional applications be secured. In the 
meantime the muster officer could visit several other points. Some ac- 
tive effort is needed in the muster field and to that end is your atten- 
tion directed.” That the practicability of same might be tested, cor- 
respondence was had with a young officer in a Department having but 
one canton, organized in 1904, with the result that operating on above 
basis, four new cantons have been mustered in, all fully equipped, with 
application near at hand for Canton No. 6, and a Department Council 
probable during the year. Thus with a little effort and but just remun- 
eration for time given, is a Department of one isolated canton con- 
verted into a good battalion, with a Department Council to hereafter 
manage and direct the affairs of the Militant in that particular State. 

************* 

A number of visitations have been made during the year, in all 
eighteen different Departments, some officially conferring the Grand 
Decoration of Chivalry, in others attending Department Council ses- 
sions, inspecting individual cantons, and at other places attending vari- 
ous functions given by the Order. In no Department was the status of 
affairs primarily found to be in a more disconnected and rudderless 
condition than in Ontario, nor was there to be found a better or more 
capable Department after the two weeks of visitations, that included 
Belleville, Kingston, Hamilton, St. Thomas, London and Toronto, nor 
is it with any feeling of hesitation that assurance is given that under 
direction of present officers, the Department will make a showing, alike 
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creditable and complimentary to itself and all connected therewith. 
This was followed by a three months’ stay at Baltimore, establishing 
headquarters and being the recipient of many courtesies and compli- 
mentary events, particularly the reception and review of the Depart- 
ment of Maryland, extended by Major Godman and his Department. 
Numerous visits to Washington and other points in that vicinity. Then 
westward, w T ith an over Sunday stay at Ithaca, the guest of Colonel 
Gould, and a visit to their handsome temple. The Department Council 
of Iowa claimed attention for three days, where in company with Gen- 
eral Hughes, of Ohio, an enjoyable Militant reunion and social occasion 
was had. At Wichita, Kans., to confer the Decoration of Chivalry, then 
to Guthrie, Oklahoma, attending the Department Council sessions, a 
most enjoyable and enthusiastic meeting. A grand meeting at Kansas 
City, followed by a great banquet, that of themselves were sufficient to 
awaken much activity and energy for the Militant in that Department. 
The Grand Decoration at Indianapolis, grandly and superbly given un- 
der the direction of Colonel Hall. While there in company with General 
Leedy, a pleasant occasion was enjoyed in assisting at the dedication 
of a temple to the Order at one of the nearby towns, where the spirit 
of fraternalism prevails and Odd Fellowship overshadows. 

With great appreciation of the many honors extended and wishing 
a return of much happiness, prosperity and a bountiful blessing, I

To the Officers and Representatives of The Sovereign Grand Lodge.

Dear Sirs and Brothers: Acting on the call of W. W. Phelps, 
Grand Master of California, I, on the 21st inst. issued a telegram to all 
Grand Masters and a letter to all Grand Patriarchs urging prompt and 
liberal contributions by all Grand and Subordinate Bodies, and have 
also with the concurrence of the Deputy Grand Sire, Grand Treasurer 
and Grand Secretary, in anticipation of an appropriation by The Sov- 
ereign Grand Lodge at the next session, caused two remittances of one 
thousand dollars each to be forwarded for the relief of our California 
brethren from The Sovereign Grand Lodge Treasury. 

I am, however, in receipt of the following telegram from Grand 
Master Phelps, of California, indicating the magnitude of the loss and 
suffering, and that assistance is greatly needed: 

“Oakland, Calif., April 24, 190G. 

“R. E. Wright, Grand Sire: 

“Calls for aid being made from many towns. Situation is beyond 
description, our Order is in dire need in Monterey, Santa Clara, Sono- 
ma, Marin, Mendocino and San Francisco counties. I appeal to you 
again to do your best for us in this great calamity for we have twenty- 
five thousand homeless people dependent on us for help. 

“W. W. Phelps.” 

I am, under this date, issuing another urgent appeal to Grand Mas- 
ters and Grand Patriarchs and through them to the entire Order. I 
also submit to you, first, do you approve the remittances aggregating 
two thousand dollars which I have caused to be made from the 
Treasury of The Sovereign Grand Lodge; second, would you favor the 
sending of additional sums from The Sovereign Grand Lodge Treasury 
up to not exceeding, with that already sent, five thousand dollars, if 
deemed necessary in the discretion of the Grand Sire? 

Please answer at once, and a brief reply by telegram to John B. 
Goodwin, Grand Secretary, Baltimore, is desirable. What is to be 
done should be done quickly. Fraternally yours.

It was recently said by a leading business man of California, and 
he was not a member of the Order, that the Odd Fellows more equit- 
ably dispensed their funds and at less expense than any other organi- 
zation sending money to California for relief.

CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENTS. 

The proposed amendments to the Constitution of the Grand 
Lodge of Illinois approved by the Grand Sire in vacation, were acted 
upon favorably by the Sovereign Grand Lodge. 
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ODD FELLOWS’ HOMES. 

In the documents accompanying the Reports of the Grand Officers 
will be found all the statistics that have been collected in respect to the 
homes for widows, orphans and aged members of the Order. It is 
gratifying to see the progress which is being made in the establish- 
ment and the spread of these institutions. They are becoming the most 
important part of the work of the Order, and I believe that the day 
is not far distant when these institutions will care for every one of the 
members of these classes needing assistance. The splendid growth of 
the Rebekah branch of Odd Fellowship is providing a solution for this 
problem. These sisters will soon become the mainstay of those insti- 
tutions. Under their special care and supervision these Homes can- 
not fail to meet every demand upon them. 

FRATERNAL PRESS. 

I desire to repeat what I said in my last report in commendation 
of the Fraternal Press of the Order. While here and there occasionally 
a mushroom publication will appear, without merit, to eke out an 
existence as short as it deserves, yet these cases are rare, and the 
membership soon learns to know and appreciate meritorious period- 
icals. Our fraternal newspapers and magazines are improving in every 
direction and are rapidly becoming an almost invaluable adjunct to 
our Order. The circulation of the deserving ones should be encouraged 
and aided in every legitimate way. 

TO DEPUTY GRAND SIRE CONWAY. 

To Deputy Grand Sire Conway I also desire to give expression of 
my appreciation of his unvarying helpfulness. He has been most 
constant in his proffers of assistance, and I have frequently availed 
myself of his aid. 

I owe him a debt of thanks that it will be hard to repay. 

CONCLUSION. 

The foregoing comprises a substantial history of the work of the 
Order in the past year, so far as it came under the Jurisdiction of this 
office. 

The details going to make up the magnificent general results 
achieved must be looked for in the reports from the various Jurisdic- 
tions, compiled by the Grand Secretaries. 

Whatever of good work Odd Fellowship is doing is accomplished 
in the Subordinate Bodies, and we can but report the aggregate of 
their achievements. 

One can hardly fix the limit of the growth of our Order. Its 
membership and strength may be doubled in the next decade, but this 
growth will come, if at all, chiefly as the result of what is done by 
the Subordinate Bodies in each home community. 
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Upon tlie Grand Masters and Grand Patriarchs of the various 
Jurisdictions, and their District Deputies, this work must principally 
fall, and the results depend. 

J. consider the office of District Deputy Grand Master as possibly 
the most important of any in our system. An active, intelligent, up- 
right District Deputy Grand Master, fairly representing the business 
and social elements of his district, is in position to do much to 
build up the Order. 

He should keep in close touch with the intelligent and well con- 
nected young men, business and professional, in all the towns and vil- 
lages, and encourage the formation of Lodges and Encampments by 
them, which will include those who are to become the future repre- 
sentative men of their communities. They should carefully regard 
quality more important than numbers in the composition of this new 
membership. 

Our Order has already far outstripped all others in the fraternal 
field in numbers and influence, and it must soon face the responsibil- 
ity of practically supplanting all others in the field of fraternal bene- 
ficence. 

In my judgment, our great work in the next decade will be, to fit 
the Order to meet the great responsibilities that will be thus forced 
upon it. 

The best thought of this Grand Body should be devoted to properly 
directing and controlling the Order to this end. 

In closing this report, and before vacating the high and hon- 
orable position to which I have been elevated by your generosity, I beg 
to thank you, not only for the honor and confidence implied in my 
selection as Grand Sire, but also for the unvarying loyalty, courtesy, 
and affectionate kindness, I have received from every member of tAis 
Body. 

As a representative and officer of The Sovereign Grand Lodge, for 
nearly a quarter of a century, I have taken a somewhat active part in 
its deliberations and activities; and, although often, in the heat of 
discussion, much earnestness of convTction and tenacity of opinion 
were necessarily evoked, I find myself today, without a single recol- 
lection of personal acrimony from, or toward, any member of this Body. 
When I leave its active work, it will be with strongest sentiments of 
friendship and regard for every one of you. and in the hope that each 
of you in some measure entertains the same feeling towards me. 

May the recollection of our friendships be graven upon rock and the 
memory of injuries written as upon sand.

ABSTRACTS FROM THE GRAND SECRETARY’S REPORT. 

The net gain in all branches of the Order has been for the past 
year, 95.G75. Total number in the Order, 1,000,712, at the close of 1905. 
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While the larger part of the membership reported is in the United 
States and Canada, the Order is well represented in many lands as in 
Australasia, where under the Supervisory Jurisdiction of the Grand 
Lodge of Australasia there are the Subordinate Grand Lodges of New 
South Wales, New Zealand, South Australia, Tasmania, Victoria. 
Western Australia, and Queensland, and there being also Grand En- 
campments in New South Wales and in South Australia. 

In Germany, where under the Supervisory Jurisdiction of the 
Grand Lodge of the German Empire there are the Subordinate Grand 
Lodges of Brandenburg, Hanover, Saxony, Silesia Posen, and Wurt- 
temburg. 

In Denmark, Netherlands, Sweden, and Switzerland, in each of 
which a Grand Lodge exists. 

The order is still further represented by Subordinate Bodies as 
follows: 

In Alaska, Argentine Republic, Cuba, France, Hawaii, Japan, 
Mexico, Newfoundland, Philippine Islands, Porto Rico, South Africa, 
and Yukon. 

While some of the countries here named are now possessions of 
the United States, they are separately mentioned for distinction and 
because of situation. In the matter of relief expenditures, that for 
1905 aggregates $4,680,387.74, being an increase over the previous 
year of $49,643.69. On this subject the relief expended for the Order 
in San Francisco and other surrounding sections of California on 
account of loss and suffering from earthquake and fire will be found 
in another part of this report, where on account of the magnitude of 
the disaster and the work, it is separately mentioned. 

As further illustrating the activity and steady growth of the Order 
along all lines of work, it will be seen that the receipts of this office, 
which come chiefly from the sale of supplies, amounted at the end 
of the fiscal year, July 31, 1906, to $110,949.05, being an increase over 
the previous year of $4,301.14. The cash balance on hand at the end 
of July, 1906, is $109,262.70, against $70,174.43 at the end of July, 
1905, resulting chiefly from the difference in the cost of holding the 
sessions at San Francisco and Philadelphia, respectively. It will thus 
be seen that the business growth and profits keep pace with and run 
on parallel lines with the great numerical growth; and in the latter, 
within the last seven years the increase has been over half a million 
Subordinate members and sisters of Rebekah Lodges together. 

Grand Representatives. 

The splendid growth of the Order in Alberta, Canada, resulted in 
the institution of the Grand Lodge of Alberta, on the 16th day of 
November, 1905. with a Subordinate membership under its Jurisdiction 
entitling said Grand Body to two Grand Representatives, and the 
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Grand Encampment of North Carolina has by the growth in patri- 
archal membership gained an additional Grand Representative, making 
the total number of Grand Representatives accredited to this ses- 
sion 200. 

Grateful Acknowledgement. 

The report of the Special Committee of the Grand Lodge of Cali- 
fornia, appointed for the purpose of putting on record the appreciation 
of the Jurisdiction for the assistance afforded in their hour of trouble, 
was presented by Bro. W. H. Barnes, Past Grand Master. It was car- 
ried unanimously by a rising vote. It reads as follows: 

“To the Grand Lodge, I. O. O. F., of the State of California: Your 
Special Committee, to whom has been assigned the difficult, responsible, 
yet pleasing duty of endeavoring to in some degree express the ap- 
preciation of this Jurisdiction toward their brethren and sisters of 
American Odd Fellowship who, faithful to obligation and true to every 
principle, responded instantly and practically to the signal of distress 
when made by the fire-blackened hand of California, find themselves 
confronted, at the beginning, with the utter impossibility of doing 
more than feeble justice to the grandeur of the subject entrusted to 
them. 

“For the reason, that before the earth had ceased to tremble, and 
while the heavens were illuminated by the fiery flames of destruc- 
tion, our noble chief, Grand Sire R. E. Wright, aided and seconded 
by the loved Grand Secretary, John B. Goodwin, had sent the electric 
message to every Jurisdiction, ‘California has been stricken. Come to 
her relief.’ 

“And grand and mighty has been the response. From the forests 
of Maine to the shores of the Pacific, from the everglades Qf Florida 
and the British possessions, from Honolulu and from Cuba, from 
every point and every Jurisdiction came messages of love and sympa- 
thy, by scores and hundreds, and as these words of true fraternity 
were spoken, like the Oriental fable, each utterance was a pearl of great 
price; each sentence a heap of glittering gold, which by its magio 
power blest ten-fold because of the sacred spirit in which it was given; 
gave food to the hungry, clothes to the needy, aid to the sick, wounded 
and suffering, burial to the dead and homes to the homeless. 

“He who spake as never man spake before, said: ‘Inasmuch as ye 
have done it unto the least of these ye have done it unto Me,’ and no 
nobler or purer record can ever be inscribed upon the pages of history 
than the deeds of the sons and daughters of our Order in these days of 
our trial and adversity. 

“They have proven that our Order is indeed a rock upon which 
we can lean with trusting confidence, ready to open, as did the one 
of old at touch of Moses’ rod, and afford comfort and sustenance, when 
the earth is parched and the water fountains have perished away. 
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“They have proven that though the future may seem clouded in 
impenetrable gloom, and drear and dismal seem to be our lot, Odd 
Fellowship comes like an Angel of Peace to shed across the gloomy 
prospect bright rays of light and happiness. 

“They have proven that our foundation stones of Friendship, Love, 
and Truth are enduring and eternal, forever to remain until the 
heavens shall be gathered together like a scroll. 

“Brothers and sisters of our national Jurisdiction — from Grand 
Sire to youngest member — from oldest Patriarch to last initiate — 
while we know that this practical illustration of the teachings of our 
association has been willingly and liberally performed by you as a 
sacred duty, and an exemplification of the Golden Rule, yet, never- 
theless, from the innermost depths of our hearts we sincerely thank 
you one and all. 

“Not only have you given us material aid of great intrinsic worth 
and value, but you have given us what is greater and beyond all mone- 
tary value — you have given us sympathy, energy, hope, and a fixed 
determination to go on and do greater work than ever before in the 
cause that we love. 

“As gold is refined in the thrice-heated crucible; as the Damascus 
steel is perfected by its ordeals of fire and pressure, we humbly hope 
that from our present trials may come a nobler manhood, a brighter 
and higher ideal, a greater love for humanity, an earnest desire to be 
more worthy members of the Independent Order of Odd Fellows. 

“And now, as we look to the north, south, east and west, we utter 
our prayers for blessings upon you all. May the Heavenly Father 
visit you with His love, peace reign within your walls and prosperity 
within your palaces, and may it ever be a sweet thought to you, your 
children’s children, that you and yours answered the call when Califor- 
nia made its signal of distress.” 

Rehabilitation and Reorganization. 

The loyal and indomitable courage of all branches of the Order in 
California are well demonstrated in the determination to reorganize 
the work of the Subordinates which was interrupted by the visitation 
of earthquake and fire in San Francisco and vicinity; and in the re- 
newed energy and zeal of the membership in other parts of that great 
State who were not directly sufferers, but who contributed so much 
of substance and of time, attention and fraternal sympathy to their 
stricken neighbors, brothers and sisters, and their families. It would 
seem from this that while the loss and suffering were great beyond 
description there came along following close upon it a prompt, but 
silent and effective lesson of the capacity and willingness of the 
Order universal to respond to the call of distress given by their 
stricken members. This great lesson was more directly visible to tho 
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members of the Order there, but throughout the world of Odd Fellow- 
ship, the beneficent work will add strength and honor, and from it all 
may know that drafts on its benevolence are never dishonored. Many 
have been the extraordinary calls and occasions for them on the 
Order and notably so in connection with the Chicago fire already men- 
tioned; yellow fever in portions of the country a generation since; 
the flood at Johnstown, Pa., and the flood at Galveston; the fire at 
Jacksonville, Florida, and other occasions, but none of these separ- 
ately approached in magnitude the loss and suffering in San Fran- 
cisco and vicinity above referred to. Here a bright chapter has been 
written in the work of Odd Fellowship, and it is gratifying to see the 
deserved recognition given the sisters of the Rebekah branch in relief 
work in which they were ministering angels and nobly aided and co- 
operated with the brothers in rendering some great service to which 
woman only is w r ell adapted/’

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CORRESPONDENCE. 

Very full and satisfactory response has been made by the various 
branches of the Order for contribution to this part of the report giving 
the general condition in each Jurisdiction. These responses give more 
recent information than the annual reports which closed with the end 
of 1905, whereas the letters here given show the conditions existing 
from the beginning of the present year 1906 up to the preparation of 
this report, about August, 1906. These, in a sense, photograph the 
Order as it now is, and indicate the great work being done toward 
making this one of the most successful years the Order ever had. 
These letters come from experienced and active workers and contain 
valuable information and suggestions, and are commended to the 
thoughtful consideration of all who feel an interest in the welfare of 
our fraternity. 

GRAND LODGES. 

Alabama. — H. C. Weaver, Grand Secretary, whites: “The tidal wave 
of prosperity still prevails and it is very gratifying to report that the 
Order in this Jurisdiction has enjoyed a very prosperous year, and is 
in a very flourishing and growing condition, having made very sub- 
stantial gains during the past year. 

“The reports of the Subordinate Lodges show the* Order grows 
stronger financially and numerically each year, with increased reve- 
nue, larger lodge investments and cash in treasuries. 

“During the year 1905 forty-six Subordinate Lodges were instituted 
in this Jurisdiction, and Vve have to December 31, 1905, 345 Subordinate 
Lodges with a membership of 17,979, a net gain of 1529 members. Dur- 
ing the Grand Lodge year from May, 1905, to May, 1906, 62 Lodges were 
instituted, and since the close of the last session, in May, 13 Lodges 
have been instituted. The outlook is very bright for a prosperous year 
for the Order in Alabama.” 

Alberta. — O. E. Tisdale, Grand Secretary, writes: “I hand you 
herewith Grand Lodge returns up to December 31 last, duplicates of cer- 
tificates for representatives to Sovereign Grand Lodge. 

“I may add that we have instituted eight new lodges in this Juris- 
diction this year, and there is one more to follow on the 15th inst., 
making a total addition to our ranks of approximately 300 members 
from that source.” 

Arkansas. — John P. Paul, Grand Secretary, writes: “It affords me 
much pleasure at the end of each year to compile the reports of this 
Jurisdiction. For the last five years each report has outstripped the 
previous one, and so this year we record the banner year. 

“We have made a gain of 62 Lodges with a net gain of member- 
ship of 3090. 

“The increase in new Lodges and in membership, as well as in the 
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disbursements for benefits, all combine to make us feel that Arkansas 
is doing its part in the great mission of Odd Fellowship. 

“Our Order is strong in the confidence and respect of the people 
throughout the State. No fraternal society has a higher place in the 
confidence of the public generally, and no other Order is attracting 
more attention to its true merits that Odd Fellowship in Arkansas. 

“We are proud of our Widows’ and Orphans’ Home at Batesville. 
We have just completed an additional building at a cost of $11,000.” 

British Columbia. — Fred S. Davey, Grand Secretary, writes: “I 
beg to hand you herewith the annual reports of this Grand Lodge to 
December 31 last for subordinate and Rebekah lodges, report on Homes, 
and draft in your favor for $150, in payment of representative tax. 

“I regret that our hopes of a larger increase in our membership last 
year were not fully realized; still we are gaining ground slowly, and 
our faith in the bright prospects of our Province and a corresponding 
measure of prosperity to our Order here is as sanguine as ever.” 

California. — H. D. Richardson, Grand Secretary, writes: “Re- 
ferring to your letter of the 12th inst., asking as to the condition of this 
branch of the Order, I am pleased to report the general condition of the 
Order in California is good; in fact, prior to the great calamity of April 
18, 1906, was in an excellent condition. Through the efforts of Grand 
Master W. W. Phelps, the membership had increased to upward of 40,- 
000, the lodges were prospering, and the membership looking forward to 
still greater strides in American Odd Fellowship. 

“On the 18th of April, this section of the Golden State, as the entire 
world of Odd Fellowship is aware, was filled with gloom, ruin and 
desolation; homes were made desolate, halls and property were des- 
troyed, but out of it all comes the great thought that the spirit of Odd 
Fellowship was in the land. From almost every state and clime mes- 
sages of love and consolation, with streams of gold, were soon pouring 
in and laid at the feet of the suffering Odd Fellow and his family. 
Words fail- to express the gratitude felt by our membership toward 
Grand Sire Wright, Grand Secretary Goodwin and the entire Juris- 
diction under the protection of The Sovereign Grand Lodge for the 
part each and every one, from far-away Switzerland to the Islands in 
the sea, have taken to help the wants of our stricken membership and 
their families. 

“Owing to the earthquake and great fire in San Francisco, in which 
nearly every hall large enough to hold even one of our smallest Lodge 
meetings was destroyed, the session of the Grand Lodge which should 
have been held in May was postponed until the 5th of June, and place 
of meeting transferred to Santa Cruz. Here a most interesting session 
was held. At its close, while returning from the beautiful little city 
by the waters of the Pacific, our beloved Grand Secretary, George T. 
Shaw, who had greatly overtaxed himself in his efforts to save prop- 
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erty belonging to Grand Lodge during the disaster, contracted pneu- 
monia. from which effects he peacefully passed away on the 13tli of 
June, 190G. His funeral was largely attended; Grand Master Tlieo. A. 
Bell presided, assisted by other Grand Lodge officers, and the beautiful 
ritual of our Order was read. Bro. William H. Barnes, P. G. M., a long- 
time friend and associate of our deceased Grand Secretary, pronounced 
the eulogy, in which art of the mind and tongue he is without a peer. 

“Odd Fellowship in California will continue on in its good and 
great work until misfortune has no want to relieve or tear to dry.” 

Colorado. — J. M. Norman, Grand Secretary, writes: “It is with 
much pleasure and satisfaction that I am able to report to you a state 
of prosperity in this Jurisdiction. Such a condition is quite gratifying. 
A gain of 232 members in the last year under existing circumstances is 
more than I had hoped for. Indeed, I would have been satisfied with 
simply holding our own. But Colorado is taking on a new era of 
prosperity, and Odd Fellowship, ever progressive, is keeping pace with 
the rapid strides of our great State. 1 confidently believe the growth 
of this year will equal that of any year in the history of the Order in 
Colorado.” 

Connecticut. — Frederick Botsford, until recently Grand Secretary, 
writes: “I send you herewith my report of the Grand Lodge of Con- 
necticut for the year 1905. We are content with the report, especially 
as there are 78 members less suspended than in 1904, but the death 
rate is increased; that is natural, for our average age is increasing, and 
we have a great many old members. Our fund is increased; we now 
have a very respectable sum, $574,648.43, for a small state like Connec- 
ticut. The expenses are several thousand doUars larger and I know 
of no reason for it, except it is so everywhere, that this is an ex- 
travagant age, and the finances are not looked after as carefully as they 
should be. 

“There has been a great change in the Order in this state since I 
took the position of Grand Secretary. It would be well for all to look 
into this subject and curtail expenses. They ought not to be quite as 
much as our relief, but they are more. I do not know why it should 
be so, but possibly it is owing somewhat to the Home to which we have 
just finished a new addition. Some contributions may have been 
charged up to expenses which, in my mind, I think should be for relief, 
for that is what the Home is meant for — relief of brothers. We will be 
thankful for what we have done under the circumstances, the very 
extensive introduction of mutual aid societies.” 

Delaware. — Isaac W. Hallam, Grand Secretary, writes: “In sub- 
mitting the report for this Jurisdiction for the year ending 1905, the 
reminder is forcibly impressed that it is one of mixed results. 

“The heroics and platitudes presented to the mind at the commence- 
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ment of the year, descriptive of brave battles and grand progress, are, 
perforce, laid aside in cold storage, as it were, for future use. 

“Summed up briefly, a gain of 21 in membership is shown by the 
record, and a very weak Lodge has found its way out of existence. 

“While expectations have not been realized, imagination would be 
at fault if it should lead to the conclusion that the situation is with- 
out encouragement. The ministrations to the sick and afflicted, which 
have been the cause of an increased expense account, have been com- 
forting to many brothers and those dependent upon them. If nothing 
more than this were accomplished, it would be sufficient to bless the 
labor of the year, for after all, the alleviation of distress is the para- 
mount work allotted to our organization. It is the work of the ‘Good 
Samaritan.’ ” 

District of Columbia. — Joseph I. Porter, Grand Secretary, writes: 
“I enclose herewith the annual reports of the Grand Lodge. Our 
Order in this Jurisdiction has suffered an irreparable loss in the 
death of our beloved brother, F. A. Stier, Grand Representative. His 
life, however, will be a constant reminder of the best qualities of man- 
kind and of Odd Fellows, and his memory will make those of us who 
are left endeavor to follow in his footsteps. 

“As you know, we are endeavoring to start in this Jurisdiction a 
club or association, the primary object of which is to have unaffiliated 
Odd Fellows keep up their interest in the Order, and I am pleased to 
advise you that this movement is being pushed by the members located 
in Washington with a commendable zeal and energy, and I have no 
doubt will be a success. 

“I have to report that Bro. Wm. P. Allan, formerly a Grand Repre- 
sentative to The Sovereign Grand Lodge, died since the last session, 
and I shall, as soon as I can obtain them, send you the necessary par- 
ticulars for your report.” 

Florida. — A. M. Cushman, Grand Secretary, writes: “It is with 
pleasure that I am able to report a gain in membership in the Subor- 
dinate Lodges. While it is small, we trust it is a good solid growth. 
On December 31, 1904, we had a membership of 3210, and on December 
31, 1905, the annual reports show a membership of 3438, a net gain of 
228. Taking into consideration that only a few years ago we had less 
than 1100 members, I think we have cause to be proud, and hope the 
time is not far distant when we will reach the 5000 mark. 

“The Rebekah branch is even in better condition; with only 13 
Lodges we have made a gain of 226, only two less than the Subordinates. 

“The Lodges are at the present time agitating the instituting of a 
Rebekah Assembly, and think one will be instituted at the next session 
of the Grand Lodge.” 

Georgia. — J. S. Tyson, Grand Secretary, writes: “The report of the 
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Grand Lodge of Georgia for the year 1905 is herewith submitted. We 
think that the work of the year makes a fair showing and know that 
you will rejoice with us in everything connected with it, except the 
large number of suspensions for non-payment of dues; we would stop 
it if we could, but it is a matter beyond our control. 

“The outlook for the present year is good, and we entertain the 
hope that the increase in membership will equal, if not excel, that ot 
last year. 

“It will be seen that the increase in Lodges for 1905 was 49. Since 
January we have instituted 13 Lodges and dispensations are now out 
for four more, and under our club plan 95 dispensations have been is- 
sued, with 1249 names of applicants.” 

Idaho. — D. L. Badley, Grand Secretary, writes: “Our inclosed re- 
port will show you that we are still on the gain, but not at the rate 
heretofore reported. We have an element among our membership that 
does not want ‘Campmeeting methods’ used in building up our mem- 
bership, and they have been somewhat in evidence during the past 
year. But this is but a temporary lull in our growth and advancement, 
and the next year you will see that we have begun on a far greater 
growth than has yet been reported from this Jurisdiction. Our young 
State has but fairly begun to grow, and its developement means the ad- 
dition of thousands of as good men as now compose our membership 
to our army, and the great principles of our Order will be spread until 
all men are brought under their influence.” 

Illinois. — John H. Sikes, Grand Secretary, writes: “The Grand 
Jurisdiction of Illinois was never in better condition than at the 
present time. Odd Fellowship is making rapid strides in this State 
and a degree of enthusiasm and loyalty prevails at the present time 
such as has not been equaled in the history of Odd Fellowship in this 
Jurisdiction. 

“We now have 918 Subordinate and 644 Rebekah Lodges, repre- 
senting a Subordinate membership of 74,556 and a Rebekah membership 
of 35,274, the net gain, respectively, being 4674 and 1626. 

“All expenses of our Grand Lodge, including the maintenance of an 
Orphans’ Home at Lincoln, 111., and an Old Folks’ Home at Mattoon, 111., 
are met by a per capita tax of 90 cents, payable one-half in April and 
the remainder in October of each year. 

“The annual session of our Grand Lodge is a heavy expense by 
reason of our system of Lodge representation, the mileage and per 
diem incurred by each representative being paid from the general fund. 
We pay 5 cents per mile one way and $2.00 per day for three days 
and the total expense of a recent session was $11,717.85. While this is 
a large amount of money, our lodges believe it to be a wise expenditure 
by reason of the enthusiasm and inspiration which goes to all parts 
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of the State from this immense gathering. In addition to the repre- 
sentatives, a large number of visitors attend our annual meeting, and 
it has been said that it is worth the total expense of the session to hear 
the opening and closing odes sung by 1200 men. It is a fact that few 
men have any conception of the magnitude of the Order until they 
have attended one of our Grand Lodge sessions. 

“Our two Homes are maintained by appropriations made at each 
session of the Grand Lodge, which for the present year are $20,039.50 
for the Orphans' Home and $19,350.00 for the Old Folks’ Home, or 
computing it on our membership $.52 per member. Not only is our 
Order making great progress in the matter of membership, influence, 
and finance, but Odd Fellowship is taking advanced ground as a moral 
factor. A great silent influence goes out from the life of every good 
man and woman, and it is such an influence as this which is given 
out to the world through our organization and the daily, life of our 
members. 

“Odd Fellowship is silently guiding the lives of a million and a half 
members throughout the world, which influence is making toward a 
higher plane of thinking and acting, and a nobler conception of citizen- 
ship. 

“Odd Fellowship is today, and will be more and more as the years 
go by, a great social, educational, and philanthropic^ factor in the 
world’s economy.” 

Indiana. — W. H. Leedy, Grand Secretary, writes: “I have the 
pleasure of transmitting herewith the report of the Grand Lodge of 
Indiana for the term ending December 31, 1905. 

“The conditions here are very satisfactory. We are endeavoring to 
keep the work moving along and hope this will be one of our best 
years.” 

Indian Territory. — G. H. Alexander, Grand Secretary, writes: “The 
year ending December 31, 1905, was a prosperous one for this Juris- 
diction. We had a gain in membership of 13S5, more than in any 
previous year. 

“We are now caring for 35 orphans and two aged ladies at our 
home in Checotah. The last Grand Lodge voted an appropriation of 
$20,000.00 to build an addition to the Home, and the contract has 
already been let. It will be ready for occupancy by the first of Decem- 
ber and when completed it will be the finest and best equipped home in 
the southwest. The Rebekah branch of the Order is also in a prosper- 
ous condition and growing quite rapidly. We are striving to make this 
the ‘banner year for the Order in this Jurisdiction.’” 

Kansas. — W. H. Kemper, Grand Secretary, writes: “I herewith 
enclose to you the annual reports of the Grand Lodge and Rebekah 
State Assembly of Kansas. 
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“We increased in membership during the year 1905 from 33,210 to 
34,749. We relieved 1492 brothers and paid 88G4 weeks’ sick benefits 
Our Subordinate Lodges have in cash $255,603.74. Real estate, net 
of encumbrance, $636,663.68. Our net assets December 31, 1905, were 
$1,109,424.30. Our prospects for 1906 are very bright.” 

Kentucky. — R. G. Elliott, Grand Secretary, writes: “Enclosed you 
will find the report of the Grand Lodge of Kentucky for 1905. It is 
with pleasure that we can report the continued growth of the Order 
in this State, there being an increase of over fifteen hundred for that 
year. The Order in Kentucky since 1898 has more than doubled its 
membership and the report for 1906, I think, will be a good one.” 

Louisiana.— M. M. Dickinson, Grand Secretary, writes: “Enclosed 
please find annual report of the Grand Lodge of Louisiana. 

“Everything in our Jurisdiction is flourishing, with tw r o new 
Lodges instituted since March, and two more will be instituted in the 
next few days.” 

Maine. — Russell G. Dyer, Grand Secretary writes: “With this I 
send you the annual reports of the Grand Lodge of Maine, for the 
Subordinate and Rebekah branches, and trust you may find them 
correct. 

“Maine, during the year 1905, made a material advance along all 
lines of Odd Fellowship. Five Subordinate and six Rebekah Lodges 
were instituted during the year, a record of new Lodges that has not 
been surpassed for the past decade. The admissions were 1330, some- 
thing more than the average, w r hile the losses were rather more than 
usual. The net gain, however, w r as 464, which is the average for the 
past five years. The death rate was something over fifteen per one 
thousand, while the suspensions for non-payment of dues were not quite 
one and one-half per cent, not a large figure, but larger than last year. 
A feature that is being worked to advantage in this Jurisdiction is the 
‘Roll Call Day.’ Every member of a Lodge is notified that on a given 
evening there will be a roll call of members, a banquet, speeches, and 
a good time generally. In addition, each member is furnished with a 
blank application and asked to obtain at least one candidate who is 
to be presented to the lodge on the roll call night. Wildey Lodge No. 
103, of Brewer, had such a meeting last year at viiich time thirty 
applications v r ere presented. Wildey Lodge returned fifty candidates 
for the year’s work, making it the banner Lodge among the older 
Lodges in this Jurisdiction. Abou Ben Adliem Lodge, No. 23, of Auburn, 
was second, with forty-six. One of the new lodges for the year was 
named Joshua Davis Lodge, No. 145, in honor of our late Grand 
Secretary, a brother wiio faithfully served this Jurisdiction in that office 
for twenty-six years. The Lodges made a substantial gain in finances, 
placing our invested funds w'ell towards the one million mark. Upon 
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the whole, our Order in Maine closed the year in much better condition 
than it was at the beginning. This pleasing rate of affairs is largely 
due to the untiring exertions of Grand Master Leon S. Merrill, who 
spent time and money to advance the interest of Odd Fellowship and 
to make his administration a success.” 

Manitoba.— B. D. Deering, Grand Secretary, writes: “Enclosed 
find reports for Grand and Rebekah Lodges to December 31, 1905, and 
the representative tax. The past year has been the most successful 
since the organization of our Grand Lodge in 1883; we had a member- 
ship at that time of 1340. You will see by the report that the additions 
during the past year exceeded our membership at that time, even with 
the withdrawal of 953 members to form the Grand Jurisdiction of 
Alberta. We are ahead of last year. Since January 1 some seven Lodges 
have been added with a membership of about 300. I feel certain that 
this year will be a more prosperous one than the past from reports just 
to hand. I find that all the Lodges are doing well; some have added as 
many as 50 since the first of the year. The Rebekah Lodge is doing 
well and hope to be able to report a number of Lodges instituted this 
year.” 

Maritime Province. — D. G. Whidden, Grand Secretary, writes: 
“While our report for the year ending December 31, 1905, does not show 
a very great gain — an increase of one Subordinate Lodge and a net 
gain in membership of 269, — I am pleased to be able to report that 
considerable activity is being exhibited in our Jurisdiction at the 
present time; one lodge has recently been instituted with a member- 
ship of fifty-four, and reports from the lodges are of a very encouraging 
nature.” 

Maryland. — Wm. A. Jones, Grand Secretary, writes: “As was fore- 
shadowed last year by the Grand Secretary (though he has passed away 
before beholding the fulfillment of his prophecy), the Mother Juris- 
diction has again, in the twelve months passed, renewed her youth, and 
her condition is not only satisfactory at present, but extremely hopeful 
for the future. Lodges that have been for years dormant — indeed, 
even apparently extinct — have been resuscitated and saved to Odd 
Fellowship, and are now in excellent condition; and we have every 
reason to believe that our gain in membership this fiscal year will 
aggregate at least 1000. The present Board of Grand Officers, with their 
associates, have outlined and are now executing plans to visit, instruct, 
and encourage every Lodge in the Jurisdiction. 

“The Rebekah Lodges, too, no less than the Subordinate Lodges, 
have felt the influence of the general forward movement; their member- 
ship has increased, their activities have broadened, and we hope to have 
them represented at Toronto by a Degree Staff Team which shall bring 
away a first prize. 
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“We are constrained to take this opportunity to express our sin- 
cere thanks for, aqd keen appreciation of, the valuable assistance ren- 
dered us in divers ways during the past year by the Sovereign Grand 
Secretary, Bro. John B. Goodwin; and we here again give voice to the 
feeling evidenced by the Grand Lodge of Maryland in its resolution of 
April 16, 1906, wherein it felicitated itself upon the fact "that the 
Sovereign Grand Secretary, Bro. John B. Goodwin, has taken up his 
residence in Baltimore,’ and when it "wished him a long and happy 
life in our Jurisdiction.’ ” 

Massachusetts. — John U. Perkins, Grand Secretary, writes: “We 
enclose herewith the annual report of the Grand Lodge of Massa- 
chusetts. 

“We are proud of this report. It makes manifest the result of hard 
and earnest work all along the line. Without the institution of a 
single new Lodge to help swell the numbers, it show's a net gain of 
736 members during the year 1905. It shows the effect of constant 
w'ork by an energetic Board of Grand Officers and a hearty response 
from an interested brotherhood. 

"‘We now' number 241 Lodges (having consolidated Nos. 6 and 49 
last June), and have a membership of 55,643 of the best men of the Com- 
monw'ealth. The average membership of our Lodges is 230; the 
largest has 845 members (Hampden, No. 27, Springfield), and the 
smallest 40 (Suffolk, No. 8, Boston). The Lodge having the largest 
fund is Bethesda, No. 30, Boston, with assets of over seventy-six thou- 
sand dollars; w'hile the smallest Lodge, Suffolk, No. 8, is the wealthiest, 
pro rata, having a fund averaging three hundred and nineteen dollars 
per member. 

“Our Order is progressing, notably in improved apartments; 
tw'elve beautiful halls have been dedicated within the last eighteen 
months, and one of the finest buildings of them all is a monument to 
the thrift and enterprise of our Swedish brethren in the city of Wor- 
cester. 

“The condition of the Order in Massachusetts since January 1, of 
the present year justifies the hope that our next report may be equally 
as good as the present. 

.“In the April number of the ‘Odd Fellow Review,’ published in 
St. Paul, Minn., some good brothers have compiled a table showing 
losses by suspensions for non-payment of dues. In this interesting 
tabulation the best showing of any of the Jurisdictions on this con- 
tinent is credited to Maine and New Hampshire with 1 3-10 per cent 
losses. Massachusetts comes next with 1 4-10. We are certainly proud 
of this rating, but w r e think that possibly during the year 1905 we 
established a record which eclipses them all. The total number of 
suspensions in our Subordinate Lodges during the year 1905 w r as 684. 
At the commencement of the year our membership was 54,907. On 
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December 31 the membership was 55,G43. These figures would place 
Massachusetts at the head of the list with a percentage of 1 2-10.” 

Michigan. — H. N. Wilder, Grand Secretary, writes: “Enclosed find 
our annual report; also that of the I. O. O. F. Home. We are sorry 
to be so late with these reports, but it seemed impossible to complete 
them sooner. 

“The Order in Michigan was never in a more prosperous condi- 
tion than now. All letters reaching this office are filled with glowing 
reports of what the Lodges are doing, which is very gratifying to 
me. So far this year we have organized four Subordinate Lodges and 
six Rebekah Lodges and this morning’s mail brings to me orders for 
supplies for two more Subordinates. While the net gain for this year 
is not so large as we had hoped, yet it is very gratifying and we feel 
that it is a permanent one. 

“Anniversary of the Order was never more generally observed 
than this year, having arranged for sixteen of these meetings myself 
and furnishing speakers. 

“Our Home is in a flourishing condition. At the last session of 
the Grand Lodge an order was drawn on the Treasurer for $5,000.00 
to pay the last mortgage indebtedness. We are raising by assessment 
$50,000.00 for permanent improvements there, such as new buildings, 
sewers, light, etc. Our little family there seems contented and happy, 
under the directions of our new matron, Sister Minnie Hopkins. 

“With a happy and united brotherhood we aim to be all that we 
stand for — the protection of the widow, the aged and indigent, and 
the protector and educator of the orphan — and to assist one another in 
the time of need, which has been so clearly shown since the great 
calamity that has just befallen our brothers at the Golden Gate, and 
how proud .ought we to be to be in a position to do all this. 

“The matter of checking so far as possible the suspension for 
N. P. D. is engaging our earnest attention and our work is beginning 
to show results. We are urging the formation of what we nMl 
‘Wanderers’ Clubs’ into which we invite all members living in a city 
and holding membership outside, keeping them thoroughly interested 
in the work of the Order. It is found that the idea is taking root 
in many states, and great good has resulted therefrom. We find in the 
city of Lansing alone over 100 non-resident Odd Fellows, who are 
organized into a club, and who have visited the Lodges here over forty 
strong at a regular meeting with nothing special going on more than 
the ordinary work of the Lodge — something which not often happens, 
and never so unless members are interested in the Order. These 
organizations should be encouraged, as I find by correspondence that 
from among the non-resident, members is where the great bulk of sus- 
pension comes.” 
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Minnesota. — A. L. Bolton, Grand Secretary, writes: “Find annual 
report of the Grand Lodge of Minnesota for the year 1905; also Grand 
Lodge warrant for $150.00, G. Rep. Tax. 

“All I can say is that we have made progress. Our net increase in 
membership in all branches for 1905 is slightly in advance of that of 
1904; there has been a healthy increase, numerically and financially, 
and nearly all Lodges are in good working condition. We have had, in 
this Jurisdiction, a surfeit of quick-growth organizations, with their 
cheap fees and assessments and large profits, and for a few years they 
have had full sway. But the people have ‘put on their thinking caps,’ 
and they are beginning to learn that the cheapest is not the best. They 
are gradually discovering that Fraternity is a greater blessing, and 
more enduring than an uncertain quantity of mere insurance. And 
yet, the fact that more than one hundred of our Subordinate Lodges 
are the owners of substantial buildings, some of them the best in the 
town, and that we have a Home and Hospital for the needy and 
afflicted, is slowly but surely convincing the public that Odd Fellow- 
ship is the best safeguard against the ills of life. Peace and harmony 
prevail to a greater extent than ever before; there is here and there a 
l'aint ripple on the calm surface, but so slight as to be hardly observed, 
and no more than might be expected so long as men have the courage 
of their convictions and a desire to express them.” 

Mississippi.— Walter S. P. Doty, Grand Secretary, writes: “I hand 
you herewith the report of the Grand Lodge of Mississippi. 

“We are doing fairly well in Mississippi ; our growth is slow; our 
numbers are small, but I believe and trust that the brethren are de- 
voted to the principles of the Order.” 

Missouri. — E. Wilkerson, recently Grand Secretary of Missouri, 
writes: “The Order in Missouri continues to grow in strength and 
usefulness. Report shows an increase of 2387 in membership. Perfect 
harmony exists and the great brotherhood are living up to expectations 
in the discharge of fraternal duties. The most serious drawback to 
our progress is in the matter of suspension for non-payment of dues. 

“It is difficult to understand why so many men seek membership in 
such an institution as ours, and so soon become indifferent, neglect 
attendance on Lodge meetings, and then permit their membership to 
lapse for failure to pay their dues. 

“It is often remarked that we take in a large number of men, who 
become active workers, apparently zealous in the good work until they 
secure the honors, then become practically useless. 

“Why is it that so many are active and efficient until they can 
wear a Past Grand Collar and then become useless? 

“This large list of suspensions is not made up of brethren who 
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change their places of residence, and which it is supposed the law of 
1904 regarding transfer of membership, was to remedy. The greater 
number do not change locations. We can meet them on the street 
every day. It may be that quite a number have allowed themselves to 
become suspended because of inability to pay dues and remain out of- 
the Order for the reason they are unwilling to pay the fee for rein- 
statement. When we are legislating to prevent suspensions, why not 
lessen the cost of reinstatement, and thus secure the return of many 
to active membership?” 

Montana. — A. J. White, Grand Secretary, writes: “I herewith sub- 
mit my annual report of the Subordinate branch of the Order in the 
Jurisdiction of Montana. There has been but a very small gain in 
membership in the past year. There has been a large list of suspen- 
sions for non-payment of dues. The principal cause has been that 
brothers have gone off in hopes of finding their fortunes in the gold 
fields of Alaska and later to Tonapah and Goldfield, in Nevada, and 
not realize on what they expected to do, and become unable to keep up 
their dues in their respective Lodges. 

“In regard to the Rebekah branch of the Order, there has been a 
gain in membership, but it is nearly all confined to the female sex. 
The brothers do not seem to take much interest in it of late years, 
since it has been turned over to the control of the sisters. 

“There have been two new Subordinate Lodges instituted since 
the first of the year, with a membership of nearly 100.” 

Nebraska. — I. P. Gage, Grand Secretary, writes: “You have, I 
think, been advised of the serious illness of a son, which has greatly 
added to the office anxieties this year. Add to this the fact that the 
Grand Master has been inaccessible in the Yellowstone National Park, 
so his signature could not be obtained, and you have the reason for the 
four weeks’ delay in transmitting our Rebekah report. 

“The year shows about our usual growth; nothing very strenu- 
ous, but a very satisfactory condition. 

“The girls stay by the Order so contentedly, never faltering in any 
good work, that it reassures us who sometimes feel despondent. This 
branch of Odd Fellowship in the Jurisdiction never has been in better 
condition nor with quite so bright a promise for the future.” 

Nevada— Wm. Sutherland, Grand Secretary, writes: “The returns 
for- the year ending December 31, 1905, show a loss of membership in 
this Jurisdiction of one, and the institution of one new Lodge. While 
the returns show a loss of one member, it should not be so considered, 
as the loss was caused by the withdrawal of ten members from two of 
the older Lodges to assist in organizing a new Lodge, which has been 
instituted since January 1, 190G, and on April 25, 190G, had a member- 
ship of 81, and still increasing. It has also been the cause of renewed 
activity in the old sister Lodge in the same city, as they have taken 
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in several new members since the institution of the new Lodge. The 
outlook for the advancement of the Order in this Jurisdiction is 
brighter than it has been in years.” 

New Hampshire. — Frank L. Way, Grand Secretary, writes: “I sub- 
mit the following in connection with the enclosed reports: 

“New Hampshire, With her hills rock-ribbed and ancient as the 
sun, continues to make a slow but steady progress in the field of Odd 
Fellowship. The net gain in our membership in the year 1905 was 284 
and one new Lodge was instituted, which gives us an unbroken chain 
of 104. This is indeed an encouraging result, when we take into consid- 
eration the character of the membership of the Order, because of the 
fact that the increase in the population of the State, in general, is 
not of the class to which Odd Fellowship appeals. 

“Our loss the past year, by suspension for non-payment of dues, 
was only a trifle over 1 per cent, which fact we have reason to feel 
proud of.” 

New Jersey. — Lewis Parker, Grand Secretary, writes: “I am de- 
lighted to report that we have made an increase of 666 in our Lodge 
membership, while our benevolent expenditures are larger than ever 
before. 

“We thus show year by year a steady advance in the departments 
that give especial strength to our great brotherhood. A kindly feeling 
also prevails, which must not be overlooked in our report, since I con- 
sider this, after all, one of the principal objects of our operations.” 

New Mexico.- — J. C. Spears, Grand Secretary, writes: “In reply to 
yours of the 9th inst. will say that Odd Fellowship in New Mexico 
shows substantial gains and fairly prosperous circumstances. Pros- 
pects for the year 1906 look bright. At the last session of the Grand 
Lodge our Jurisdiction decided to take up the work of building an 
Odd Fellows Home, and levied a per capita tax of 25 cents per member 
for the maintenance of the Home, and decided to raise funds to build 
the Home by subscription and donations from the Subordinate Lodges 
and the individual members. Our Grand Master, W. W. Ogle, has just 
returned from a tour of official visitations, throughout the Jurisdiction, 
and reports the members are enthusiastic in the work of Odd Fellow- 
ship.” 

New York. — Harry Walker, Grand Secretary, writes: “It gives me 
great pleasure to be able to call your attention to the splendid in- 
crease in membership made in this Jurisdiction during the year 
just past. The indications are that at the end of the present term we 
shall be able to report still larger gains as a result of the earnest work 
and well-directed efforts being put forth.” 

North Carolina. — B. H. Woodell, Grand Secretary, writes: “I en- 
close the returns for both branches of the Order from this Jurisdic- 
tion for the year 1905, which I trust you may find correct. 
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“We are very thankful that we are again able to show a healthy 
growth in the Order in this State. More new Lodges have been insti- 
tuted during the past year than in any year iu our history, and more 
members have been initiated than in any one year. The prospects are 
good for this year, although it is generally conceded that when there 
is a State election pending we never make the gains we do in off years. 
The dedication of our new Home for the Aged at the coming session 
of our Grand Lodge in May, we hope, will stimulate us to greater deeds. 
We are now prepared to care for our infirm members, their widows, 
and the orphans of our deceased brethren in a creditable manner, and 
we rejoice in this more than we would in phenomenal gains in mem- 
bership. You sent me some blanks for the report from our Home, 
but so far I have not been able to get the report of the officers and 
trustees, in fact they are holding their final meeting today.” 

North Dakota. — Don. McDonald, Grand Secretary, writes: “I en- 
close reports from this Grand Lodge for Subordinate and Rebekah 
Lodges for the year 1905. 

“This is the best showing that our Jurisdiction has ever made, our 
net increase being over 11 per cent in Subordinate and 10 per cent in 
Rebekah memberships. Since January 1, 1906, we have instituted 10 
new Subordinate Lodges, with an aggregate membership of 300, and 
special reports from about 60 per cent of old Lodges show increase of 
562, so that we feel confident that we will on June 30, show a total of 
4,500. The country is settling up rapidly, and we are getting some 
good workers from the western middle states.” 

Ohio. — C. H. Lyman, Grand Secretary, writes: “My annual report 
to the Grand Lodge for the year ending January 1, 1906, presents a 
very flattering condition of affairs of the Order in Ohio. Our net gain 
in membership during the year was 1761, a slight increase over last 
year, and our financial exhibit also shows a very satisfactory increase. 
During the past year 11 Subordinate and 21 Rebekah Lodges were in 
stituted. At the session of the Grand Lodge held in 1905, our laws 
were so changed that the Grand Master was authorized to issue dis- 
pensations for the institution of new Subordinate Lodges. Under this 
plan, eight brand new Subordinate Lodges were instituted, and the 
prospects are bright along this line for the future. The week of March 
19-24, 1906, was known as ‘Rally Week’ among the Subordinate Lodges 
in this Jurisdiction. The Grand Master urged that each Lodge during 
that time should initiate one or more candidates. We are glad to re- 
port that during the week over 1,700 new candidates. This was the 
most memorable week for Odd Fellowship in the 75 years’ history of 
the Order in Ohio. While this great increase of membership is indeed 
gratifying, this is not the best result of the effort. Out of it has grown 
a spirit of enthusiasm and activity that will be far-reaching in its 
effect for good. Odd Fellowship is alive in Ohio, and I predict that my 
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report tor 190G will show it to be the ‘Banner Year* in the history of 
the Order in Ohio. It is gratifying to report that on December 27-2S, 
1905, Ohio Lodge No. 1, of Cincinnati, celebrated its Diamond Anni- 
versary. This Lodge was instituted December 23, 1830, and was the 
first Subordinate Lodge instituted west of the Allegheny Mountains. 
This jubilee was appropriately celebrated. During the last session of 
our Grand Lodge, in Cleveland (May, 1906), we were honored with a 
visit from Hon. John B. Goodwin, Grand Secretary of The Sovereign 
Grand Lodge. This honor was highly appreciated, not only by the 
officers and representatives of the Grand Lodge, but the entire Order in 
Ohio. He not only addressed the Grand Lodge, but also a large public 
meeting held in Gray’s Armory in that city.” 

Oklahoma. — H. L. Strough, Grand Secretary, writes: “The Subor- 
dinate branch of the Order in Oklahoma is in a most prosperous condi- 
tion, with an increase of 12 Lodges since December 31, 1905, and a good 
prospect for as many more before the Grand Lodge meets in October. 
I think that we have cause to feel proud of Oklahoma. 

“Norman No. 1 was chartered upon the 24th day of October, 1889, 
and in a little over 16 years we have built up a membership of over 
12,000, with 224 Lodges, which will compare favorably as to proficiency 
and quantity of membership with any of the older Jurisdictions. 

“Upon May 17 of this year our committee appointed to locate an 
I. O. O. F. Orphans’ Home met and decided to locate the same at Car- 
men in Woods County, that town having in the opinion of the committee 
offered the best inducements. The plans and specifications for the 
building are already being made and the contract will be let at once for 
the construction of one wing of the building which we expect to have 
ready for occupancy by the time our Grand Lodge meets, and will not 
owe a dollar upon our Home when built nor have made any extra assess- 
ments upon the members for the same. 

“Much of the present prosperity of this Jurisdiction I attribute to 
the untiring and effective labors of our Grand Master, J. B. A. Robert- 
son, who is one of the most energetic workers that has ever occupied 
the chair of Grand Master in any Jurisdiction. He has made the office 
of D. D. G. M. in this Jurisdiction no sinecure, and requires his 
Deputies to enforce the laws in their districts strictly. Brother Rob- 
ertson has set a pace that will make his successors show their blood 
and be hard to follow, but we have faith in our present Deputy Grand 
Master that he will come under the wire neck and neck with Bro. 
Robertson, for he has got the staying qualities and the ability, and will 
do his best.” 

Ontario. — J. B. King, Grand Secretary, writes: “I have much 
pleasure in enclosing you the report of Ontario for the year ending 
1905, and also a copy of my statement which will go out to the several 
Lodges, as follows: 
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“ ‘To the members of the Order in Ontario: 

“ ‘Greeting: It is with feelings of more than ordinary satisfaction 
that the report of the transactions of the several Lodges for the year 
1905 and of the present status of the Order in Ontario is herewith pre- 
sented. This satisfaction is enhanced by the fact that it will afford 
equal pleasure to the entire membership of our beloved Order, each 
brother taking to himself his share of credit for the part he has taken 
in achieving these grand results. The best aggregate success is but the 
natural outcome of individual effort well directed. 

“The increase in Lodges is an evidence of the wisdom of recent 
legislation by the Grand Lodge, nine Lodges having been instituted 
during 1905. The increase in membership of 1779 is also most gratify- 
ing. 

“ ‘The deaths of the year, 224, are 26 less than in 1904, an average 
of less than 7 to the 1000. This is an index to the careful selection of 
members by the several Lodges. 

“ ‘The distribution of $106,718.16 in benefits and relief proves that 
Odd Fellowship is nobly fulfilling its mission. We, the Odd Fellows 
of today, have a heritage from the past, a trust which must be con- 
served with a care equal to the responsibility we have assumed, if we 
would reap the reward that Odd Fellowship deserves. 

“ ‘It is confidently expected that the year 1906 will be the banner 
year of the Order in our fair Canada, as we have a right to expect that 
the session of The Sovereign Grand Lodge to be held in Toronto 
next September will have a quickening influence on the entire member- 
ship, and stimulate all to greater zeal. 

“ Tt is to be hoped that every Lodge in Ontario will take part in the 
celebration and share in the grand results that should accrue from the 
visit to this Jurisdiction of the Supreme Parliament of the Order. 

“ ‘These most satisfactory results will surely justify the Lodges 
throughout our Dominion in celebrating this year with more than 
usual heartiness the 87th anniversary of our Order’s birthday. May 
the delinquent Lodges wake up and join the procession of progress that 
the active Lodges are enjoying and make “35,000 members on 30th 
June” the general watchword.’ ” 

Oregon. — E. E. Sharon, Grand Secretary, writes: “Enclosed find 
report of the Grand Lodge of Oregon, showing a net gain of 882 and 
total membership of 12,151 at close of 1905. Contrary to expectations, 
our gain exceeds that of the previous year. It was believed that inter- 
est would be concentrated in the Lewis & Clark Exposition to the detri- 
ment of all Lodge business, but we have been agreeably disappointed. 
Prospects seem excellent for another good year.” 

Pennsylvania. — Joseph H. Mackey, Grand Secretary, writes: “In 
making my annual report to the Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania it was 
my exceptional privilege to be able to call attention to an enlarged and 
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growing interest in the work of the Order throughout the State. More 
attention seems to be absorbing the minds of our brethren regarding the 
higher development of its benign teachings. This appears in evidence 
through the deep and absorbing interest taken in the subject of our 
Homes, as well as in every other feature of fraternal work. To the 
beneficent examples our Homes present, may we turn our eyes hope- 
fully to higher exemplification of all that is noble and grand in the 
work of Odd Fellowship, besides furnishing for the Order a destiny 
higher and more far-reaching than our early history even compre- 
hended. The future possibilities for good underlying these magnificent 
institutions will inevitably invite the attention of the world at large 
to the beneficence and grandeur of Odd Fellowship everywhere, and 
must ultimately redound to its glory and esteem. Other projects of 
moment have engaged the attention of our Jurisdiction during the cur- 
rent year, notably among which was the gathering of The Sovereign 
Body in Philadelphia during the week of September 18 to 23, an occa- 
sion of more than passing interest to our brethren, and one which un- 
doubtedly will live long in their remembrance. A movement looking 
to the redemption of our magnificent Temple is now under way, which 
gives hopeful promise of reaching a satisfactory settlement that will 
bring to the Order in the State a great measure of credit and popular 
esteem. While we have not increased numerically as greatly this year 
as in the few years lately passed, nevertheless we feel deeply grateful 
that we are still going forward, as the following report will show: 
Present membership, 131,588; increase in membership, 3,412; number 
of working Lodges, 1,136; increase in number of Lodges, 11; assets of 
working Lodges, $4,630,471.13.” 

Quebec. — T. J. Potter, Grand Secretary, writes: “I am pleased to 
report 43 Lodges with a total membership of 3,580, a net increase of 
196 during the past year. The assets of our Subordinate Lodges amount 
to $114,001.04. Our present Grand Master has been most enthusiastic 
and energetic in his endeavors to place our Subordinate Lodges on a 
strong financial basis, and through his efforts new life is being infused 
into many of the rural Lodges, with the result that the older members 
are taking more interest in Lodge work and the younger ones are show- 
ing greater activity in the field of Odd Fellowship, which will, I trust, 
enable us to show a greater increase in our next report.” 

Rhode Island. — W. H. T. Mosley, Grand Secretary, writes: “A care- 
ful analysis of the returns of the past year discloses the gratifying in- 
telligence that the Lodges, as a whole, were no less successful in adding 
new members than they were in the year 1904, when for the first time 
in several years it was our privilege to report a gain in membership. 
As an offset to this commendable feature, we find that in a number 
of instances much activity has been manifested in getting rid of delin- 
quent members; consequently, we have made no strides forward, but 
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have about held our own. It is not enough that we should merely hold 
our own; we should do more. Lodges, like men, must either grow or 
decay, advance or decline; they cannot stand still. Individual efforts, 
life and activity, are the essentials to certain growth in the future, 
ever remembering, however, that while it is important to get new mem- 
bers, it is not less so to strive to keep those we already have. Although 
our progress has been somewhat checked, the indications are full of 
promise and apparently all we need to turn the tide in our favor and 
insure success is the sagacity to grasp the opportunities offered, coupled 
with a greater earnestness of purpose born of activity and enthusiasm.” 

South Carolina. — S. F. Killingsworth, Grand Secretary, writes: 
“We can brag of nothing we have done this year except the building of 
and dedicating an Orphans' Home.” 

South Dakota. — Harvey J. Rice, Grand Secretary, writes: “I am 
pleased to report that our Subordinate Lodges are generally in a pros- 
perous condition. 

“On January 1, 190G, we had G,450 members, having made a net 
gain during the year 1905, of 492, and the prospects for a larger increase 
during 190G are quite flattering. 

“We paid out last year for relief the sum of $10,107.00 which we 
think is doing very well for a small Jurisdiction. 

“Our Lodges are in good financial condition, many of them getting- 
homes of their own. There is no boom but a steady increase. 

“We are creating a fund for the establishment of an Odd Fellows' 
Home which has now reached the sum of $15,000.00, which has been 
raised without being felt by anyone. Our Lodges have taken a great 
deal of interest in this fund and it is one of the things we are proud of. 

“The Odd Fellows of South Dakota believe in Odd Fellowship and 
endeavor to practice the principles which have made this Order the 
greatest on earth.” 

Tennessee. — J. R. Harwell, Grand Secretary, writes: “1 herewith 
enclose report of the Grand Lodge of Tennessee for the year ending 
December 31, 1905, and also the report of our Odd Fellows’ Home for 
last year. Allow me to say that while our net increase has not been as 
large as it was either of the two previous years it is still very gratify- 
ing. The Order is being established in this Jurisdiction on a firm basis 
and I believe will continue to grow rapidly. It looks now as if we 
would have a membership of 50,000 in five years. I enclose a check to 
cover the amount of our annual tax.” 

Texas. — G. C. Fahm, Grand Secretary, writes: “The Order is doing 
fairly well in Texas, as you will observe from the reports.” 

Vermont. — H. E. Parker, Grand Secretary, writes: “I am sending 
annual report for the Jurisdiction of Vermont, to which I will add that 
Odd Fellowship in the Green Mountain Jurisdiction is on a solid basis, 
although the gain for the past year was the smallest in several years; 
yet it is substantial. 
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“The Grand Lodge made an advance this year in giving to Rebekah 
Assembly the right to handle its own supplies. The Rebekah gain 
of nearly three hundred is a splendid testimonial to the activity 
shown in this important branch of the Order. 

“The Gill Odd Fellows’ Home is run economically and is a grand 
beneficence to our aged and indigent brothers. 

“We expect to show a large gain in membership in the Subordinate 
branch the coming year. 

“I have delivered the Rebekah supplies to Sister L. L. Boyce. 
Assembly Secretary, as the Grand Lodge has authorized the Rebekah 
branch to handle their own supplies, and this is your authority for 
furnishing their supplies direct. 

“At the last session of the Grand Lodge I received my 20th consec- 
utive election as Grand Secretary. Although I was not a candidate for 
the position this year, the brothers refused to allow me what I consid- 
ered deserved rest, so I have decided to serve them longer. ,, 

Virginia. — T. Wiley Davis, Grand Secretary, writes: “It is with 
feelings of pride and pleasure that I forward to you today the annual 
report of the Old Dominion for the year 1905. This is the 31st similar 
report that it has been my happy privilege to submit. By very con- 
stant work I am enabled to present the report much earlier than here- 
tofore; indeed, it would not surprise me if this proves to be the first 
report received by you for 1905. 

“The Order in Virginia is still on the increase in both the Subor- 
dinate and Rebekah branches in all the departments of their work. 

“Please note the following as net gains: Members in Sub. Lodges 
2,219. Receipts of Lodges $24,385. Amount paid in relief $4,364. 

“The number dropped for non-payment of dues is ouly 197 in excess 
of the preceding year, which we consider a very gratifying exhibit. 

“You will notice from the report that the amounts expended by 
the Lodges for the care of Orphans is quite small. The explanation 
is that we have an Orphans’ Home that is well equipped for that special 
work, and right nobly is its duty performed, and what is expended by 
the Lodges goes for school books or small articles of clothing for 
some of the poorer children, though our excellent system of free 
public schools with its provision for free books to the indigent child- 
ren leaves but little for the Lodges to do in that line. 

“The reports from the Rebekah Lodges are not received in suffi- 
cient numbers yet to make up the annual report from that branch, but 
sufficient is known to justify the assertion that good work has been 
done and substantial progress made. 

“I enclose also the annual report of the Odd Fellows’ Home which 
is highly encouraging, but I will not attempt to particularize in refer- 
ence to it, as I suppose you will hear from its President (Bro. Hill 
Montague) in reference to it. 
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Washington. — Louis F. Hart, Grand Secretary, writes: “Our net 
gain of 1,146 in membership for the year 1905 does not show the 
prosperous condition of our Order in the Evergreen Jurisdiction. 

“Since January 1, 1906. we have added eleven new Lodges, and our 
gain in membership for the first half of the year is in excess of twelve 
hundred. 

“Each of our 214 Lodges is in a healthy condition; not one but has 
initiated a candidate in the last twelve months. 

“In the last five years we have added 63 new Lodges, and the 
average membership, per Lodge, has grown from 55 to 78. The future 
is very bright.” 

West Virginia. — E. A. Billingslea, Grand Secretary, writes: “West 
Virginia, the Switzerland of America, is proud of the advancement 
that Odd Fellowship has made within her borders since I last reported 
to you. During the year we organized eighteen new Lodges and had a 
net gain in membership of one thousand four hundred and thirty-five 
members, and we are still working for greater gains.” 

Wisconsin. — Richard Hoe, Grand Secretary, writes: “I send you 
herewith the reports showing the condition of the Subordinate and Re- 
bekah Lodges in this Jurisdiction for the year ending December 31, 
1905. I am disappointed in not being able to make a better report. We 
are only slightly removed from the dead line in the Subordinate 
branch, there being a gain of only forty-one in membership. Perhaps 
we ought to be thankful for this; we can only hope for better returns in 
the future.” 

Wyoming. — Louis Miller, Grand Secretary, writes: “I herewith 
hand you our annual report. I regret very much to report to you such 
a small gain in membership in this Jurisdiction. Owing to the hard 
times in the west our loss by members being dropped for non-payment 
of dues is very heavy, as our report shows 182 being dropped. We hope 
our increase for 1906 will be large, as many new towns are springing 
up, and the railroads are building extensively in the western part of 
our State. 

“In the Rebekah branch, I am able to report the institution of one 
new Lodge and a small increase in membership, but hope to be able to 
make a better report for the year ending December 31, 1906.” 

FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. 

Australasia. — J. C. Smith, Grand Secretary, under date of January 
12, 1906, writes as follows: “I have today received the two Journals 
of Proceedings of last session of The Sovereign Grand Lodge. 

“The enormous amount of business which your Grand Lodge gets 
through in a week strikes us here with wonder and admiration. I join 
with you in the hope that some day there will be a Representative from 
here. There is evidence that the Order has made fair progress in 
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Australasia during the past year, and I trust that when my annual 
report goes forward it will be satisfactory.” 

On June 11, 190G, Bro. Smith writes: “By today’s mail I am send- 
ing you my annual returns, which I trust will reach you safely and be 
in time for inclusion in your statistics for presentation to The Sov- 
ereign Grand Lodge. You will see that we have made fair progress, al- 
though it has not been quite as much as we had hoped to accomplish. 
We are frequently planting the banner in new towns and districts, thus 
extending our sphere of action and usefulness, and as our financial posi- 
tion is undeniably a sound one, we have good reason to hope that we 
may be recognized one day as the soundest benefit organization in 
Australasia. We are pleased at the evident interest you take in our 
administration and your desire to conform to our wishes, even in small 
matters. Your description of the method in which The Sovereign 
Grand Lodge transacts its business at annual sessions was very inter- 
esting and gives us an idea of how such an immense volume of 
business is got through. I note your remark concerning the time when 
a Representative to your sessions will be sent by Australasia. It may 
come about. To the Grand Sire, Officers, and Representatives at the 
coming session I desire to convey the loyal greetings of the Aus- 
tralasian Jurisdiction, and to yourself I send my kindest wishes.” 

New Zealand, Australasia. — The following is presented in full: 

Dunedin, September 23, 1905. 

Dear Sir and Brother: We regret much to learn the sad and to us 
the unexpected death of our late esteemed Grand Secretary, Bro. J. 
Frank Grant. 

Kindly convey to the Order in America our most sincere sympathy 
as expressed in the following resolution passed at our last executive 
meeting: 

“That the executive of the Grand Lodge of New Zealand, Inde- 
pendent Order of Odd Fellows convey to The Sovereign Grand Lodge 
their deep regret of the unexpected death of our much esteemed Grand 
Secretary, Bro. J. Frank Grant and their profound sympathy with his 
colleagues and those connected with him by the ties of relationship in 
the sad loss they have sustained. Also their appreciation of his great 
ability as Grand Secretary and his fraternal warmth of heart as 
displayed in correspondence with our Jurisdiction, in which his temper- 
ate counsel and advice has been of the utmost value in matters relating 
to the welfare of our Order in this Jurisdiction.”

Sweden. — Frederick Geijer, Grand Secretary, writes: “Enclosed I 
beg to hand you our reports from Lodges and encampments for last 
year ending March 31. 
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“As you will find, the result is satisfactory; the growth in member- 
ship is greater than ever and everything is going on well here.” 

Switzerland. — Ed. Kunchel, Grand Secretary, writes: “In addition 
to the annual report of the Grand Lodge of Switzerland, I submit to you 
the following: 

“The Order in Switzerland is in good condition. Only one of our 
Lodges, which has suffered the last years in consequence of some 
untrustworthy members, is not yet in flourishing position, but true 
members of the same take pains to bring the Lodge to its early good 
standing. The financial standing of all of our Lodges is excellent. The 
same have $30,050.03 invested funds. The two Lodges at Zurich and 
Basel have their own Lodge buildings, which do credit to our beloved 
Order. For relief were paid by our six Lodges the last year $3,0G8.52. 
The increase of membership is not large; we have lost by death 10 
members and 8 members are withdrawn, but the rest of the members 
are all in esteemed position of life. 

“The Grand Lodge of Switzerland assembles in bi-ennial session 
26th and 27th at Zurich. The fund of the Grand Lodge for ‘Relief of 
brothers in convalescence,’ organized 1896 as Odd Fellows’ Home fund 
and reorganized 1902, has now reached the sum of $3,587.85. When we 
have $4,000 the institution will begin its activity.

Australasia, New South Wales. — Geo. T. Clarke, Grand Secretary, 
writes: “In the second paragraph of your letter I note that you expect 
from me an extended statement concerning the condition of the Order 
in New South Wales for insertion in your report to The Sovereign 
Grand Lodge. I have very great pleasure in forwarding you the 
information to the 31st December, 1904, viz.: 

“Number of Lodges on January 1, 1904, 111, viz.: 99 Subordinate, 
11 Rebekah, and 1 Juvenile. During the year 1904, 10 Lodges were in- 
stituted, viz.: 2 Subordinate and 8 Rebekah, and during the same 
period 2 Subordinate Lodges were closed, leaving the present number 
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as on the 1st January, 1005, as follows: 119 Lodges, viz.: 99 Subordin- 
ate, 19 Rebekah, and 1 Juvenile. 

Membership . — On January 1, 1904, the membership stood at 8,839,. 
viz.: 7,876 brothers, 127 widows, and S36 sisters (Rebekahs). During 
the same year there were initiated 1,299 brothers, 601 sisters, against 
which the withdrawals were 1,0S8 brothers and 242 sisters, leaving 
a net gain of 570. The membership on January 1, 1905, stood as fol- 
lows: 9,409, viz.: 8,070 brothers, 144 widows, and 1,195 sisters. 

Finance . — The income of the Jurisdiction amounted to £34,307 10s. 
6%d., and the expenditure, £28,236 16s. 4d., leaving a net gain of 
£6,070 14s. 2%d. 

Funds . — The total funds of the Jurisdiction amount to £72,449 15s. 
2%d., made up as follows: Grand Lodge £31,069 3s. 5d., Subordinate 
£40,753 5s 9%d., Rebekah Lodges £606 11s. 9^d., and other branches 
£16 4s. 3d. 

Statistical . — The per cent increases in membership for the year 
1904 was equal to 6.56 per cent, and in the funds for the same year 
9.57 per cent. The number of sick was 1752, the duration of sickness 
5 days, 20 hours and 2 minutes, averaging sick pay per member 15 9% 
per cent. The number of members who died was 82, viz.: 46 brothers. 
33 wives, and 3 widows. The amount paid for medical attendance and 
medicine was £9,041 5s lid. The net expenses of the Grand Lodge 
equalled 13.37 per cent of the income and the earning powder of the 
funds was equal to 3.67 per cent upon the funds of the Jurisdiction. 

The principal subject for discussion at the session w r as the ques- 
tion of benefits to married women, and I may inform you that the 
Grand Lodge decided that married women as well as single women 
shall be entitled to sick pay and mortuary benefits. 

There is a possibility in the very near future of centralizing the 
sick fund as well as the funeral fund of the Jurisdiction, w r hich in my 
opinion is the proper course, especially for a fraternal society, to 
take, for while w T e have many strong Lodges financially, we have also 
strong Lodges numerically, but unfortunately their finances are weak, 
due to misfortunes which the members individually are not respon- 
sible for. 

Now, in conclusion, permit me to briefly refer to the death of Bro. 
Grant. The information came to hand immediately after the Triennial 
Session of the Grand Lodge of Australasia, and needless to say w^e in 
Australasia, and especially those brothers who had the good fortune of 
corresponding with him, were very pained to hear of his demise. We 
had no idea in Australasia that he w r as not enjoying otherwise than 
the best of good health; consequently, the new f s came as a very sudden 
shock. 1 communicated as Grand Sire of the Grand Lodge of Austra- 
lasia the sad intelligence to the Grand Masters of the several Jurisdic- 
tions of Australasia, and have no doubt that they will in turn com- 
municate with the Grand Sire of The Sovereign Grand Lodge, express- 
ing their profound sympathy with you.

Representative Finn of Illinois was 
honored with a place on this important committee. 

THE GRAND SIRE 

On of the happiest events of a life time came when the name of 
E. S. Conw r ay was presented to the Sovereign Grand Lodge for election 
as the Grand Sire. Of course there was no opposition and the Secretary 
was authorized to cast the entire vote of the members present for Bro. 
Conway for the highest office in the Odd Fellow world. All Illinois was 
jubilant, joyous and jolly. While each member felt that he had made no 
mistake in the wise selection made for this high honor, it was for 
Illinois to go into pardonable ecstacies. He was our Conway. He was 
from Illinois. He was one of us. At last this great Jurisdiction had 
been w T orthily honored, an honor that should have come this way many 
years ago, if numbers and ability had been properly recognized. But we 
have the office and the man in our own beloved Jurisdiction and we are 
happy. 

It would be easy to write a page, yea, a volume about this man 
of the times. He is able, honest, worthy, an Odd Fellow. Is that not 
enough? Yea, he is still more, he is a Christian gentleman and has the 
confidence of the entire Odd Fellow World. 

This was the best time in the history of the Order to be a Repre- 
sentative to this body as it gave us the privilege to help to elect our 
Conway to the most honorable position within the gift of the Order. 

Inasmuch as it may not be well to write too much about this modest 
brother, for he would rather we should say little, if anything, about him, 
we will close this word which is written out of full hearts and with the 
purest motive. This being true, we are sure Brother Conway w r ill pardon 
us. Long live Grand Sire, E. S. Conway.

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PLACE OF MEETING. 

To the Odd Fellows of the world the beautiful city of Toronto threw 
wide her doors. Not only was this an honor to us but it was a like 
honor to Canada to have the Grand Body meet there. It was Toronto’s 
honor, since she is the only city outside the United States that has ever 
been accorded such preferment. But what a city Toronto is? It seemed 
that the entire population of 300,000 rose up as one person to personally 
care for the thousands of Odd Fellows that were the guests of the city. 

At the session of 1880 the old work of five degrees was reduced to 
the initiatory and three degrees and the Encampment ritual was re- 
vised. At ’this session a committee of three was appointed to rewrite the 
work of the Subordinate Lodge for submission to the next session of the 
Sovereign Grand Lodge. # 

A special honor was accorded the Odd Fellows not granted any 
other body, namely, the use of the Parliament buildings for holding our 
sessions. This was done at the session 26 years ago as well as this time. 

The entertainment was all that could be desired. The freedom of 
the city and the Province were given us. Entertainments of every 
description for the benefit and happiness of the brothers and sistera 
were in all parts of the city. 

The government, by its representative. Lieutenant Governor and 
Mrs. Clark, honored us with a reception and garden party. This was 
special recognition of a great Order. Likewise the Mayor and the city 
gave a reception. No better treatment or greater honor could be be- 
stowed on any than that we received. 

More than 10000 Odd Fellows were in the great line of march that 
passed along the principal thoroughfares lined with a living mass of 
interested spectators. For miles this line of march passed the interested 
populace. It is estimated that there were 300,000 persons that witnessed 
the parade that required hours to pass the review stand. It was our 
privilege to be permitted to have a place on this privileged spot. Here 
the Grand Sire and his officers reviewed the splendid line of march. 
No one could have felt happier than Grand Sire Conway as he looked 
upon that splendid spectacle that represented the 1,600,712 Odd Fellows 
of the world. While he rejoiced at the success of the Order there was 
perceptible on his face the thought of a great responsibility. 

One of the most potent factors that is so apparent as this time is 
the great growth of the Rebekah branch of the Order. In 1880 there 
were only 21,549 members in the Rebekah degree, whereas there are now 
322,647 sisters who are active members of the Lodges. Then the amount 
reported in the year 1S78, the year before the meeting, was $1,714,805.00, 
and for the year 1905, just prior to this session, the amount is $4,680,- 
3S7.74. This speaks volumes. At this time it makes a more profound 
impression since it offers such a favorable opportunity for comparisons. 

The meeting at Toronto will, undoubtedly, do incalculable good. It 
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brings our sister provinces in closer touch with the United States. And 
it is a beautiful sentiment that pervades these parts of great America, 
so one in spirit under the loyal banner of the three links. So insepara- 
bly has this union been welded that in the largest possible sense we are 
Americans together. Their interests are our interests in government as 
well as in the Order. The Canadians realize this as much as we do. 
And it was very touching to see the beautiful folds of our flag wreathed 
about the staff of the Union Jack in such loving embrace. Canada is 
our fair lover. The same angel of peace has winged the swift gold 
arrow of Cupid to the heart’s very center. In war, and in peace, we are, 
and will be, forever, one. We are one people, one race, one in motive, 
one in Friendship, Love and Truth. This session of the Sovereign 
Grand Lodge has played a great part in keeping of abiding peace among 
nations. 

FOREIGN RELATIONS. 

Your Committee on Foreign Relations, to whom was referred the 
foreign correspondence contained in the report of the Grand Secretary, 
respectfully report that we have carefully examined the correspondence 
between the officers of this Grand Body and our quasi independent 
jurisdictions, and we are pleased to report that a gratifying condition 
of harmony and fraternal feeling prevails all along the line. Our 
foreign brethren report progress in numbers, wealth, and beneficial 
works. The splendid increase in membership and advanced activity in 
the practical work of Odd Fellowship in the several jurisdictions of Aus- 
tralasia, Sweden, Switzerland, New South Wales and New Zealand, 
excite our admiration and approval, and we hereby congratulate our 
brethren there, and bid them God speed in their efforts to assist us 'in 
bringing to humanity the joyful period when the law of a universal 
Brotherhood shall bind all nations, tongues and kindreds of the earth.

The year’s work has been a noble incentive to greater things. What 
a splendid record! Words fail to express the exact situation. The work 
done has been of the permanent sort in every branch of the Order and

everywhere. With a pardonable pride do we look upon this great 
fraternity as the largest, wealthiest and best organized of any of the 
kind in the world.

Whereas. This Grand Lodge should formulate a well-defined plan 
for the purpose of establishing a library in each of our homes; there- 
fore, be it 

Resolved , That it is the sentiment and earnest desire of this Grand 
Lodge that each representative visiting the convention of 1907 bring 
with him two books — one for the Old Folks’ Home and one for the 
Orphans’ Home; and be it further 

Resolved , That a library committee of three members be appointed 
to co-operate with the Grand Master and the Superintendents of our 
two homes for the purpose of arranging details, such as to prevent 
duplication of volumes, and for the further purpose of impressing upon 
the Lodges in our Grand Jurisdiction the importance and attractiveness 
of this proposition, and for the further purpose of creating a publicity 
and enthusiasm which will make the book offering one of the attractive 
features of future sessions of this Grand Lodge.

Ilome to be denied and frequently resulting in the necessity for their 
being placed in the hands of a state, county or other charitable institu-

Resolved. That suitable arrangements be made by this Grand Lodge 
at once for the erection of a separate building on the grounds of the 
site of the Old Folks’ Ilome. located sufficiently distant from the main 
buildings of the Ilome as to prevent all danger of contagion; said proposed 
building to cost not more than §5,000 for complete construction.

Resolved , That it is. the sense of this Grand Body that the practice 
is illegal and is strictly forbidden.

ADDRESS BY BRO. MERRILLS. 

It is with feelings of the most profound gratitude that I 
stand before you to express my thanks for the expression of con- 
tidence which you have shown by electing me to be your Grand 
Master for the coming year. I appreciate the honor and the re- 
sponsibilities of the station and I can assure you that there will 
be nothing left undone which it is possible for me to do to ad- 
vance the interests of our fraternity. 

A change of administration in a civil state often brings a 
crisis in national affairs which materially affects a large number 
of people. When it was found that Alexander the Great was 
rapidly nearing his end, his generals gathered around him and 
listened and watched with the utmost attention to catch a word 
or observe a sign from which they might in some measure be 
forewarned as to the policy of his successor. And why? Be- 
cause Alexander had founded his empire upon those outward 
and perishable things which so often excite men’s passionate 
ambition. In our own country no crisis was ever approached 
with a more perfect consciousness of impending doubt and gloom 
than the inauguration of our own beloved Abraham Lincoln. 
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As he stood beneath the unfinished dome of the new capitol 
building and pronounced his first inaugural address he had in 
his audience not only the citizens of this country but the repre- 
sentatives of all the nations of the earth. The world was inter- 
ested in learning the attitude of the new administration on the 
two then all important questions, slavery and secession. How 
different it is in our beloved Order, for it is founded upon Truth 
which is unchangeable and Love which is everlasting. It min- 
isters unto us in the trials and adversities which are inseparable 
in human life: it teaches' us to cultivate the social graces and to 
practice the Christian virtues. It seeks to improve and to ele- 
vate the character of men. Wherefore it is impossible for a 
change of administration to bring about a change of policy, ex- 
cept as to the manner and measure of inculcating the tenets of 
our fraternity. 

Standing at the threshold of a new year it may not be amiss 
to pause in the transaction of business to take a short retrospect 
of the past and obtain a hopeful prospect of the future. 

Taking a short retrospect of the past it will be remembered 
that the present Grand Master at the beginning of his adminis- 
tration announced it as his desire for a large increase in mem- 
bership and a substantial addition to the endowment funds. 
This ambition has been fully gratified. If we were to ex- 
pect the same degree of prosperity and growth along the same 
lines during the coming year we might be disappointed, but one 
thing is certain, that is, that by devotion to duty, by educating 
the material we have, by work and by sacrifice we can raise the 
banner of Odd Fellowship higher than it has ever yet been 
raised. And I ask you Representatives to carry to yom lodges 
the word ‘‘Ready’' and say to them that it is the desire of the 
new Grand Master that this word shall be the watch-word and 
the key-note throughout this jurisdiction for the coming year. 

In the hopeful prospect which I have taken of the future, 
I see every officer and member always ready, both for work and 
for sacrifice. Ready to commend the Order to a friend. Ready 
to propose his name for membership. Ready to make a sacri- 
fice of time and convenience for the good of the Order. Ready 
to defend a brother's character. Ready to protect his property. 
Ready to assist his family. Ready to warn him of approaching 
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danger. Ready to whisper words of good counsel in the ear of 
an erring brother and in the most friendly manner remind him 
of his error. Ready to go any distance through any kind of 
weather and under the most unfavorable circumstances to relieve 
the distress of a brother should his necessities require. Ready 
to sit by the bedside of a sick brother and give him words of 
cheer and consolation as he passes through the dark valley of 
the shadow of death. Ready to wipe the death damp from his 
forehead and ready to close his eyes in their last sleep. Ready 
to give his remains sepulture. Ready to cherish a lively recol- 
lection of his many virtues and ready to bury all his imperfec- 
tions beneath the clod which rests upon his bosom. Ready to 
assist his widow and ready to educate his orphan. 

When in the future this high ideal of Odd Fellowship has 
been attained, then dropping for non-payment of dues will be a 
thing of the past. Then will we enjoy our membership as we 
have never enjoyed it before, and when our dissolution draws 
nigh, and we pass through the ante-room into the Grand Lodge 
above, we will be ready to receive the approbation of our Supreme 
Grand Master: “Well done, thou good and faithful servant.” 
“Inasmuch as ye have done it to the least of mine, ye have done 
it also unto me.*'

To the Grand Lodge of tfic State of Illinois , 7. O. O. F. : 

Your Committee on Legislation would respectfully report as fol- 
lows, in the matter of the amendment to Sections 5 and 6 of Article 
III., Subordinate Lodge Constitution: 

We have duly considered the same, and recommend as follows: 
That Section 5 of Article III of Subordinate Lodge Constitution be 
amended by striking out the words “and be exempt from all dues” in 
the fifth sentence of said section, and by stiiking out the word “further” 
in the sixth sentence of said section, s > that said section when so 
amended shall read as follows: 

Section 5. The Secretary shall keep an accurate record of the 
proceedings of the Lodge. He shall write all communications, fill up all 
certificates and cards granted by the Lodge, issoe all summonses or 
notices required, attest to all moneys ordered paid at regular meetings, 
and none other. He shall make out at the end of his term the semi- 
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annual report required by Article XI of this Constitution. He shall 
also, at the close of his term, make out a report for the lodge, showing 
fully its work and condition during the term. He shall perform the 
duties of Financial Secretary, if none be chosen. He may receive such 
compensation as the lodge may have fixed prior to his election. He 
shall also keep a list of all warrants drawn on the Treasurer, recording 
the date, amount, and the name of the person in whose favor drawn; 
and if the warrant be payable from any special fund, that fact shall 
appear both on the warrant and on the list. He shall also keep a 
register of membership, enrolling the names of members of the Lodge, 
with date of proposal, election, initiation (or signing the Constitution 
upon admission by card or dismissal certificate), resignation, with- 
drawal by card, death, suspension, reinstatement, or expulsion; also 
recording the conferring of degrees and attainment of official rank. 
He shall be known as Recording Secretary, if a Financial Secretary 
shall be elected. 

That Section 6 of Article 111 of Subordinate Lodge Constitution 
be amended by striking out the words “be exempt from all dues” and 
the word “and” and the word “further” in the next to the last sentence 
of said Section 6, so that said section, when so amended, shall read 
as follows: 

Section 6. The Financial Secretary (if any be had) shall be chosen 
at the election in March. He shall keep the accounts between the 
Lodge and its members. He shall pay over to the Treasurer im- 
mediately all moneys received by him, and shall inform the Treasurer 
from time to time, or at the last payment in each term, how much of 
the money paid to him belongs to any special fund of the Lodge. He 
shall notify all members who are at any time in arrears for eleven 
months’ dues, delivering the notice in person, if practicable, but if not, 
then mailing it to the member’s last known address, and at the ex- 
piration of the next succeeding month, if said member’s account is 
not settled, in whole or in part, sufficient to reduce his arrears to less 
than one full year’s dues, he shall present the name of such member 
to the Lodge. Prior to the last meeting in March, June, September 
and December, respectively, he shall notify all members who are in 
arrears for one quarter’s dues. He shall, at the close of each term, 
make to the Lodge a detailed report of the business of his office, and 
have his books written up for the Finance Committee, whom he shall 
meet prior to the first meeting in the next succeeding term, to exhibit 
his books and papers and to aid them in the examination thereof, and 
at the first regular meeting of the new term he shall present his report 
to the Lodge, with a statement of the balance of account of each 
unsuspended member. He shall make out the Annual Report to the 
Grand Lodge, as required by Article XI, and shall deliver it to the 
Recording Secretary for record and for forwarding to the Grand 
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Lodge. He shall receive such compensation as the Lodge may have 
fixed prior to his election. He shall give bond as is provided for the 
Treasurer in the following section.

“with two or more sufficient sureties/’ and inserting the following words, 
“signed by some Surety or Guaranty Company licensed by the State of 
Illinois, and that is in the business of furnishing Indemnity Bonds, the 
expense of such bond to be defrayed by the Grand Lodge,” so that when 
so amended said section will read as follows: 

“Sec. 14. The Grand Secretary and the Grand Treasurer shall each, 
before entering upon the duties of his office, give bond in such sum as 
the Grand Lodge may determine, signed by some Surety or Guaranty 
Company licensed by the State of Illinois, and that is in the business 
of furnishing Indemnity Bonds, the expense of such bonds to be de- 
frayed by the Grand Lodge; which bonds, when so executed, shall be ap- 
proved by the Grand Lodge, and shall be conditioned for the faithful 
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discharge of his duties, and for the delivery of all moneys, papers, 
boohs, records and other property appertaining to his office, whole, safe 
and undefaced, to his successor in office.”

Fifth report, by Bro. John L. Bolen, of No. 812. 

To the Grand Lodge of the Stale of Illinois , I. 0. 0. F.: 

Your Committee on Legislation, with reference to the recommenda- 
tions of the Grand Master as to the appointment of Trustees to super- 
vise and invest the Endowment Funds of the Old Folks’ Home and the 
Orphans’ Home, beg to report that we have duly considered the sub- 
ject, and recommend the adoption of the following, to be known as 
Section 27S0A of the Code: 

“Be it enacted by the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois of the 
Independent Order of Odd Fellows, in annual meeting assembled: 

First — That all funds now in hand or that may hereafter be re- 
ceived by this Grand Lodge, to the credit of or intended for Endow- 
ment purposes of the Old Folks’ Home or the Orphans’ Home, respec- 
tively, of the Independent Order of Odd Fellows, be and the same are 
hereby designated “Endowment Funds” of said respective Homes, and 
the income only from said funds shall be available for the support and 
maintenance of said respective Homes. 

Second — The administration of said funds shall be and is hereby 
vested in a Board of three (3) Trustees, which said Trustees shall be 
appointed, in the manner hereinafter provided, by the Grand Master 
immediately after his installation, by and with the advice and consent 
of the Finance Committee, the Chairman of the Board of Trustees of 
the Old Folks’ Home, the Chairman of the Board of Directors of the 
Orphans’ Home, and the Grand Treasurer. 

Third — The first Board of Trustees of said Funds shall be appoint- 
ed — one for one year, one for two years, and one for three years; and 
thereafter one Trustee shall be appointed in like manner each year to 
serve for a period of three years, or until his successor is duly ap- 
pointed and shall have accepted such appointment. 

Fourth — It shall be the duty of said Trustees to keep the endow- 
ment funds of said Homes separate and distinct from one another, 
and to keep said funds invested in Bonds of the United States, the 
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State of Illinois; Bonds of Municipalities of the State of Illinois; and 
First Mortgages on real estate in the State of Illinois. 

In case of loans on first mortgage real estate security as aforesaid, 
no greater sum shall be loaned in any case than 40 per cent of a con- 
servative valuation of the property, land and buildings, and in no event 
shall a sum greater than a conservative valuation of the land, exclu- 
sive of buildings, be loaned. In all cases of loans on real estate, in- 
surance to the full insurable value of the buildings thereon shall be 
procured, and made loss, if any, payable to the Grand Lodge of the 
State of Illinois of the Independent Order of Odd Fellows as its inter- 
est may appear. 

Fifth — In all cases of investment it shall be the duty of said 
Trustees to personally investigate the value of the securities offered, 
and in cases of loans made by them on real estate security, to require 
the borrowers to furnish proper abstracts of title by responsible abstract 
makers, showing clear merchantable title in the borrowers, subject only 
to the loans made by said Trustees, and shall cause said titles to be ex- 
amined by competent attorneys, for which the borrowers shall be re- 
quired to pay. Said Trustees shall not authorize the payment of any 
money on any loan or for the purchase of any securities until such 
payment will complete the securities purchased as First Liens in all 
cases. 

Sixth — When the Trustees have determined upon any investment, 
whether in bonds, or mortgages as aforesaid, they shall report the same 
in writing to the Grand Master, stating the amount, the nature of the 
security, rate of interest, and the time the loan shall run; and upon re- 
ceipt of such report the Grand Master, in conjunction with the Grand 
Secretary, shall execute a warrant for the payment of the amount to be 
invested, payable to the mortgageor or the owner of the Bonds, which 
said warrant shall be turned over to said Trustees, or to such one of 
them as may be designated by the Trustees to receive it, for the pur- 
pose of completing said loan or said investment. 

Seventh — The Trustees shall not receive any compensation for their 
services, but shall report to the Grand Master the amount of any actual 
expenses incurred while performing their duties as such Trustees, 
which sums shall be paid to them.”

REPORTS OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON MEMORIALS. 


CLARK BATES SAMSON 

was born in Herkimer County, New York, blit early removed to this 
state and grew to young manhood upon a Northern Illinois farm, 
enjoying in his boyhood years only such educational advantages as the 
“winter term of the district school” afforded, and the balance of the 
year performed such labor as farm life in his early years exacted. 

A little later he became the teacher of the district school in win- 
ter, saving his earnings to be used later in preparing for college. Such 
have been the opening years of many lives destined as the years roll 
by to attain distinction in the busy marts of trade, in commerce and in 
the professions. This pathway to the mature years puts one into closer 
touch with nature, teaches industry and frugality, gives a broader out- 
look than the environment of walls of brick and stone and iron, and 
above all, when it is lived with an eye single to future achievement, 
it makes optimism a controlling impulse of life. 

In 1875 Mr. Samson graduated from the college of law in the 
University of Michigan, having previously graduated from the college 
of literature and arts. Thus equipped and standing at the threshold of 
life’s great opportunities, he selected as the place to pursue his life 
work the greatest city of the West, a city where competition is keenest 
and where the greatest things are done. He entered at once upon the 
practice of the law and gave to this chosen line of labor for thirty 
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years his best effort, attaining such measure of success as comes to 
many: only the few attain the lofty heights where men stand in soli- 
tude. 

Early in his professional life he realized that while organizations* 
attain no higher levels than the units of which they are composed, yet 
in organizations are larger opportunities for good. His thoughts nat- 
urally turned to the world’s greatest fraternal order, Odd Fellowship. 
He was initiated into Templar Lodge No. 440, I. 0. 0. F., in 1880, and 
retained his membership therein throughout life, passing through its 
various offices, and representing it in the Grand Lodge, in which body 
he served upon the most important committees, filled responsible posi- 
tions. attained a wide acquaintance and exerted a helpful influence in 
shaping its policies and accomplishing its enterprises. He became 
identified with other fraternal bodies, but his prompt and regular at- 
tendance at Lodge meetings and his cheerful performance of every 
duty attest that his loyalty to Odd Fellowship never flagged. By his 
Lodge he was presented with a handsome “Veteran Jewel” at the close 
of twenty-five years of unbroken service for human good. Into every 
fiber of his life, into every impulse of his being were woven as con- 
trolling forces, the two central thoughts of our Order — the Fatherhood 
of God and the Brotherhood of Man. A man ought to be measured 
not by his thoughts of himself but by his thoughts for others. Meas- 
ured by this standard our brother will be found among the taller men. 

Brother Samson was married in 1902 to Mrs. Ida Haskins, who 
survives him. In this hour of her great sorrow we extend to her the 
most tender sympathy. 

Brother Samson met life’s last fight with unflinching courage, 
while life’s shadows fell only slightly to the eastward, at his late 
residence, 804 Washington Boulevard, Chicago, Sunday morning, Aug- 
ust 26, 1906. After appropriate services at the house, interment was 
had at Rosehill Cemetery, Tuesday afternoon, August 28, 1906. 

Our brother will be remembered as a man of gentle and poetic 
nature, as a citizen ever mindful of the public weal, as a friend ever 
true, as a lawyer upright, as a member of our Order ever watchful to 
see and prompt to relieve human want.

CONSTITUTION OF THE GRAND LODGE OF 

ILLINOIS. 


ARTICLE I.— Name. 

This Lodge shall be known by the name and style of the “Grand 
Lodge of the State of Illinois of the Independent Order of Odd Fel- 
lows.” 


ARTICLE II —Powers. 

This Grand Lodge, under the limitations imposed upon it by its 
Charter and the Constitution and Laws of the Sovereign Grand Lodge, 
Independent Order of Odd Fellows, possesses, within the State of Illi- 
nois, supreme legislative, executive and judicial authority. It has the 
right and power (1) to grant dispensations to establish Lodges; (2) 
to charter Lodges; (3) to suspend or discontinue for cause any Lodge 
subordinate to it; (4) to hear and determine all appeals from the 
actions and decisions of its Subordinate Lodges and from the deci- 
sions of the Grand Master; (5) to redress grievances of members and 
Lodges under its jurisdiction; and (6) to do whatever is proper ac- 
cording to the usages of Odd Fellowship and not in contravention of 
this Constitution or of the Constitution and Laws of the Sovereign 
Grand Lodge of the Independent Order of Odd Fellows. No Lodge of 
the Order can exist in this State without its permission. 


ARTICLE III. — Membership. 

Section 1. This Grand Lodge shall be composed of the following 
members, viz.: One Representative (who must be a Past Grand in 
good standing) from each of the Lodges of the State, and all other 
Past Grands in good standing of Lodges of this jurisdiction. A Past 
Grand from another jurisdiction, becoming a member of a Lodge in 
this State, may become a member of this Grand Lodge upon presenting 
a certificate of his official standing from the Grand Lodge of the juris- 
diction from which his membership was transferred; Provided, how- 
ever, that neither a Representative nor other Past Grand shall be a 
member of this Grand Lodge until he shall have received the Grand 
Lodge Degree. 

Sec. 2. This Grand Lodge shall have power to punish by repri- 
mand, fine or expulsion, any of its members who shall refuse to obey 
its laws, or who shall be guilty of conduct unbecoming an Odd Fellow. 
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ARTICLE IV— Officers. 

Section 1. The officers of the Grand Lodge shall be as follows, 
viz.: Grand Master, Deputy Grand Master, Grand Warden, Grand Sec- 
retary, Grand Treasurer, and two Grand Representatives to the Sov- 
ereign Grand Lodge of the Independent Order of Odd Fellows; all of 
whom shall be elected by ballot. Also, Grand Chaplain, Grand Mar- 
shal, Grand Conductor, Grand Guardian, and Grand Herald, all of whom 
shall be appointed. 

Sec. 2. The Grand Master shall preside at all meetings of the 
Grand Lodge, and preserve order and enforce the rules. He shall ap- 
point all Grand Officers pro tempore , and all the Grand Officers who 
are not elective. He shall name the members of all committees, unless 
it is otherwise ordered by the Grand Lodge. He shall give the casting 
vote whenever the Grand Lodge is equally divided. He may call special 
sessions of the Grand Lodge whenever, in his judgment, the good of the 
Order requires him so to do, and he shall call a special session when- 
ever requested so to do in writing by the representatives of fifty 
Lodges. He shall order the payment by the Grand Treasurer of all 
moneys voted by the Grand Lodge. In person or by Deputy, he shall 
confer all official degrees, and he shall communicate the necessary 
passwords to be used in this jurisdiction. During the recess of the 
Grand Lodge he shall have a general superintendence of the interests 
of the Order in this State; shall hear and decide any grievance or 
complaint that may be made to him; pass upon all questions of law 
and usage which shall have been first submitted on appeal under seal 
of the Subordinate Lodge to the Lodge Deputy Grand Master, and he 
shall not be compelled to answer questions submitted by individual 
members of the Order; grant dispensations to open Lodges, and do 
such other acts as this Grand Lodge might do, except that he may not, 
by virtue of any powers conferred upon him by this section, exercise 
any of the legislative functions of this Grand Lodge. At each Annual 
Session the Grand Master shall report the dispensations to open Lodges 
granted by him, and such other acts as he may have done in accord- 
ance with the authority herein upon him conferred; and when an ap- 
peal is taken from any of his decisions, he shall report the decision 
with the appeal therefrom. All decisions made by the Grand Master 
shall be binding until reversed,, upon appeal, by the Grand Lodge. 

Provided , This Grand Lodge may, by its Rebekah Assembly Con- 
stitution, transfer to the President of the Rebekah Assembly any of the 
functions or powers with which the Grand Master is herein invested, so 
far as the laws of the Sovereign Grand Lodge may permit, and with 
such restrictions and limitations as the Grand Lodge may provide in 
said Rebekah Assembly Constitution. 

Sec. The Deputy Grand Master shall support the Grand Master 
in the Grand Lodge. His powers shall be the same as those of the 
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Grand Master, when, during the absence of that officer from this juris- 
diction, or because of his inability to act, or in the event of his death 
or resignation, the duties of the Grand Master shall devolve upon the 
Deputy Grand Master; and perform such other duties as are required 
of him by this Constitution, the laws and usages of this Grand Lodge. 

Sec. 4. The Grand Warden shall, under the Grand Master, have 
special charge of the door, and shall assist the Grand Master in con- 
ducting the business of the Grand Lodge. 

Sec. 5. The Grand Secretary shall record the proceedings of the 
Grand Lodge, and send to the Subordinate printed copies thereof; he 
shall keep the accounts between the Grand Lodge and its Subordinates; 
shall receive all moneys coming to the Grand Lodge from its Subor- 
dinates, and pay the same immediately to the Grand Treasurer; shall 
notify each of the Subordinates of any special session that may be 
called, and shall procure all stationery for the use of the Grand Lodge 
and its officers. 

Sec. G. The Grand Treasurer shall receive all moneys paid to him 
by the Grand Secretary, and receipt for same. He shall keep books 
containing an account of all moneys received and paid by him, to whom 
paid, and for what purpose; and he shall have his accounts posted at 
every Annual Session, and submit them at that time to the examina- 
tion of the Grand Lodge. 

Sec. 7. The Grand Chaplain shall perform the duties peculiar to 
his office. 

Sec. S. The Grand Marshall shall assist the Deputy Grand Master 
in supporting the Grand Master in the Grand Lodge. He shall, when 
requested, attend the Grand Master in his official visits to the Subor- 
dinates; shall make proclamation for the Grand Master when required 
so to do; shall obey his commands, and perform such other duties as 
are required of him by the Constitution, laws and usages of this Grand 
Lodge. 

Sec. 9. The Grand Conductor shall examine and conduct new mem- 
bers into the Grand Lodge; shall attend to the comfort and con- 
venience of the Grand Lodge, and during its session shall execute the 
commands of the Grand Master. 

Sec. 10. The Grand Guardian shall attend at the inner door of the 
Grand Lodge, and permit none to enter or depart without the consent 
of the Grand Warden. 

Sec. 11. The Grand Herald shall attend at the outer door of the 
Grand Lodge. He shall have charge of the personal property of the 
Grand Lodge, and keep the same in good order. 

Sec. 12. The Grand Representatives shall attend the meetings of 
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the Sovereign Grand Lodge of the Independent Order of Odd-Fellows, 
and represent this Grand Lodge therein. 

Sec. 13. Compensation of Grand Officers. The Grand Officers, ex- 
cepting the Grand Representatives, shall receive for their services such 
compensation as the Grand Lodge may determine. 

Sec. 14. Bonds of Grand Secretary and Grand Treasurer. The 
Grand Secretary and the Grand Treasurer shall each, before entering 
upon the duties of his office, give bond, with two or more sufficient 
sureties, in such sum as the Grand Lodge may determine, to be exe- 
cuted and approved by the Grand Lodge, conditioned for the faithful 
discharge of his duties, and for the delivery of all moneys, papers, 
books, records and other property appertaining to his office, whole, safe 
and undefaced, to his successor in office. 

Sec. 15. The Grand Officers shall, in addition to the duties herein 
specified, perform such other duties as may be imposed upon them by 
law. 

Sec. 1G. Every member of this Grand Lodge shall be eligible to 
any Grand Office, excepting to that of Grand Representative, to which 
he shall also be eligible if he have the Royal Purple Degree, is a mem- 
ber in good standing of an Encampment in good standing, a member 
in good standing of a Subordinate Lodge, a member of a Rebekah 
Lodge in good standing, and a resident of the State of Illinois. 

Sec. 17. A member of the Grand Lodge shall not hold two offices 
at the same time. 

Sec. 18. Candidates for office may he nominated at any time previ- 
ous to the election. 

Sec. 19. Ballots for persons not properly in nomination shall be 
considered blanks and blanks shall he counted as votes. 

Sec. 20. All elective Grand Officers shall be chosen separately by a 
majority of the valid votes cast. When there are but two candidates 
for the same office, in the event of a tie for two successive ballotings, 
the election shall be decided by lot. When there are more than two 
candidates in nomination, and neither receives a majority of votes at a 
balloting, the one receiving the fewest number of votes shall, after the 
result of the ballot has been announced, be, by the Chair, declared 
dropped from the nomination, and the balloting shall proceed. 

Sec. 21. After the election, the Grand Officers may be, at any time 
before adjournment, installed into their respective offices. Tha Grand 
Master, or any Past Grand Master, shall install the Grand Master-elect, 
who may install the other Grand Officers-elect. All Grand Officers 
shall he installed to serve until after the election and installation of 
their successors. 

Sec. 22. Any Grand Officer may be removed from his office for 
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conduct unworthy of his standing in the Order, or for inattention to the 
duties of his office. He shall be entitled to a fair trial, and two-thirds 
of the votes of the members present shall be necessary to remove him; 
but any officer against whom charges are preferred shall not have the 
right to preside during the trial, or to appoint any committee or part of 
a committee to examine or try the case, or to do any official act that can 
affect the trial or its result. 

Sec. 23. Vacancies in any of the Grand Offices, occurring during 
the recess, shall be filled by the Grand Master ad interim , and at the first 
Annual Session of the Grand Lodge thereafter the vacancies shall be 
regularly filled. 

ARTICLE V. — Lodge Deputy Grand Masters. 

Sec. 1. The Grand Master shall appoint a duly qualified Past 
Grand as the Lodge Deputy Grand Master for each Subordinate Lodge, 
and a duly qualified Past Noble Grand or Past Grand as the Lodge 
Deputy Grand Master for each Rebekah Lodge, who shall serve as such 
until a successor shall have been appointed, or until removed by the 
Grand Master. The Lodge Deputy Grand Master shall obey the com- 
mands of the Grand Master, decide all questions of law and usage, 
when submitted in writing under the seal of the Lodge, giving the 
answer thereto also in writing. Said decision of the Lodge Deputy 
Grand Master shall be binding upon the Lodge unless an appeal is 
taken to the Grand Master, in which case the Lodge Deputy Grand 
Master shall transmit the original papers (being the question and 
answer) to the Grand Master. The Lodge Deputy Grand Masters 
shall perform such other duties as may be prescribed for them by the 
laws of the Order. 

ARTICLE VI. — Standing Committees. 

Sec. 1. The Grand Master, at each Annual Session, shall, within 
twenty days after his installation as such, appoint the following com- 
mittees to serve one year, viz.: (1) On Credentials, three members, of 
whom two shall be Representatives; (2) On State of the Order, fifteen 
members, of whom at least twelve shall be Representatives at the 
time of their appointment; (3) On Legislation, fifteen members, of 
whom at least twelve shall be Representatives at the time of their ap- 
pointment; (4) On Finance, three members; (5) On Rebekali Degree, 
ten members, of whom at least eight shall be Representatives at the 
time of their appointment; (C) On Mileage and Per Diem, fifteen mem 
hers, of whom a majority shall be Representatives at the time of their 
appointment (said committee may appoint a clerk, who shall receive 
the “compensation to which a Representative is entitled); (7) On Rail- 
roads, three members; (8) On Printing, three members, of whom at 
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least two shall be Representatives at the time of their appointment. 
Vacancies shall he so filled as not to diminish the number of Repre- 
sentatives on a Committee. In the Order of Business, the reports of 
these Committees shall be called and have precedence in the order, in 
which they are herein named. And within twenty days after the adop- 
tion of this amendment, the Grand Master shall appoint a Committee on 
Judiciary and Appeals, to consist of five members, one of whom shall be 
appointed for the term of one year, one for the term of two years, one 
for the term of three years, one for the term of four years, and one for 
the term of five years; and thereafter at each Annual Session the Grand 
Master, immediately after the installation of the Grand Officers, shall 
appoint one member of said Committee for the full term of five years; 
and shall, whenever a vacancy exists in the membership of said Com- 
mittee, occasioned by death, resignation, removal or otherwise, fill such 
vacancy by appointment, and such appointee shall fill out the unex- 
pired term of his predecessor. 

The Committee on Judiciary and Appeals shall have appellate jur^ 
isdiction to hear and determine all questions arising by appeal from 
the action or judgment of any Subordinate Lodge, or otherwise, which 
may be referred to them by the Grand Master or Grand Lodge, or which 
may be presented to said Committee by virtue of any legislation of this 
Grand Lodge, now or hereafter in force; and shall have original juris- 
diction to hear and determine all other cases which may arise under 
the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, subject to such rules and regula- 
tions as may be adopted for that purpose; and shall examine and ap- 
prove or reject the By-Laws of all Subordinate Lodges in this jurisdic- 
tion, and may so approve or so reject the same in whole or in part, 
but shall have no power to change any part thereof in any other man- 
ner. Provided , that nothing herein contained shall be so construed as 
to prevent the Grand Master from hearing and determining any ques- 
tion that may arise by petition or complaint of any grievance, by the 
wrongful act of any Lodge, officer or member, or otherwise interfere- 
with the Grand Master in the exercise of his authority as the executive 
officer of this Grand Lodge. 

Sec. 2. The Committee on Credentials shall report, without delay, 
on the credentials of Representatives and Past Grands. 

Sec. 3. The Committee on the State of the Order shall report upon 
the reports of the Grand Master and Grand Secretary, in so far as such 
reports relate to the State of the Order. The Committee shall also re- 
port upon the condition and progress of the Order in this jurisdiction, 
upon applications for charters, and upon such other matters as may be 
referred to it. 

Sec. 4. The Committee on Legislation shall report upon all resolu- 
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tions referred to it proposing the enactment, amendment or repeal of 
any law, and upon such other matters as may be referred to it. 

Sec. 5. The Committee on Judiciary and Appeals shall hold four 
sessions annually, to-wit: Three at the office of the Grand Secretary, 
unless the Committee is notified by the Grand Secretary that there is 
not any business to come before them; one beginning on the third Tues- 
day of February, one beginning on the third Tuesday of May, and one 
beginning on the third Tuesday of August; and the fourth session shall 
be held at the time and place of holding the Grand Lodge. The Grand 
Secretary shall be the clerk of said Committee, and shall keep an accu- 
rate record of all their transactions, and shall have the care, custody 
and control of all its records, papers, etc. 

At each session of said Committee, the member having the shortest 
term to serve shall act as Chairman, and each of said Committee shall 
be paid mileage at the rate of six cents per mile, by the nearest route 
from his place of residence to the office of the Grand Secretary, or to 
the place cf holding the session of the Committee, as the case may be, 
for each of such sessions, and a per diem of three dollars for each day 
actually occupied, to be paid upon the certificate of the Chairman of the 
Committee. 

The said Committee shall reduce all their judgments and decisions 
to writing, and file the same with the Grand Secretary. 

All processes, whether in the nature of summons, subpoenas, or 
otherwise, shall be under the seal of the Grand Lodge and the signa- 
ture of the Grand Secretary. All appeals hereafter taken from the 
final judgment or action of any Subordinate Lodge shall be taken and 
referred to the said Committee on Judiciary and Appeals. And the 
decisions and judgments of said Committee shall, unless appealed from 
within thirty days, be final, and stand as the judgment and decision of 
this Grand Lodge. 

An appeal from the decision or judgment of said Committee to this 
Grand Lodge shall be allowed, and such appeal shall be considered and 
determined at the session next after such appeal is taken, except in case 
such appeal is taken during a session of the Grand Lodge, in which case 
such appeal may be considered and determined at such time as the 
Grand Lodge may direct. A notice in writing directed to the Grand 
Secretary and signed by the member appealing, or the Noble Grand or 
Secretary of the Lodge, under the seal of the Lodge in all cases where 
a Lodge appeals, briefly stating the fact of such appeal and the reasons 
assigned therefor, shall be the only requirements of such appeal. 

Sec. 6. The Committee on Finance shall report upon all accounts 
and claims against the Grand Lodge, previous to such accounts and 
claims being allowed. It shall audit annually the accounts of the Grand 
Secretary and Grand Treasurer, and the accounts of all officers and 
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committees intrusted with the receipt and disbursement of funds of 
the Grand Lodge. It shall, from time to time, suggest such measures of 
finance as it may deem expedient. 

Sec. 7. The Committee on Rebekah Degree shall report upon all 
matters relating to the Rebekah Degree and Rebekah Lodges referred 
to it. 

Sec. 8. The Committee on Printing shall superintend all printing, 
and shall purchase all stationery and blanks not supplied by the Sov- 
ereign Grand Lodge. They shall advertise for bids for printing the re- 
ports of the Grand Officers, the proceedings of the Annual Sessions of 
this Grand Lodge in the English language, and such other printing 
as may be required by the Grand Officers, awarding the contract for 
such work to the lowest responsible bidder, and reporting the original 
list of said bidders, with the prices that they have offered to perform 
the work for, to the next session of the Grand Lodge. They shall sign 
all bills for which they may have awarded -contracts as being correct. 

Sec. 9. The Committee on Railroads shall, if possible, procure re- 
duced rates of fare over the several railroads of the State for members 
of the Grand Lodge and the Rebekah Assembly attending the sessions 
thereof; and shall report to the Grand Secretary, at least three weeks 
before any session, the names of railroad companies giving reductions 
of fare, and all the details of the arrangements made therewith. 

Sec. 10. The Committee on Mileage and Per Diem shall report the 
number of miles necessarily traveled by the shortest traveled route by 
each Grand Officer and Representative and member of the various Grand 
Lodge Committees, the number of days’ attendance of same, and the 
amount due to each. The Committee shall make its estimate by allow- 
ing five cents mileage one way, and two dollars per diem. 



ARTICLE VII. — Sessions. 

Sec. 1. The Grand Lodge shall meet annually on the third Tues- 
day in November. This meeting shall be styled the Annual Session. 
Special Sessions shall be held on the call of the Grand Master. When 
in Annual or Special Session, fifty representative members shall be 
necessary to constitute a quorum for the transaction of business, and 
the Grand Lodge may adjourn from time to time until the business of 
the session shall have been disposed of. The Annual Session shall be 
held at the City of Springfield, except when otherwise ordered by a 
two-thirds vote, by the Grand Lodge convened in Annual Session. A 
Special Session shall be held at the time and place designated by the 
Grand Master in the call. 


Sec. 2. At the Annual Sessions the elective Grand Officers shall 
be elected, and all business requiring the attention of the Grand Lodge 
transacted. At a Special Session no business shall be transacted ex-

cepting that for which the session was called, which business must be 
distinctly stated in the call. 

Sec. 3. The Grand Lodge shall be opened in the Grand Lodge De- 
gree at all times when engaged in transacting business of the Order. 

Sec. 4. All questions in the Grand Lodge shall be decided by a ma- 
jority of the members present and voting, excepting upon a call of 
Lodges, when Representatives only shall vote, and each shall cast the 
number of votes to which his Lodge may be entitled. A call of Lodges 
may be required by any ten Representatives, and whenever the vote is 
taken this way, the yeas and nays shall be recorded. 

Sec. 5. Each Lodge shall be entitled, upon a call of Lodges, to one 
vote for every ten members in good standing at the close of the last 
preceding semi-annual term; provided , that any Lodge with less than 
ten members shall have one vote. 

ARTICLE VI II. — Subordinates. 

Sec. 1. Charters may be granted as follows, viz.: (1) On the 
written application of five or more brothers in good standing, to open a 
Lodge where there is no Lodge, or where there is no Lodge working in 
the language of the proposed Lodge; (2) on the written application of 
ten or more brothers in good standing to open a Lodge where not more 
than nine Lodges are working in the language of the proposed Lodge; 
(3) on the written application of twenty or more brothers in good 
standing, and applications for initiation from thirty qualified and ap- 
proved candidates, to open a Lodge where ten or more Lodges are w ork- 
ing in the language of the proposed Lodge, provided the application 
shall be approved by at least two-thirds of the Lodges working in the 
language of the proposed Lodge at such place. Each of said two-thirds 
Lodges shall. vote on the request for consent after a period of not less 
than four weeks after the date of receiving such request, and upon the 
report of a special committee of the Lodge appointed to investigate the 
qualifications of both charter members and petitioners for initiatfon 
whose names are signed to the petition for the dispensation to open the 
proposed new Lodge. All applications for dispensations to open Lodges 
shall be sent to the Grand Secretary, and must be accompanied by the 
cards of the petitioning brothers and the charter fee, to-wit: Thirty 
dollars. 

Sec. 2. Every Lodge opened in this jurisdiction shall be instituted 
by the Grand Master or a Past Grand specially deputed to do the 
duty, who shall give to the Lodge, with the charter or warrant, the 
necessary instructions and charges. The expenses of the instituting 
officer shall be paid by the Lodge instituted. 

Sec. 3. Subordinate Lodges shall make such annual, semi-annual 
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and other reports as may from time to time be required by law, blank 
forms for which shall be furnished from the office of the Grand Sec- 
retary. 

Sec. 4. No Subordinate Lodge shall initiate any person not twenty- 
one years of age. 

Sec. 5. Every Subordinate Lodge shall pay to the Grand Lodge 
such capitation tax as may from year to year, or by the By-Laws of 
this Grand Lodge, be determined upon. Provided , however, that there 
shall never be appropriated from such capitation tax for any one fiscal 
year a sum to exceed sixty (60) cents per capita tax for the Odd Fel- 
lows’ Orphans’ Home and the Odd-Fellows’ Old Folks’ Home, for main- 
tenance and all expenses of such homes. 

ARTICLE IX— Charges. 

Sec. 1. In all cases where charges have been preferred against 
a Subordinate Lodge or Rebekah Lodge which may involve the sur- 
render or revocation of the Charter, Warrant or Dispensation under 
which such Lodge exists, it shall become the duty of the Grand Secre- 
tary to issue a summons to such Subordinate Lodge or Rebekah Lodge, 
and to the Trustees of such Lodge, commanding them to appear before 
the Committee on Judiciary and Appeals of this Grand Lodge on a day 
to be therein named, at the Lodge room of such Lodge, or such other 
place as shall be directed by the Grand Master in his order for the 
issuance of such summons: which summons shall be made returnable 
not less than twenty days, nor more than ninety days, from and after 
the date thereof, and shalfbe served upon the said Lodge by delivering 
to the Noble Grand, Vice Grand, or Recording Secretary of such Lodge 
a copy of such summons: and the same shall be served upon the 
Trustees by delivering to some three or more of them a copy thereof, 
which service shall be evidenced by the return indorsed thereon by the 
officer or brother making such service, which service may be made by 
the Grand Marshal or any Odd-Fellow by him so authorized to do, in 
writing. Such summons, when so served, shall be returned to the 

v 

Grand Secretary. 

It shall be the duty of the Grand Master, whenever he shall sus- 
pend a Lodge, within ten days next thereafter to formulate and file 
with the Grand Secretary charges and specifications against such 
Lodge; and in such case, and in all other cases where such charges 
and specifications shall ha^e been preferred by another, the Grand 
Master shall fix a time and place for the hearing, by the Committee 
on Judiciary and Appeals, of such charges, and direct the Grand 
Secretary to notify the members of the Committee on Judiciary and Ap- 
peals of such time and place, and that he prepare and furnish to the 
Lodge so charged on° copy, and to the Trustees of said Lodge one copy, 
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of such charges and specifications. And thereupon, on notice by the 
Grand Secretary, the Deputy Grand Master shall appoint one competent 
member of the Order to be a special commissioner to take the testi- 
mony of witnesses, and other evidence, all of which, in so far as it 
may be done, shall be reduced to writing; and all parts of books, 
papers, or other written matters offered in evidence as exhibits, or 
otherwise, shall be by copy or copies duly examined and attested by 
the special commissioner, except in cases where the originals shall be 
so filed; but no testimony of witnesses, or other evidence, shall be so 
taken, until notice of the time and place of the taking of such evidence 
shall have been given to the Noble Grand or Secretary, and at least 
three of the Trustees of the Lodge, at least three days prior to such 
taking; nor until the special commissioner shall have subscribed in 
duplicate a pledge or obligation in substantially the following form: 

1 Special Commissioner ap- 

pointed by the Deputy Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of the State 
of Illinois, I. O. O. F., to take the evidence under charges and specifica- 
tions against Lodge, No 1.0. 0. F., in the 

State of Illinois, do pledge my honor as an Odd Fellow that I will dis- 
charge the duties of such commissioner fully, fairly and impartially, 
to the best of my knowledge and ability. 

(Signed) 

One copy of which shall be filed with the Grand Secretary as evi- 
dence of the acceptance of such appointment, and one copy shall be 
filed by such commissioner with his report of the evidence by him 
taken; and such commissioner shall require each witness who is an 
Odd Fellow to subscribe to a like pledge or obligation to tell the truth, 
the whole truth, and nothing but the truth, touching the matter in 
controversy, before such witness shall be examined; and if such wit- 
ness is not an Odd-Fellow, shall require him or her to be sworn, before 
some officer by law authorized to administer oaths to tell the truth, 
the whole truth, and nothing but the truth, touching the matters in 
controversy: and all the competent and proper testimony of such wit- 
nesses shall be taken by interrogatories and answers, at which tak- 
ing of testimony all parties interested shall have the right to appear 
and examine or cross-examine such witnesses, either in person, or by 
agent or other counsel. 

Provided , That no agent or counsel who is not an Odd-Fellow shall 
be permitted to appear for either or any party, and such commissioner, 
by the consent of the parties appearing before him. or for good cause 
shown, or of his own motion, may continue from day to day to take 
such testimony, or may adjourn the taking thereof to a time and place 
named by him, which shall be by him publicly announced, and also 
entered upon his official report of such testimony. When the conimis- 
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sioner shall have completed the taking of the testimony, he shall so 
certify upon the same, and shall immediately transmit the whole of 
such testimony, evidence and exhibits, properly marked and attested, 
to the Grand Secretary, who shall immediately notify the Grand Master 
and each member of the Committee on Judiciary and Appeals, whose 
duty it shall be to appear at the time and place named for the trial of 
said cause, when and where they shall proceed to hear and determine 
said cause. 

Provided , That, for good cause shown, they may postpone such hear- 
ing, or continue the hearing to a time and place to be determined by 
them, and may make and enforce any order not inconsistent with the 
principles of the Order nor in violation of any law of this Grand Lodge 
or the Sovereign Grand Lodge, which they may deem proper and con- 
sistent with the principles of justice; and in all their proceedings and 
rulings they, as nearly as may be, shall be governed by the rules and 
usages of Courts of Equity Jurisdiction in this State. And when they 
shall have heard and determined the issues presented by such charges 
and specifications, they shall publicly (that is, to members of the 
Order) announce their judgment, and shall reduce their opinion and 
judgment to writing, subscribe the same, and thereupon transmit the 
same, together with all the papers, evidence, etc., in their possession 
and relating to such cause, to the Grand Secretary; and the finding and 
judgment so made shall stand and be held to be the judgment of this 
Grand Lodge. 

Provided , That any member of the Order, or such Lodge, by any 
three of its officers or Trustees, shall be permitted to prosecute an ap- 
peal to the Grand Lodge, or to the Grand Master if the Grand Lodge, 
is not in session, by giving notice in writing of such appeal within 
thirty days next after the filing of such judgment, which notice shall 
be filed with the Grand Secretary. 

Provided , That such judgment shall be read to this Grand Lodge 
at its next session, and shall be subject to review thereby. 

Provided , further , That any member of the Lodge so charged may,, 
personally or by agent (being an Odd-Fellow), appear before said 
committee at the time of said trial and enter his personal plea of not 
guilty of all such charges and specifications; and said committee, at 
such time and place (after they shall have determined the issues a^ 
to said Lodge) as they shall select, shall hear such evidence as such 
brother or brothers may present tending to prove his or their inno- 
cence of the offense charged; and if said committee shall determine 
that any such brother is in fact innocent of any such offense, they 
shall enter final judgment acquitting such brother thereof, and shall 
make such order as will, in so far as may be under the circumstances, 
restore the brother or brothers to all rights and privileges in the Order,. 
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such as issuing to him from the office of the Grand Secretary a card, 
as in the case of a defunct Lodge, etc., and it shall become the duty of 
the Grand Master to carry into effect and enforce such judgment. 


ARTICLE X. — Aged Odd-Fellows’ Fund and Relief. 

Section 1. This Grand Lodge shall create, maintain and disburse 
an Aged Odd Fellows’ Fund under the following provisions: 

Sec. 2. Hereafter, all assets of all Subordinate Lodges whose char- 
ters have been surrendered shall be placed to the credit of a Fund to 
be called and known as “Aged Odd-Fellows’ Fund.” Such fund may 
also be increased and maintained by voluntary contributions, and by 
such other means as are not inconsistent with the laws of the Order. 

Sec. 3. The Grand Secretary shall keep a register to be known as 
the “Aged Odd-Fellows’ Register.” 

Sec. 4. Any Odd-Fellow over fifty years of age, who has been in 
continuous membership for twenty-five (25) years or more, and whose 
Subordinate Lodge shall surrender its charter, and who would under 
the laws of the Grand Lodge be entitled to receive a Grand Lodge 
card, may petition the Grand Lodge to place his name on the Aged Odd- 
Fellows’ Register, Said petition shall be accompanied with a certificate 
from the Grand Secretary, setting forth the actual standing of the ap- 
plicant at the time his Lodge surrendered its charter. Upon such 
petition being granted by this Grand Lodge, the Grand Secretary shall 
place the name of such petitioner upon the Aged Odd-Fellows’ Register. 

Sec. 5. Any Odd-Fellow enrolled according to the above provisions 
may apply for admission to any Subordinate Lodge under the condi- 
tions hereinafter set forth. 

Sec. 6. Any Odd-Fellow enrolled upon the Aged Odd-Fellows’ 
Register may be admitted to membership in a Subordinate Lodge; he 
shalLpay to the Grand Secretary, through the Lodge to which he has 
been admitted, an admission fee of five dollars ($5.00) and shall pay 
as dues the sum of five dollars and twenty cents ($5.20) per year. Said 
admission fee and dues shall be placed to the credit of the Aged Odd- 
Fellows’ Fund. 

Sec. 7. Any Odd-Fellow enrolled as above in a Subordinate Lodge 
as herein provided, who becomes sick or disabled, so as to be incapable 
of earning a livelihood, shall receive from the Grand Secretary, through 
the Lodge to which the brother has been admitted, the sum of two 
dollars ($2.00) weekly benefits so long as the money collected under the 
provisions of this Article shall permit the payment of the same. 

Sec. 8. The Secretary of the Lodge shall immediately notify the 
Grand Secretary, in all cases of sickness or disability referred to in the 
preceding section, of their commencement and termination; and the 
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Grand Secretary shall notify the Lodges having members on the Aged 
Odd-Fellows’ Register when the said fund shall be depleted. 

Sec. 9. A member of a Subordinate Lodge admitted under the 
above provisions shall not be entitled to vote or speak on any question 
involving a disposition of the funds or property of the Lodge, but shall 
be entitled to receive the attentive benefits of the Lodge. Also, he shall 
be liable to watch with the sick members of said Lodge. 

Sec. 10. Upon the death of an aged Odd-Fellow enrolled as above, 
and who shall be entitled to the benefits of this fund, there shall be 
paid as a funeral expense the sum of $35.00 so long as the moneys col- 
lected under the provisions of the Aged Odd-Fellows’ Fund shall permit 
the payment. 

Sec. 11. No Lodge receiving such members as above provided shall 
be liable for the payment of- any sick benefits or funeral expenses to or 
on account of such members, nor shall any such member be required to 
pay any dues or assessments to such Subordinate Lodge, except for the 
benefit of the Aged Odd-Fellows’ Fund, and except for attentive benefits 
to the sick members of such Subordinate Lodge. 


ARTICLE XI. — Consolidation of Lodges. 

Section 1. Any two or more neighboring Subordinate or Rebekah 
Lodges working under the jurisdiction of this Grand Body may, by 
permission of the Grand Lodge, or of the Grand Master in vacation, 
consolidate their membership into one Lodge, under the following regu- 
lations. 

Sec. 2. The provisions of such consolidation shall be submitted 
to each Lodge interested, in writing, signed by not less than ten per 
cent of the membership of each Lodge, giving the name and number 
of the charter under which the proposed consolidated Lodge shall work, 
which may be the charter name and number of either Lodge, or charter 
name of one and number of another, or an entirely new name and 
such number as the Grand Master of the Grand Lodge may award them, 
together with any other agreements desired between such Lodges. 

Sec. 3. A written or printed copy of the proposed provisions for 
such consolidation shall be mailed within three days to the last known 
address, as shown on the books of the Lodge, to all members of each 
Lodge by the Secretary thereof, stating that a vote will be taken on 
such provisions at the second regular meeting after their presentation, 
unless at such second regular meeting a later regular meeting, not 
exceeding four weeks, shall be fixed as the time for voting on such 
provisions. 

Sec. 4. At such second regular meeting, or such other time as may 
be then and there fixed, a vote by yeas and nays shall be taken and the 
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result duly recorded, and a certified transcript of the entire action 
taken shall, under seal, be sent immediately to the Grand Master. 

Sec. 5. The Grand Master, at his discretion, or the Grand Lodge, 
at its discretion, shall grant and issue the necessary dispensation, pro- 
vided that no Lodge has reported more than four members voting 
against the written proposition providing for the consolidation, but not 
otherwise. 

Sec. 6. The consolidation, if authorized, shall be effected by the 
Grand Master or his duly authorized Deputy, whose duty it shall be to 
receive from each Lodge its charter, rituals, books, and property of 
whatsoever kind, together with full and complete separate lists of 
members of each Lodge, including dropped, suspended, expelled and 
deceased members, all of whom shall sustain to the consolidated Lodge 
the same relations, in every respect, as they did to their former Lodge. 

On receiving such property and lists of membership, the Grand 
Master or his Deputy shall proclaim the Lodges duly consolidated, and' 
proceed forthwith to the election and installation of duly qualified 
members to the various offices, as in the case of other Lodges. After 
such installation, he shall turn over to the consolidated Lodge every- 
thing that came into his possession, except that he shall not turn over 
more than four Rituals, one Charter, and one Seal, the excess number 
being sent to the Grand Secretary, and a full report of all his actions 
to the Grand Master. The Deputy shall not require any one to sign or 
re-sign any Constitution. 

Sec. 7. Ail officers of the consolidated Lodges who shall have 
served a majority of the regular meetings of the current term prior 
to such consolidation, if more than one-half of such term shall have 
expired, shall be entitled to the honors of the offices in which they have 
so served; but if they shall not have served a majority of all such 
meetings, or if not more than one-half of the current term shall have 
expired at the time of such consolidation, then, and in that case, they 
shall not be entitled to such honors. 

ARTICLE XII. — Amendments. 

Section 1. This Constitution shall be altered or amended only by 
a proposition therefor in writing, submitted at an Annual Session, 
which proposition shall set forth the section to be altered or amended 
as it would read if amended or altered. The proposition shall be 
entered at length on the Journal, and shall not be acted upon until the 
next Annual Session, when it may be considered and adopted. But 
if, by changes in legislation or otherwise, any part of this Constitution 
shall be found to be contrary to the laws of the S. G. L., such part may, 
without previous notice, be stricken out or amended to conform to the 
laws of the S. G. L. 
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2. Two-thirds of all votes cast shall be necessary to adopt 
indment to this Constitution, and the vote shall be taken of 
embers present by division and count, unless the vote by Lodges 
be called, in which case the vote shall be according to Article VII, 
Section 4, of this Constitution. 


TERM OF GRAND REPRESENTATIVES. 

WiiEKEAS, Section 1 of Article IX of the Constitution of the Sov- 
ereign Grand Lodge, as amended in September, 1905, reads as follows, 
to- wit: 

“Section 1. Grand Representatives shall be chosen by the several 
State, District and Territorial Grand Lodges and Grand Encampments 
for the term of two years, and shall be divided into two classes, whose 
seats shall be vacated annually by rotation, f Provided, however, that 
State, District and Territorial Grand Lodges afuTGrand Encampments 
which are now or may hereafter be entitled to two Grand Representa- 
tives may provide by general law for the election of one of such Grand 
Representatives to serve for one year, his suc cesso r^ to be elected an- 
nually by such Grand Lodge or Grand Encampment. In case of a 
vacancy by death, resignation or otherwise during the recess of the 
Grand Lodge or Grand Encampment, such vacancy shall be filled for 
the unexpired term of the Grand Representative filling such office at 
the time such vacancy shall occur, in the manner set out in the Con- 
stitution of such State, District or Territorial Grand Lodge or Grand 
Encampment”; therefore, be it 

Resolved , That this Grand Lodge adopt this plan of Representa- 
tion, to go into effect at the annual session of 1906.

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BY-LAWS OF THE GRAND LODGE. 

ARTICLE I. — Meetings. 

Section 1. This Grand Lodge shall, at each annual session, con- 
vene at 7 o’clock p. m., and adjourn from time to time until the busi- 
ness of the session is completed, unless otherwise ordered specially 
by a vote of the Grand Lodge. 

Sec. 2. In the absence of the Grand Master and Deputy Grand 
Master, the chair may be taken, pro tempore , by any member of the 
Grand Lodge who may be called to it by a majority of the members 
present. 

Sec. 3. The meetings of the Grand Lodge shall be opened with 
prayer. 


ARTICLE II. — Sunoiini nates. 

Section 1. Should any Subordinate or Rebekah Lodge fail to 
hold its meetings for six months, or make its returns as required by 
the Constitution for one year, it shall be deemed an extinct Lodge, 
and its charter forfeited. It shall be the duty of all Lodges to make 
out their returns previous to installation. 

Sec. 2. In all cases where a Lodge shall have been suspended 
or expelled, or its charter shall have been forfeited, the charter, funds, 
books, properties, and effects of all kinds belonging to or owned by 
such Lodge, shall revert to this Grand Lodge; and it shall be the duty 
of the last installed officers of such Lodge to deliver them all immedi- 
ately to the Grand Master, or his Deputy authorized by him to receive 
them. 

Sec. 3. Members of a defunct Lodge who were in good standing 
at the time of its dissolution, as may appear by the records of such 
Lodge, or who may have paid to the Grand Lodge all arrearages then 
due by them, shall, upon application to the Grand Secretary, receive 
a certificate, under the seal of the Grand Lodge, which shall entitle 
them to the same privileges as a withdrawal card, and for the same 
time, to enable them to make application for admission to member- 
ship in another Lodge; Provided . that no such certificate shall be given 
to a member of a suspended or expelled Lodge, unless ordered by special 
vote of the Grand Lodge. 

Sec. 4. Any Lodge or member who shall be concerned in organ- 
izing, or who shall countenance or support, or who shall knowingly 
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visit any Lodge in the State of Illinois, purporting to be Odd-Fellows, 
and not possessing a legal, unreclaimed and valid charter, duly granted 
and presented or confirmed by this Grand Lodge, shall be deemed 
unworthy of fellowship; and such member, upon satisfactory proof, 
shall be suspended or expelled at the option of the Lodge of which 
he or she is a member; and any member so suspended or expelled 
shall not be reinstated unless the Grand Lodge assent thereto; nor 
shall any person who has been in membership in any spurious or 
illegal Lodge be received into any regular Lodge without the consent 
of the Grand Lodge. 

Sec. 5. Subordinate and Rebekah Lodges shall punish their mem- 
bers who may be guilty of immoral conduct; and after charges have 
been preferred for immoral conduct, and sustained, they shall award 
such punishment as is provided therefor in their Constitution and 
By-Laws, or as the rules, usages and laws of the Order demand; in 
default of which, the Lodge neglecting or refusing to award punish- 
ment shall be liable to forfeit its charter. 

Sec. 6. Every Subordinate and Rebekah Lodge shall have a suit- 
able seal (a proof-impression of which shall be deposited with the 
Grand Secretary) ; and all of its official communications shall be sealed 
therewith. 

Sec. 7. No Subordinate or Rebekah Lodge shall appear in pro- 
cession in regalia, except to attend the funeral of a member of the 
Order, or to celebrate the anniversary day of the Order, April 26th, 
without first having- obtained permission so to do in the manner pre- 
scribed by law. 

Sec. 8. The following shall be the form of certificate of a repre- 


sentative to the Grand Lodge: 

Lodge, No I.O.O.F. 

To the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois , I.O.O.F.: 

This is to certify that , Past Grand, has 

been duly elected representative of this Lodge in your Grand Body 
for two years. 


(L. S.) In testimony whereof, we hereunto affix our hands 

and the seal of our Lodge, this 

day of 190. . .

Sec. 9. Clause 1. The Representatives to this Grand Lodge shall 
be elected and hold office for two years, one-half of them being chosen 
each year; Provided , that said representatives shall not be entitled 
to mileage and per diem if the semi-annual reports and tax of their 
Lodges have not been received by the Grand Secretary prior to the 
first day of November. 
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Clause 2. Each Subordinate Lodge shall, on the night of and ini* 
mediately after the installation of officers, in April, biennially, from 
among the qualified Past Grands in membership in the Lodge, elect 
by ballot, and in the same manner as prescribed for the election of 
officers, one representative to this Grand Lodge; Provided, that when 
a public installation is had, the election may be at the next regular 
meeting thereafter. 

Clause 3. Immediately after the election of representative, each 
Lodge, by its officers, shall execute the proper certificate as set forth in 
the preceding section, in duplicate; one copy of which shall be for- 
warded without delay, by mail, directed to the Grand Secretary; the 
other copy shall be delivered to the representative-elect. 

Clause 4. When a vacancy arises in the representation of a 
Lodge, from any cause, the Lodge may, in its discretion, fill the same; 
but the election for filling such vacancy shall not take place until the 
next regular meeting after the decision to fill the vacancy has been 
made; Provided . however , that when, on account of such delay of 
one week, there will not be sufficient or reasonable time allowed to the 
representative-elect to prepare to attend the next ensuing session of 
the Grand Lodge and to travel thereto, the Lodge may fill the vacancy 
forthwith. 

Clause 5. The representatives shall be divided into two classes — 
the first class being those that represent odd-numbered Lodges, and 
the second class those that represent even-numbered Lodges. The 
first class shall be elected biennially in odd-numbered years, and the 
second class biennially in even-numbered years. 

Sec. 10. No Lodge-room of any Subordinate or Rebekah Lodge 
under the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge shall be established, and 
no meetings of any Lodge shall he holden, in a tavern or hotel, under 
penalty of forfeiture of tlieir charter, without express permission of 
this Grand Lodge or the Grand Master. 

Sec. 11. No Subordinate Lodge in this State shall admit to mem- 
bership, either by initiation or deposit of card, any person residing 
nearer another Lodge working in the same language, without the 
consent of such Lodge having been first obtained in writing, and the 
payment to such Lodge of the amount of fees for initiation and degrees 
charged by the Lodge receiving such member; Provided , however, the 
Lodge giving such consent in writing may, also in writing, if it so 
desires, waive the payment to it of the above-named fees for initiation 
and degrees; Provided , that in a city or village in which there are two 
or more Lodges, they shall have concurrent jurisdiction. 
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ARTICLE III. — Amendments. 

These By-Laws shall not be amended unless the section proposed 
to be amended shall be submitted to the Grand Lodge in writing as it 
would read if amended as proposed. The proposed amendment shall 
be read twice at length, and on the second reading may be put upon 
its passage; when, if it shall receive a number of votes equal to a 
majority of all the representatives elected to the Grand Lodge, it shall 
be considered adopted. A proposition to repeal a section or other part 
of the By-Laws shall be made in writing and shall set forth in full 
the section or other part proposed to be repealed, which proposition 
shall be read twice at length, and on its second reading may be put 
upon its passage. If it shall receive a number of votes equal to a 
majority of all the representatives elected to the Grand Lodge, it shall 
be considered adopted. 
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ORDER OF BUSINESS AND RULES OF ORDER OF THE 
GRAND LODGE OF ILLINOIS. 

ARTICLE I. — Order of Business. 

1. The presiding officer taking the chair calls the Lodge to order, 
and at the sound of the gavel there shall be general silence. 

2. The brethren being clothed in proper regalia, and officers and 
members being at their respective stations, the presence of a quorum 
is ascertained, when the Grand Master calls up the Lodge, and fol- 
lows this Order of Business: 

First. — Prayer by the Grand Chaplain. 

Second. — Proclamation by the Deputy Grand Master of the opening 
of the Grand Lodge. 

Third. — Minutes read and approved. 

Fourth. — Report of Committee on Credentials. 

Fifth. — New members admitted and instructed. 

Sixth. — Petitions read and referred. 

Seventh. — Communications read. 

Eighth. — Financial accounts read and referred. 

Ninth. — Appeals read and referred. 

Tenth. — Reports of Standing Committees, in the following order: 

1. Committee on the State of the Order. 

2. Committee on Legislation. 

3. Committee on Finance. 

4. Committee on Rebekah Degree. 

5. Committee on Mileage and Per Diem. 

6. Committee on Railroads. 

7. Committee on Printing. 

8. Committee on Judiciary and Appeals. 

Eleventh. — Reports of Special Committees, by seniority. 

Twelfth. — Unfinished business, by priority. 

Thirteenth. — New business. 

3. The reports of the Committee on Credentials are privileged 
to take priority to all other business, until disposed of, but the reports 
of all other committees, after having been submitted, shall take their 
place in order among the unfinished business. 

4. The Order of Business, as here arranged, may at any time, 
for an occasion, be changed or dispensed with by a two-thirds vote 
of the Lodge. 
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ARTICLE II. — Decorum. 

1. During the continuance of the meeting, the most decorous 
silence must be observed. 

2. No member shall interrupt the business of the Grand Lodge, 
or refuse to obey the Chair. 

3. Each officer and member shall be designated, in debate or 
otherwise, by his office or title in the Order. 

4. No member shall be permitted to speak unless clothed in 
proper regalia. 


ARTICLE III. — Of the Chair. 

The Grand Master, while presiding, shall state every question 
coming before the Grand Lodge, and immediately before putting it to 
vote he shall ask: “Is the Grand Lodge ready for the question?” 
Should no member rise to speak, the Grand Master-, shall rise to take 
the vote, and after he has risen no member shall be permitted to 
speak upon the question. The Grand Master shall pronounce the 
votes and decisions of the Grand Lodge on all subjects. His decisions 
on questions of order shall be without debate, unless, entertaining 
doubts on the point, he invite it; and he shall have the privilege 
of speaking only on such questions from the chair. When his decision 
has been appealed from, the question shall be put thus: “Will the 
Grand Lodge stand by the Chair in its decision?” 

ARTICLE IV.— Of Debate. 

1. Every member, when he speaks or offers a motion, shall be 
standing, and shall respectfully address the Chair. While speaking he 
shall confine himself to the question under debate, avoiding all per- 
sonality and indecorous language. 

2. Should two or more members rise to speak at the same time, 
the Chair shall decide which shall be entitled to the floor. 

3. No member shall disturb another in his speech, unless to call 
him to order for words spoken. 

4. If a member, while speaking, shall be called to order, at the 
request of the Chair he shall cease speaking and take his seat until 
the question of order is determined, when, if permitted, he may again 
proceed. 

5. No member shall speak more than once on the same ques- 
tion until all the members wishing to speak shall have had an oppor- 
tunity to do so, nor more than twice without permission from the 
Chair; but no member shall have the privilege of speaking more than 
once on a question of order after appeal from the decision of the 
Chair. 
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ARTICLE V. — Of Questions and Votes. 

1. When any communication, petition or memorial is presented, 
before it is read or any vote taken on it, a brief statement of its con- 
tents shall be made by the introducer or the Chair, and after it has 
been read, a brief notice of the purport shall be entered on the Journal. 

2. A motion shall not be subject to action until stated by the 
Chair, and at the desire of any member it shall be reduced to writing. 

3. When a blank is to be filled, the question shall be taken first 
upon the highest sum or number and the longest or latest time pro- 
posed. 

4. Any member may call for a division of a question when the* 
sense will admit of it. 

5. When a question is before the Grand Lodge no motion shall be 
received, unless (1) to fix the time to which to adjourn; (2) to ad- 
journ; (3) for the orders of the day; (4) to lay on the table; (5) for 
the previous question; (G) to postpone to a certain time; (7) to 
commit; (8) to amend; (9) to postpone indefinitely; which motions 
shall have precedence in the order herein arranged, and the first five 
shall be decided without debate. 

6. After any question, except one of indefinite postponement, 
has been decided, any two members who voted in the majority may, 
at the same or next succeeding meeting, move for a reconsideration 
thereof. 

7. The previous question can be called for by two members, if 
seconded by a majority, and shall be put in this form: 

“ Shall the main question "be now put?" If carried, the question 
shall first be taken upon pending amendments and then upon the main 
question. 


ARTICLE VI. — Of Committees* Reports. 

1. Every report of a committee shall be addressed to the Grand 
Lodge by its appropriate style and title (but the committee may omit 
The words “of the Independent Order of Odd-Fellows”), and shall be 
signed by the committee. 

2. A report of the minority of a committee shall not be received 
or entertained until after that of the majority shall have been pre- 
sented and accepted. 

3. No report of a committee shall be considered at the same 
meeting of the session at which it may have been presented, unless, 
by general consent or upon vote taken, two-thirds of the members 
voting agree to consider the report at the time of its presentation. 
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4. Every report of a committee shall be complete and intelligible 
in itself. If it refers to portions of the Reports of the Grand Officers, 
it shall clearly designate such portions; if it refers to any Code, Digest, 
Constitution or By-Laws, it shall refer by number of Section and 
Article; if it recommends the adoption of any resolution, it shall 
recite the resolution in full as recommended for adoption; if it rec- 
ommends that a resolution be not adopted, it shall name the mover 
thereof, and give the purport thereof or all of it. The Grand Secretary 
shall aid in enforcing this rule, by returning to the committee which 
made it any report which does not conform to this rule; and he shall 
not read to the Grand Lodge any such irregular report. 

ARTICLE VII. — -Amendments. 

1. These rules may be amended, altered or rescinded by a vote 
of two-thirds of the members voting. 

2. In the absence of any special rule of this Grand Body, Robert’s 
Rules of Order shall govern as to all questions of parliamentary 
practice. 
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CONSTITUTION FOR SUBORDINATE LODGES 

ARTICLE I. — Title, Meetings. 

Section 1. This Lodge shall be constituted by at least five mem- 
bers, including one qualified to preside at its meetings, and shall be 

hailed and entitled Lodge, No 

I.O.O.F., in the State of Illinois. 

Sec. 2. This Lodge shall hold regular weekly meetings, except 
when specially otherwise allowed by the Grand Lodge of Illinois. Five 
members, including one qualified to preside, shall constitute a quorum. 

Sec. 3. Special meetings shall be called by the Noble Grand on 
the written request of five members, or by order of the Lodge at any 
regular meeting, and the Noble Grand may call a special meeting at 
his own discretion. A special meeting shall not transact any busi- 
ness other than that specified in the call. 

ARTICLE II. — Membership. 

Section 1. A candidate for membership by initiation shall be a 
believer in a Supreme Being, Creator and Preserver of the Universe. 
He shall not be a saloon-keeper, bar tender, or professional gambler, 
nor under twenty-one years of age at the time of initiation. He shall 
be a free white male person, shall have resided within the jurisdiction 
ot this Lodge at least six months previous to his application for mem- 
bership, or have been so long personally known to brothers of the 
Order, who recommend him. 

Sec. 2. A candidate for membership by deposit of card shall be 
in possession of an unexpired Withdrawal Card, a Visiting Card or 
Official Certificate in force, and the A. T. P. W. He shall also be a 
resident within the jurisdiction of this Lodge, unless jurisdiction has 
been waived by proper authority. 

Sec. 3. A candidate for membership as an Ancient Odd-Fellow 
shall have an expired Withdrawal Card, a Dismissal Certificate, or 
other satisfactory evidence of having legallv terminated his member- 
ship; and he shall be a resident as provided in Section 2 of this Article. 
He shall not be a saloon-keeper, bartender or professional gambler. 

Sec. 4. A candidate for non-beneficial membership shall have 
held membership in the Order for at least five consecutive years, be 
over fifty years of age, and be otherwise qualified as provided for in 
Section 2 or 3 of this Article. 
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See. 5. An application for membership shall be in the following 
form, to wit: 

To the Officers and Members of Lodge , No , 

J.O.O.F . , working under the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of the 

State of Illinois of the Independent Order of Odd-Felloics : 

I respectfully request admission into this Lodge 

(here insert whether “by initiation/’ or “by deposit of card,” or “as 
an Ancient Odd-Fellow,” or “as a non-beneficial member”), and, in 
consideration of such admission, I promise and agree that, if elected, 
I will conform to the Constitution and By-Laws of your Lodge and 
those of the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois, and that I will 
seek my remedy for all rights on account of said membership or 
connection therewith in the tribunals of the Order only, without re- 
sorting for their enforcement, in any event or for any purpose, to 
the civil courts. I am not, in violation of the I. O. O. F. laws, a 

saloon-keeper, bar tender, or professional gambler. My age is 

years, my occupation is my residence is , 

and I refer to and 

Which shall be signed by the applicant and witnessed by two 
members of the Lodge to which the application is directed. The ap- 
plication shall be presented to the Lodge at a regular meeting thereof, 
by a member, and shall be entered in substance on the records and 
referred to a special committee for investigation, who may, if they all 
join therein, report at the first regular meeting thereafter, and not be- 
fore, except by dispensation of the Lodge Deputy Grand Master; other- 
wise, unless further time is granted, they shall report at the second 
regular meeting thereafter. 

Sec. G. When the report of the investigating committee has been 
submitted to the Lodge, the ballot shall be held as required by law, 
after which the box shall be passed by the Warden to the Vice Grand, 
who shall examine the ballot and inform the Noble Grand whether the 
ballot is favorable or unfavorable; the Warden shall then pass the 
box to the Noble Grand, who shall inspect the ballot and announce the 
result, merely stating that the candidate is elected or rejected. If 
not more than two black balls appear, the candidate shall be elected; 
but if three or more appear, he shall be rejected. A favorable bal- 
lot shall entitle the applicant to receive any degree or degrees of the 
Subordinate Lodge not previously attained, without further ballot, 
unless written objection, together with the reasons for such objection, 
signed by at least two members of the Lodge, shall be filed with the 
Noble Grand prior to the conferring of the same; in which case the 
Noble Grand shall announce the fact to the Lodge, together with the 
reasons so given; whereupo'n the brother against whom such objection 
shall have been made, after having received due notice of such objec- 
tion and the reasons given, shall, if he so desires, have a hearing upon 
such objection and reasons, provided such brother shall, within sixty 
days after receiving such notice of said objection and reasons, notify 
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his Lodge in writing of his wish to have such hearing; which hearing 
shall be had upon such objection and reasons in the same manner, and 
with like effect, as is by law provided for the trial of an accused 
brother; and if the majority of the members of said Lodge present at 
such hearing shall, by vote or ballot, determine that the brother is en- 
titled to receive any degree or degrees of the Subordinate Lodge, then 
such degree or degrees shall be conferred upon the brother. 

Sec. 7. A proposition for membership may be withdrawn, without 
the consent of the Lodge, at any time before the report of the Investi- 
gating Committee thereon is read to the Lodge, but not subsequently. 
With the consent of the Lodge, it may be withdrawn at any time be- 
fore the balloting thereon. The admission fee shall be returned if the 
application is refused or withdrawn; but if the candidate shall be 
elected and fail to appear for admission within six weeks (except for 
cause adjudged sufficient), the election shall be void, and the deposit 
may be forfeited to the Lodge. 

Sec. S. When a candidate for membership by initiation has been 
rejected, notice thereof shall be sent without delay to all Lodges in the 
same place; and he cannot again be proposed in any Lodge until six 
months have elapsed. A proposition for membership otherwise than 
by initiation may be -renewed at any time. 

Sec. 9. Any member of a Subordinate Lodge holding a Visiting 
Card or an Official Certificate in force shall have the privilege of 
applying for membership in this Lodge without having obtained a 
Withdrawal Card from the Lodge in which membership is held, and 
may be elected to membership in this Lodge; but such candidate shall 
not be entitled to full membership, or have any of the privileges of a 
member of this Lodge, until a Withdrawal’ Card from the Lodge in 
which previous membership was held is deposited with this Lodge, nor 
until the payment of the admission fee required by the By-Laws of 
this Lodge, and signing the Constitution. 

ARTICLE III. — Officers. 

Section 1. The elective officers of the Lodge shall be a Noble 
Grand, a Vice Grand, a Secretary (who shall be known as “Recording 
Secretary” if a Financial Secretary is chosen), and a Treasurer, and, 
when deemed necessary, a Financial Secretary. 

Sec. 2. The appointed officers shall be a Warden, a Conductor, an 
Outside Guardian, an Inside Guardian, a Right and a Left Supporter to 
the Noble Grand, a Right and a Left Supporter to the Vice Grand, a 
Right and a Left Scene Supporter, and a Chaplain. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the Noble Grand to preside in the 
Lodge, and enforce a due observance of the Constitution and laws; to 
see that all the officers of the Lodge and members of committees per- 
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form their respective duties; to appoint all (appointive) officers, except 
the Supporters of the Vice Grand; to appoint the majority of all com- 
mittees not otherwise piovided for; to give the casting vote, only, on 
all matters or questions before the Lodge, except that he shall be en- 
titled to vote in all ballots. He shall inspect and announce the result 
of all votes by the Lodge, have charge of the charter, which he must 
always have in the Lodge while in session; draw upon the Treasurer 
for all sums that have been voted by the Lodge, and none other. He 
shall convene special meetings at his own discretion, or as directed in 
Article I, Section 3, of this Constitution, and perform such other duties 
as appertain to his office. He shall not make or second any motion, 
neither shall he take part in any debate while in the chair. 

Sec. 4. The Vice Grand shall assist the Noble Grand in presiding 
in the Lodge. He shall appoint his own supporters, and the minority 
of all committees not otherwise provided for. He shall have special 
charge of the door, under the Noble Grand. In the absence of the 
Noble Grand he shall preside, discharging all the duties of Nobl° 
Grand, and perform all other duties required by the charges and usag° 
of the Order. 

Sec. 5. The Secretary shall keep an accurate record of the proceed- 
ings of the Lodge. He shall write all communications, fill up all cer- 
tificates and cards granted by the Lodge, issue all summonses or no- 
tices required, attest to all moneys ordered paid at regular meetings, 
and none other. He shall make out at the end of his term the Semi- 
Annual Reports required by Article XI, of this Constitution. He shall 
also, at the close of his term, make out a report for the Lodge, show- 
ing fully its work and condition during the term. He shall perform 
the duties of Financial Secretary, if none be chosen. He may receive 
such compensation as the Lodge may have fixed prior to his election. 
He shall also keep a list of all warrants drawn on the Treasurer, re- 
cording the date, amount, and the name of the person in whose favor 
drawn; and if the warrant be payable from any special fund, that fa^t 
shall appear both on the warrant and on the list. He shall also keep a 
register of membership, enrolling the names of members of the Lodge, 
with date of proposal, election, initiation (or signing the Constitution 
upon admission by card or dismissal certificate), resignation, with- 
drawal by card, death, suspension, reinstatement, or expulsion; also 
recording the conferring of degrees and attainment of official rank. 
He shall be known as Recording Secretary if a Financial Secretary 
shall be elected. 

Sec. t>. The Financial Secretary (if any be had) shall be chosen 
at the election in March. He shall keep the accounts between the 
Lodge and its members. He shall pay over to the Treasurer immedi- 
ately all moneys received by him, and shall inform the Treasurer from 
time to time, or- at the last payment in each term, how much of the 
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money paid to him belongs to any special fund of the Lodge. He shall 
notify in writing all members who are at any time in arrears for 
eleven months’ dues, delivering the notice in person, if practicable, but 
if not, then mailing it to the member’s last known address, and at 
the expiration of the next succeeding month, if said member’s account 
is not settled, in whole or in part, sufficient to reduce his arrears to 
less than one full year’s dues, he shall present the name of such mem- 
ber to the Lodge. Prior to the last meeting in March, June, September 
and December, respectively, he shall notify all members who are in ar- 
rears for one quarter’s dues. He shall, at the close of each term, make 
to the Lodge a detailed report of the business of his office, and have 
his books written up for the Finance Committee, 'whom he shall meet 
prior to the first meeting in the next succeeding term, to exhibit his 
books and papers, and to aid them in the examination thereof; and at 
the first regular meeting of the new term he shall present his report 
to the Lodge, with a statement of the balance of account of each un- 
suspended member. He shall make out the Annual Report to the Grand 
Lodge, as required by Article XI., and shall deliver it to the Recording 
Secretary for record and for forwarding to the Grand Lodge. He shall 
receive such compensation as the Lodge may have fixed prior to his 
election. He shall give bond as is provided for the Treasurer in the 
following section. 

Sec. 7. The Treasurer shall be elected annually at the election in 
March, and prior to his installation in office he shall give a joint and 
several bond to the Trustees of the Lodge, with two sureties to be ap- 
proved by the Lodge, with such penalties and conditions as from time 
to time may be prescribed by the Lodge. 

Provided, That, in lieu of the bond above mentioned, the Treas- 
urer, at the option of the Lodge, may furnish a bond signed by some 
surety or guaranty company licensed by the State of Illinois, and that 
is engaged in the business of furnishing indemnity bonds, the expense 
of such bond to be defrayed by the Lodge. 

Such bond, before being presented to the Lodge, must have been 
submitted to and approved by a majority of the Trustees. He shall 
keep the funds, notes and securities of the Lodge; pay all orders drawn 
on him by the Noble Grand and attested by the Secretary, and none 
other; keep a full account of all moneys expended, and give the Lodge, 
at the first meeting in each month, a statement of its funds. He shall 
keep a separate account of any special fund instituted by the Lodge, 
and report to the Financial Secretary, at or before the last meeting 
in each term, and money received by him as interest or dividends on 
any notes, securities or stocks held by him. He shall make for the 
Lodge, at the close of his term, a full report of his receipts and dis- 
bursements, and have his books written up for the Finance Commit- 
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tee, whom he shall meet prior to the first meeting in the next succeed- 
ing term, to exhibit his books, papers, securities, bonds, funds and other 
property in his possession; and at the first regular meeting of the next 
term he shall present his report to the Lodge. He shall pay over and 
deliver up, when legally called upon, all moneys, bonds, books, papers, 
and other property in his possession or under his control, belonging to 
the Lodge, to his successor in office, or to such person as the Lodge 
may appoint to receive the same. 

Sec. S. It shall be the duty of the Junior Past Grand of this Lodge 
to act in the capacity of Past Grand, and to deliver the charge of that 
office to candidates. Any Past Grand may act as Noble Grand or Vice 
Grand when legally called thereto. 

Sec. 9. All other officers (that is, all others than those enumerated 
in previous sections of the Constitution) shall perform such duties as 
are prescribed for them by the regulations and charges of their offices 
and the By-Laws of the Lodge. 

ARTICLE IV. — -Standing Committees. 

Section 1. The Standing Committees of this Lodge shall be a 
Committee of Trustees, a Visiting Committee, a Finance Committee, 
and such others as may be created by the By-Laws. 

Sec. 2. Five Trustees shall annually be chosen by ballot at the 
regular election in March, and a plurality of votes shall elect. The 
term of office of Trustees shall begin on April first following their 
election, after having qualified as hereinbelow provided, and shall hold 
their office until their successors shall have been elected and qualified 
by filing certificate of election as herein provided. It shall be the duty 
of the Recording Secretary, within one week after said election, to file 
with the County Recorder of the County where such Lodge is located, a 
certificate of the election of said Trustees, such certificate setting 
forth also that the term of office of said Trustees begins on April the 
first following. It shall be the duty of the said newly elected Trustees, 
when qualified as above, to approve the bonds of the newly elected offi- 
cers; also to act as an Executive Committee of the Lodge in carrying 
out all acts not otherwise provided for; to procure Lodge room, fuel, 
lights, regalia, and all things necessary for the comfort of the Lodge, 
under its direction. They shall have the guardianship of all widows 
and orphans of the Lodge, and carry out all provisions of the Lodge in 
relation to them; and shall from time to time recommend such action 
as they may deem necessary for the prosperity of the Lodge; they shall 
present to the Lodge at the close of their term of office a written report 
of their proceedings. 

Sec. 3. The Visiting Committee shall consist of at least three 
members, one of whom shall be the Noble Grand. They shall keep 
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themselves informed at all times as to the condition of a brother who 
has been reported sick; they shall report to the Lodge what benefits he 
is entitled to; and they shall provide for his care and watch, as his 
case may require and the laws of the Order permit. If a member of 
another Lodge be sick and apply to this Lodge for relief, his case shall 
be referred to the Visiting Committee as if he w’ere a member of this 
Lodge; and if he be entitled to receive benefits from his own Lodge, 
this Lodge shall advance the sum thus due him, and forward an ac- 
count of the same to his Lodge without delay. The Lodge may, by by- 
law, add to the number of this committee and prescribe more specific 
details of their duty; Provided that, in cities or towns having more 
than two lodges, the Visiting Committees of the different Lodges may, 
if they see fit, appoint one of their number to act with a like number 
from the other Lodges in the town or city as a special Visiting Com- 
mittee, whose duty it shall be the care of traveling or sojourning broth- 
ers who may be sick or disabled in the town or city where such Lodges 
exist. 

Sec. 4. The Finance Committee shall consist of three members, 
to be appointed by the Noble Grand on the night of his installation. 
They shall audit and inspect the accounts, books, securities, bonds, 
funds, and other property in the hands of the Treasurer, and the books 
and reports of the Secretaries, and other officers and committees 
charged with the receipt and expenditure of money. For this purpose 
they shall fix a time and place to meet the Secretaries and Treasurer, 
after the last regular meeting in each semi-annual term, and shall re- 
port in waiting at the first regular meeting in the next term. They 
shall also examine all other financial matters referred to them, and 
report thereon to the Lodge as soon as practicable. Neither the Treas- 
urer, the Secretary, the Financial Secretary, nor any member of the 
Board of Trustees, shall be a member of the Finance Committee. 

ARTICLE V. — Elections, Etc. 

Section 1. No brother shall be eligible to the chair of the Noble 
Grand unless he has served a regular term as Vice Grand; nor shall 
any brother be eligible as Vice Grand unless he has served one term in 
some inferior office. But if all qualified members present refuse to 
accept the office of Noble Grand or Vice Grand, a Third Degree mem- 
ber may, under dispensation from the Lodge Deputy, be elected to 
either of said offices without previous service. 

Sec. 2. All elective and appointed officers must have the Scarlet 
Degree before they are installed. 

Sec. 3. Nominations for elective officers may be made at the regu- 
lar meeting next preceding the night of election, and on the night of 
election immediately previous to the election for each office. 
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Sec. 4. The elective officers, except the Treasurer and Financial 
Secretary, shall be chosen at the first regular meetings in March and 
September, and shall hold their respective offices for six months and 
until the next regular installation of officers. They shall be installed 
at the first meetings in April and October. The Treasurer and the 
Financial Secretary (if there be one) shall be elected in March, and 
shall be installed at the first meeting in April, and both shall serve for 
one year. If a public installation of officers be had, it may be at 
another time than that specified above, but not prior to the first meet- 
ing in April and October. 

Sec. 5. The election of officers shall be by ballot, except in cases 
where there is but one candidate for an office, when the election may 
be by acclamation. A majority of all votes cast shall be necessary to 
an election. Ballots for persons not properly in nomination shall be 
considered blanks; and blanks shall be counted as votes. When there 
are several candidates, and there is no choice, at each successive ballot- 
ing the name of the candidate having the smallest number of votes in 
the preceding ballot shall be dropped from the nomination. 

Sec. 6. If any officer shall be absent for three consecutive meet- 
ings, except for personal sickness, his office may be declared vacant by 
vote of the Lodge, if he is an elective officer, but by the officer who 
appointed him, if he is an appointed officer. All vacancies shall be filled 
in the manner of the former selection, to serve the residue of the term; 
and the officer so serving shall be entitled to the full honors of the 
office. 


ARTICLE VI. — Degrees. 

Section 1. No degree shall be conferred upon a candidate until, by 
examination in open Lodge, he shall have been found proficient in the 
highest degree he shall have attained, i. e., in possession of the un- 
written work thereof, so as to give an intelligent explanation of its 
uses, and, as near as may be, in the language of said work; Provided , 
however , that when urgent necessity is shown, and a dispensation 
therefor shall have been granted by the Lodge Deputy Grand Master, 
such examination may be dispensed with. The dispensation may also 
permit the conferring of more than one degree at the same meeting. 

Sec. 2. A member desiring to receive any degree or degrees shall 
pay to the Secretary of the Lodge the fee or fees therefor, who shall, 
under the proper order of business, make known his desire to the 
Lodge, at a regular meeting thereof, stating which degree or degrees 
are desired; whereupon (the candidate being in waiting), the Lodge 
shall be opened in the highest degree the candidate has attained, when 
he shall be admitted and examined by the Noble Grand, or other 
brother under his direction, as to his proficiency, as required in the 
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preceding section; after which (the candidate having retired), the 
Noble Grand shall raise the Lodge to the Third Degree and put the 
question as to his proficiency to a vote of the Lodge; and if a majority 
declare him proficient, the degree shall be conferred upon him, but if 
declared not proficient, it shall not be conferred until, upon further 
examination, he shall be declared proficient. The conferring of degrees 
may be done at special meetings called for that purpose. 

Sec. 3. A member of this Lodge who shall have paid the fee or 
fees for any of the degrees may, upon application, receive a certificate 
requesting any Lodge to which it may be presented to confer upon him 
the degree or degrees therein specified. 


ARTICLE VII. — Dropping, Trials and Penalties. 

Section 1. Any member who shall become in arrears for the dues 
and assessments accruing against him during the period of one full 
year shall, after twenty days’ written notice from the Financial Sec- 
retary, delivered to him in person, if possible, otherwise mailed to his 
last known address, be declared by the Noble Grand dropped from 
membership, unless the Lodge shall otherwise direct, or unless, in the 
meantime, he shall have paid dues so as to reduce the time of arrear- 
age to less than one full year: Provided, however , that a member sixty 
years or more of age, who has been a contributing member of the Order 
for twenty-five consecutive years, who shall become in arrears for dues 
and assessments during a full year, shall not be dropped by virtue of 
such arrearage, but he may be placed upon the list of “non-contribut- 
ing members.” If so placed, he shall thereafter be known as a “non- 
contributing member”; he shall be entitled to receive all passwords 
and fellowship of Subordinate Lodges; and, upon payment of the cost 
to the Lodge, he shall be entitled to receive the special visiting card 
provided by the Sovereign Grand Lodge for non-contributing members. 
This Lodge shall be exempt from the payment of per capita tax to the 
Grand Lodge upon all such non-contributing members. 

Sec. 2. If any member of this Lodge shall be found guilty of con- 
duct contrary to the laws of the Order, or in violation of its principles 
as set forth in its lectures, charges and obligations, or shall be found 
guilty of any dishonest or immoral act or practice, injurious to him- 
self, his family, or to society, or by which the Order may be scandal- 
ized, he shall be subjected to such penalty as the laws of this jurisdic- 
tion or the discretion of the Lodge may prescribe. 

Sec. ?>. If any member of this Lodge shall have reason to believe 
that any other has been guilty of conduct unbecoming an Odd-Fellow, 
as shown in the preceding section, it shall be his duty immediately 
to give notice of such violation or offense, in writing, to the Noble 
Grand. The Noble Grand shall forthwith refer a copy of such written 
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communication, concealing the name of the informant, to a special 
committee of three members; which committee shall proceed, without 
delay, to investigate the matter therein stated; and if, in their opin- 
ion, there is just ground therefor, they shall, as early as practicable, 
prefer a charge, or charges, against the member so accused, specifying 
therein the particular matter of offense with which he is charged; and 
the committee shall have charge of the prosecution on the part of the 
Lodge. 

Sec. 4. Any other Lodge in this jurisdiction, or a member of any 
other Lodge, if his own Lodge will forward his complaint attesting his 
good standing, or a member of this Lodge, may prefer an open com- 
plaint or information against any member of this Lodge; and such 
complaint shall be treated as complaints or informations mentioned in 
Section 3 of this Article; but the complaint shall be read in open 
Lodge and the committee thereon there appointed. 

Sec. 5. Whenever a charge, or charges, are preferred against a 
member, they shall be read in open Lodge, at a regular meeting. The 
Secretary shall immediately furnish a copy thereof, under seal of the 
Lodge, to the member so accused, and at the same time cite said mem- 
ber to appear before the Lodge at the second regular meeting there- 
after and plead guilty or not guilty to each charge and specification; 
and if he pleads not guilty, then the Noble Grand shall appoint a com- 
petent member of the Lodge as a commissioner or committee of one to 
take the evidence, both for the Lodge and the accused, in deposition 
form, by writing down both the questions and answers in full, and 
that the said commissioner to take evidence shall be first obligated by 
the Noble Grand to perform such duty, and he shall be authorized to 
obligate witnesses who may be members of the Order, and cause such 
witnesses who may not be members of the Order to be obligated by a 
proper officer authorized to administer oaths. Said commissioner shall 
have power to pass upon the competency of evidence, and if objections 
are made to his ruling, he shall note said objection, together with the 
question and answer, in the depositions. If the accused appears when 
cited and pleads not guilty, the case shall be continued two weeks from 
the night the citation is, returnable, to give each side an opportunity 
to have the Secretary cite their witnesses to appear before the com- 
missioner. The commissioner shall have power to continue the taking 
of said evidence from day to day, and when the evidence is all taken, 
said commissioner shall report the same to the Noble Grand over his 
certificate. The Noble Grand shall rule as to whether said evidence 
objected to before the commissioner shall be read to the Lodge, and 
for the purpose of passing upon the same, he shall, not later than 
three days before the fourth regular meeting of the Lodge, at a time 
and place selected by him, after notifying the committee of the Lodge 
having the prosecution in charge, and the accused or his attorney, in 
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writing, of such time and place, hear both the prosecution and de- 
fense before passing upon the objected evidence. The Noble Grand, 
after hearing both sides, shall mark upon the depositions, at the place 
where the objected evidence may appear, either the word overruled or 
sustained, as the case may be, and the evidence read to the Lodge shall 
be only that which the Noble Grand has overruled the objections 
thereto. 

Sec. 6. If personal service of a copy of the charges and citation 
cannot be had on an accused member, by reason of his permanent ab- 
sence, ^concealment, or because of his absconding, the Lodge may reg- 
ularly proceed with the trial upon proof of the fact that such personal 
service is rendered impracticable, and that a copy of the charges and 
citation has been deposited in the post office, postpaid, directed to his 
last known postoffice address, and that a like copy of the charges and 
citation shall have been left at his last known place of residence, if the 
same be within the jurisdiction of the Lodge; Provided , such papers 
shall be deemed to have been served upon the accused only from the 
date when the constructive service above described v is complete. The 
Noble Grand shall appoint counsel to defend him, if none appear for 
him. 


Sec. 7. The Lodge, at said fourth regular meeting, or at such 
other time as may then be fixed, shall open in the highest degree which 
the accused has attained, if he be not of the Third Degree, and shall 
listen to the reading of the evidence taken by the commissioner, both 
for the Lodge and the accused. The accused shall be heard in his own 
behalf in person or by counsel, and the committee appointed to prose- 
cute on behalf of the Lodge shall have the right to also address the 
Lodge. The Lodge shall then proceed to vote upon the charge or 
charges preferred; but no member shall be entitled to vote unless he 
were present during the whole of the reading of the testimony and of 
the arguments thereon. If the charges be sustained, in whole or in 
part, by a vote of two-thirds of the members entitled to vote on the 
question, the accused shall retire to the ante-room. The Secretary 
shall then read to the Lodge the charge or charges, or part or parts 
thereof, that have been sustained, when the Noble Grand, without 
motion, shall proceed to put to vote the highest order of punishment — 
expulsion; and if that be not agreed to, he shall put the next — suspen- 
sion; and shall so proceed until some order of punishment is agreed 
to by a vote of two-thirds of the members present. One penalty only 
shall be inflicted as the result of one trial. 

Sec. 8. Whenever the Lodge shall determine upon suspension, a 
motion may be made to fix the time, and two amendments may be 
offered thereto, which shall be decided without debate. The Noble 
Grand shall put them to vote, commencing with the longest period of 
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time therein named; and if all of them be rejected, a second motion 
may be made, and two amendments permitted thereto, which shall be 
put to vote in a like manner; and the Lodge shall so proceed until 
some period of suspension is agreed to. But suspension of member- 
ship shall work no suspension of dues and arrearages, but they shall 
run on during the time of suspension. If the Lodge shall decide to 
punish by fine, the same course shall be adopted in determining the 
amount thereof as is above provided in fixing the time of suspension; 
and in either case, of fixing the time of suspension or amount of fine, 
the majority of the members present shall decide the period of time or 
amount. But no suspension shall be shorter than eight days, nor 
longer than one year. 

Sec. 9. When the misconduct is confessed by the accused brother, 
the Lodge to which such case is referred may proceed to vote upon 
his punishment without the formula of a trial. 

Sec. 10. The only legal penalties for misconduct are fine, repri- 
mand, suspension, and expulsion. Fine is not allowed as penalty for 
violation of the principles of the Order. 

Sec. 11. The penalty for intoxication is reprimand for the first 
offense, suspension for the second, and expulsion for the third; and no 
other penalties are legal. Provided , the penalty upon the conviction 
of a brother who has been expelled for intoxication, has been rein- 
stated, and shall again be found guilty of intoxication, shall be sus- 
pension for not less than three months, and for the next conviction for 
a like offense he shall be again expelled; and provided further . that if 
a Representative attending a session of the Grand Lodge shall be found 
guilty of intoxication at such session, the penalty shall be expul- 
sion. 

Sec. 12. — When a definite penalty is fixed by law for any offense, a 
brother convicted thereof is sentenced without further vote; if alter- 
natives are fixed, the Lodge chooses one of them by vote. 

Sec. 13. If any accused member shall evade the receiving of a 
citation, or, after receiving the same, shall neglect or refuse to attend 
the Lodge at the time therein fixed, and there remain throughout the 
investigation or trial of his case/ the Lodge may proceed in his ab- 
sence to expel him for contempt. 

Sec. 14. At all stages of the proceedings the accused shall have 
all opportunity to vindicate himself; and in case of suspension or ex- 
pulsion following the constructive citation provided for in Section 6 
of this Article, or in case of alleged contempt, the accused shall be 
entitled to a new trial at any time within six months, if he shall show 
that his absence was produced by unavoidable circumstances, or that 
injustice was done him. 

Sec. 15. The accused or any three members feeling aggrieved by 
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the decision of the Lodge in a trial shall be entitled to an appeal to 
the Grand Lodge, which appeal must be entered according to the laws 
and regulations of the Grand Lodge on the matter of appeals. On 
command of the Grand Lodge, the brother may be acquitted or tried 
anew for the same offense. 

Sec. 16. Any brother having been suspended or expelled, notice 
thereof shall be sent without delay to the Grand Secretary and to all 
Lodges in the same place; and a brother who has been legally expelled 

shall not be admitted to membership again without consent of the 

Grand Lodge or the Grand Master. 

Sec. 17. If any member of the Lodge shall make to the Noble 
Grand ’any accusation against a brother, under Section 3 of this Article, 
which shall be proved to be without reasonable grounds, or false and 
malicious, it shall be the duty of the Noble Grand to deliver up the 

name of the informant to the Lodge, on demand of a majority of the 

members thereof present, that he may be dealt with accordingly. 

Sec. 18. This Lodge shall have a black book, in which shall be 
entered the names of all persons expelled by this Lodge, or any other 
Lodge of which they may have received due notice, with the date and 
oause of each expulsion. 

Sec. 19. If, at any time before passing upon the objected evidence 
by the Noble Grand, the accused, or three members of a Lodge in 
which charges may be preferred against a member, are of the opinion 
that the accused will not receive an impartial trial at the hands of the 
Lodge, and present such opinion in writing, such paper, together with 
such evidence as may be desired bearing upon the question of preju- 
dice in the Lodge, shall be forwarded to the Grand Master; and if he 
order the case changed to another Lodge, then, when the record of 
written evidence is reported by the commissioner, and the case is 
ready for the Noble Grand to pass upon the objected testimony, if any, 
the trial shall be removed to the Lodge so designated by the Grand 
Master; and the Noble Grand of such designated Lodge shall pass 
upon the objected evidence, as provided for in Section 5 of this Article. 

Sec. 20. Upon such removal, the Prosecuting Committee, or some 
attorney appointed by them, or by the Noble Grand of the removing 
Lodge, may present the case, and the accused may appear by himself 
or attorney, as if no such removal had taken place. 

Sec. 21. If either the prosecution or the defense shall desire the 
testimony of a witness whose attendance cannot be secured, they shall 
file with the Secretary of the Lodge the interrogatories they wish to 
be propounded to the witness, naming him and giving his address. 
The Secretary shall immediately deliver or cause to be delivered to the 
opposite party a copy of the interrogatories. The latter party, within 
one week of such service, may file counter interrogatories with the 
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Secretary. At the expiration of the week, or sooner, if counter inter- 
rogatories be sooner filed, the Secretary shall forthwith forward them 
to the Noble Grand of a Lodge near the witness, with a communication 
under seal, requesting him to take the deposition of the witness 
named. Upon receipt of the same, the said Noble Grand shall, as soon 
as possible, take or cause the deposition to be taken by some compe- 
tent member of the Order, first obligating him as an Odd-Fellow, if he 
be an Odd-Fellow, or swearing him or causing him to be sworn, if not 
an Odd-Fellow, causing every interrogatory to be propounded to the 
witness and the answer to each to be reduced to writing in the pres- 
ence of the witness; and when the deposition is completed, shall cause 
the witness to sign the same under his obligation as an Odd-Fellow, if 
he be an Odd-Fellow, or be sworn to and sign the same before one 
authorized to administer oaths, if he be not an Odd-Fellow; and then 
the Noble Grand, or person taking the same, shall certify the same 
to have been duly taken, and such certificate shall be verified by the 
seal of the Lodge, and the deposition shall then be sealed and trans- 
mitted by mail to this Lodge. Depositions thus taken and certified 
may be read in evidence in the cause to which they relate. 

Sec. 22. When the matter has been determined, a copy of the* 
record of the proceedings had thereon, with the register of the evi- 
dence, shall be returned to the removing Lodge; and the same shall 
be filed in its archives, and the judgment entered upon its records. 
An appeal to the Grand Lodge may be had in case of a removed trial, 
as in other cases. 

Sec. 23. All votes taken under the provisions of this Article shall 
be by ballot with balls. 

Sec. 24. If any member of the Order who shall have been duly 
notified to appear and give evidence, shall fail to appear as notified, or 
appearing, shall refuse to answer questions as a witness, he shall be 
deemed guilty of contempt, and the Lodge may proceed to expel said 
member for contempt. 

ARTICLE VIII. — Reinstatement. 

Section 1. A brother dropped for non-payment of dues from mem- 
bership in this Lodge may, within one year after being dropped, be 
reinstated upon application made in open Lodge by a member thereof, 
which shall be held over until the second meeting thereafter, the Sec- 
retary reading the same at each meeting, and be determined affirma- 
tively on a ballot by a majority of the votes cast, and upon payment of 
such amount as the By-Laws of the Lodge may prescribe. 

Sec. 2. If a brother dropped for non-payment of dues from mem- 
bership in this Lodge shall, after one year from being dropped, make- 
application for reinstatement, his application shall be treated like a 
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proposition for membership by initiation, except that the vote of a 
majority on ballot shall reinstate him. 

Sec. 3. A brother dropped from membership in this Lodge who 
may have been in membership in the Order for five consecutive years, 
and who may be over fifty years of age, may be reinstated as a non- 
beneficial member by a majority on ballot. His application must state 
age, occupation and residence, and be disposed of as required in the 
preceding section. 

Sec. 4. A member dropped from membership in this Lodge who 
shall, at any time within five years from being dropped, make written 
application for reinstatement and a withdrawal card for the purpose 
of joining another Lodge in Illinois, may be reinstated and granted a 
withdrawal card by a majority vote upon ballot; and the reinstating 
vote shall grant the card also without further ballot. But such ap- 
plication may, at the option of the Lodge, be referred to a committee 
for investigation, and shall be reported upon and acted on as soon 
thereafter as practicable. 

Sec. 5. A member expelled by this Lodge may apply in writing 
for reinstatement. The application shall be referred to a committee of 
three, who shall ascertain whether the applicant has made such re- 
formation, reparation or apology as is appropriate, and shall report to 
the Lodge. After the reception of the report, the Lodge shall ballot 
on the application. If two-thirds of the members present shall vote in 
favor of reinstatement, the Secretary shall write to the Grand Lodge, 
or in recess to the Grand Master, for permission to reinstate him; 
and if it be granted, he shall thereby be reinstated. No expelled mem- 
ber shall be reinstated without the payment of the fee provided by the 
By-Laws of this Lodge, not less than one year’s dues. But members 
expelled for non-payment before such action was forbidden shall be 
reinstated as dropped members. 

Sec. 6. When a suspended or expelled member shall have been re- 
instated, either by expiration of sentence or action of the Grand Lodge, 
notice thereof shall be sent without delay to the Grand Secretary and 
to all the Lodges in the same place. 

ARTICLE IX. — Cards, Dismissal Certificates and Resignation. 

Section 1. A member of this Lodge may end his membership 
therein by taking a withdrawal card or a dismissal certificate; and he 
may end his membership in this Lodge and in the Order also by pre- 
senting a written resignation of membership. No resignation of mem- 
bership or application for withdrawal card shall be entertained from 
any one who is not clear on the books. 

Sec. 2. A withdrawal card may be granted to any member by a 
vote of a majority upon ballot at a regular meeting. Application 
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therefor must be made by the member in person or in writing, and 
shall lie over one week for final action, except that when the appli- 
cant has left the vicinity of the Lodge, or it is his known purpose to 
leave before the next meeting, or to join in a petition for a new Lodge, 
the card may be granted without delay. 

Sec. 3. If the Lodge refuses to grant a withdrawal card applied 
for, the applicant may tender a written resignation of membership; 
he shall then be entitled to receive from the Secretary a certificate, 
under the seal of the Lodge, that he has resigned membership, as 
evidence of hi's good standing at that time. 

Sec. 4. A visiting card may be granted to any member by vote 
of the Lodge at a regular or special meeting, or by the Noble Grand 
and Recording Secretary at any other time, when application for the 
same is made to them in writing; but it shall not be made out until 
he shall have paid all charges on the books against him, his dues to 
the expiration of the card, and the price of the card; Provided , that a 
Lodge may provide by by-law that when a member pays one year’s 
dues in advance, the card may be granted without fee for same. 

Sec. 5. Dismissal certificates shall be granted by this Lodge, and 
issued by the Noble Grand and Recording Secretary without vote 
of the Lodge, upon proper application therefor and the payment of one 
dollar, to any member dropped for non-payment of dues for five years, 
or to any dropped member who has removed from the state, or is join- 
ing with other brothers in petitioning for a new Lodge, unless com- 
plaint is filed or charges are preferred against him. Provided, this 
Lodge may, by vote, grant a Dismissal Certificate before the expira- 
tion of the five years. 

ARTICLE X. — Fees, Dues, Benefits and Funds. 

Section 1. No person shall be admitted to membership or be re- 
instated in this Lodge, or receive any degree, or a card, until he shall 
have paid the amount required therefor by this Constitution or the 
By-Laws. When dues and special assessments or fines stand charged 
upon account, the payments made shall apply to these in the order of 
their accruing. 

Sec. 2. — No person shall be admitted to membership in this Lodge 
for a less sum than is herein provided, viz: By initiation, five dollars: 
by deposit of card, two dollars; as an Ancient Odd-Fellow, five dollars; 
and as a non-beneficial member, five dollars: Provided, that no admis- 
sion fee shall be charged a brother who has moved from the territorial 
jurisdiction of his own Lodge to the territorial jurisdiction of this 
Lodge, and is entitled to a withdrawal card, or holds an unexpired 
withdrawal card, from his old Lodge, except he shall pay for a medical 
certificate regarding liis health, should one be Required by the By- 
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Laws of this Lodge; and provided further, that no admission fee shall 
he charged an applicant for membership under Article X, Section 6, of 
the Constitution of the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois, regarding 
the “Aged Odd-Fellows’ Register”; provided further, that no fee except 
the cost of the card shall be charged a member of this Lodge for a 
withdrawal card, if he has removed to the territorial jurisdiction of 
another Lodge and petitions for membership therein. 

Sec. 3. The fee for each degree shall not be less than three 
dollars. 

Sec. 4. No member shall be reinstated after having been dropped 
for nonpayment of dues for less sums than are herein provided, viz.: 
Under Article VIII, Section 1, of this Constitution, the amount of one 
year’s dues, neither more nor less; under Article VIII, Section 2, the 
same fee as is charged for an initiate of the same age, or such lesser 
sum (not less than one year’s dues) as the By-Laws may prescribe; 
under Article VIII, Section 3, a sum not less than one year’s dues; 
under Article VIII, Section 4, the amount of one year’s dues and the 
price of the card. 

Sec. 5. The regular contributions to the Lodge fund shall not be 
at a less rate than seven cents a week, to be determined by the 
By-Laws; but the Lodge shall, by its By-Laws, prescribe some less rate, 
not exceeding five cents a week, for the dues of non-beneficial mem- 
bers: Provided, members resident of the I. O. O. F. Old Folks’ Home 
may be, by by-law, exempt from the payment of weekly dues so long 
as resident therein; and provided further, said members, while resi- 
dents of the I. O. 0. F. Old Folks’ Home, shall not receive sick benefits 
from their Lodge if exempt from the payment of weekly dues. 

Sec. 6. The Lodge may by its By-Laws require such further 
contributions for a Widows’ and Orphans’ Fund, an Education Fund, a 
Funeral Assessment or Fund, or for any other fund suitable to the 
purposes of the Order, for either or all of them, as the Lodge shall 
determine. 

Sec. 7. The Lodge may. by its By-Laws, set aside any amount, 
not exceeding five per cent of the receipts for dues as a contingent 
fund, to be used for entertainments and in the payment of necessary 
and proper obligations which the Lodge must meet, and for which pur- 
pose the Lodge cannot expend its general funds. 

Sec. 8. A beneficiary member shall be any one who has been 
for six months a member by initiation of this Lodge (or of the Order, 
if admitted to membership in this Lodge upon an unexpired with- 
drawal card), as an Ancient Odd-Fellow, or by reinstatement after 
dropping or expulsion, who is under no complaint or charges of mis- 
conduct, and who is not more than thirteen weeks in arrears for dues. 
A member reinstated after suspension shall be beneficiary immediately 
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upon reinstatement, subject to the provisions herein in relation to 
dues: provided, however, that this Lodge, by proper by-law, may enact 
that, if a member shall become non-beneficiary by reason of being 
more than thirteen weeks in arrears for dues, he shall, before he can 
become beneficiary, pay all arrears for dues, assessments, and fines; 
and such by-law may further provide that, as a penalty, such non- 
beneficiary member shall not become entitled to weekly benefits for a 
period subsequent to such payment not exceeding thirteen weeks. 

Sec. 9. Every beneficiary member of this Lodge, in case of sick- 
ness or disability not caused by vice or immorality on his part, shall 
be entitled to and receive from the funds of the Lodge such weekly 
benefits as may be fixed by the By-Laws, not less than two dollars a 
week if of the Scarlet Degree; but no sick benefit shall be allowed 
for less than a week’s sickness, or for the fractional part of a week. 
Provided, that this Lodge may provide in its By-Laws for a sick benefit • 
of not less than one dollar to be paid to brothers who may have been 
sick, and received sick benefits continuously for the period of one 
year; Provided further , that this Lodge may provide by by-law that 
no benefit shall be paid for the first one week or two weeks of such 
sickness or disability; Provided further , that a brother who is ill out- 
side of the jurisdiction of this Lodge, in order to receive benefits, 
shall furnish to this Lodge a certificate of a regular practicing physi- 
cian, in the following form:

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Sec. 10. In case of the death of a beneficiary member of this 
Lodge there shall be allowed not less than twenty dollars as a funeral 
benefit to the beneficiary or beneficiaries entitled thereto, and such 
further sum as may be actually incurred under the laws of the Order 
for funeral expenses, not less than sixty dollars, unless shared by 
another society; liabilities for funeral expenses shall be limited to 
sixty dollars unless the Lodge, by by-law, assume liabilities for a 
larger amount; provided, however, the Lodge may, with the written 
consent of the funeral beneficiaries, expend the funeral benefits toward 
the funeral expenses. The beneficiaries of the funeral benefit are the 
widow, orphans (under the age of twenty-one years, members of and 
residing with the family of the deceased), or the dependent relatives 
of the deceased, or relatives upon whom the deceased was dependent 
at the time of death. In the event of the death of a beneficiary mem- 
ber of this Lodge not leaving surviving him any of the above named 
beneficiaries of a funeral benefit., and leaving either no estate or in- 
sufficient estate zo pay the expenses of the funeral, the Lodge shall pay 
the funeral expenses, not to exceed the combined funeral benefits and 
expenses provided by the By-Laws of this Lodge. 

Sec. 11. A member so far in arrears for dues as not to be entitled 
to weekly benefits shall not be entitled to attentive benefits, but such 
member shall be visited by the Visiting Committee if within the 
jurisdiction of this Lodge: provided, however, that the Lodge may 
provide such brothers attentive benefits not involving the payment of 
money from the general fund or the nurse fund of this Lodge; and 
provided further, that this Lodge may, by proper by-law, limit the 
time for which the Lodge shall be liable for the payment of night 
watchers or nurses for any sick or disabled beneficiary member of this 
Lodge in any one sickness or disability. 

Sec. 12. Non-beneficial and non-contributing members shall be en- 
titled to all the rights, privileges and advantages of membership, ex- 
cept the right to receive financial benefits, and shall be subject to all 
penalties and liabilities as other members. No financial benefits shall 
be allowed to any non-beneficial or non-contributing member, nor 
shall any pecuniary relief be extended to any such member from the 
funds of the Lodge, except upon the recommendation of some com- 
mittee; provided, no non-beneficial or non-contributing member shall 
be assessed for the purpose of raising a fund for the payment of sick 
or disability benefits. 

Sec. 13. The special funds of this Lodge shall be sacredly de- 
voted to the purposes for which they may be raised; and the general 
fund shall be considered sacredly pledged to the relief of distressed 
brothers, the payment of benefits, the furnishing of the Lodge room, 
and such other necessary expenses as are and may be recognized and 
authorized by the laws of the Order 
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Sec. 14. The stocks, securities, investments and funds of this 
Lodge shall not be transferred, in whole or in part, but by a vote of 
two-thirds of the members present at a regular meeting. The resolu- 
tion therefor shall have been presented at least one week before final 
action. 


ARTICLE XI. — Terms and Retorts. 

Section 1. Semi-annual terms shall commence on the first reg- 
ular meetings in April and October; the annual term, on the first 
regular meeting in April. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the retiring officers, at the close 
of each semi-annual term, to prepare and forward to the Grand Lodge, 
immediately, a full report of the work of the term, upon the blank 
forms furnished from the office of the Grand Secretary, and in con- 
formity with the instructions of that officer, accompanied by whatever 
amount may be due to the Grand Lodge; and at the close of each 
annual term, in like manner, the Annual Report of Membership. 

Sec. 3. This Lodge shall forfeit its charter if it fails to comply 
with the requisitions and laws of the Grand Lodge; and in such case 
it shall be the duty of the last installed officers to comply with the 
provisions of the first and second sections of Article II of the By-Laws 
of the Grand Lodge. 


ARTICLE XII. — Construction. Amendments, Etc. 

Section 1. When doubts arise of the true meaning of any of 
these articles, it shall be determined by the Noble Grand, his inter- 
pretation being subject to an appeal to the Lodge, and its decision be- 
ing subject to an appeal to the Grand Master, thence to the Grand 
Lodge; provided, the Grand Master may refer the decision of the 
Lodge direct to the Committee on Judiciary and Appeals, thence to the 
Grand Lodge. 

Sec. 2. These articles, or any part thereof, shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended or annulled, except on motion made in the Grand 
Lodge in a regular session, in writing; and such motion shall not be 
finally acted upon on the day of its presentation, except by a four-fifths 
vote of all members present; provided, said motion shall fully set forth 
the proposed amendment or alteration and how the whole section or 
sections would read if amended or altered as proposed. 

Sec. 3. This Lodge shall stand fully invested with power to 
adopt such By-Laws and Rules of Order, from time to time, as may 
be deemed expedient; provided they do not in any way contravene any 
of these articles, the Laws and Constitution of the Grand Lodge of 
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Illinois, or of the Sovereign Grand Lodge of the Independent Order of 
Odd-Fellows, or the principles of the Order. 

Two copies of the By-Laws, or any amendment thereto, certified by 
the Secretary under the seal of the Lodge, shall, immediately after 
adoption by the Lodge, be sent by the Secretary to the Grand Secretary 
for the approval of the Committee on Judiciary and Appeals, which 
approval shall be necessary before said By-Laws or amendments thereto 
shall become operative. 

After approval or amendment of the same, one copy to be left in 
the office of the Grand Secretary; the other copy to be returned to the 
Lodge. The By-Laws shall not be suspended, set aside or altered, except 
by regular process of amendment, a written proposition for which 
shall have been before the Lodge for at least one week.

3. The presiding officer shall preserve order and decorum, and 
pronounce the decision of the Ledge on all questions. He may speak 
on points of order in preference to other members, rising from his seat 
for that purpose. He shall decide all points of order without debate, 
unless he entertain doubts on the point, subject to an appeal to the 
Lodge by any two members; on which appeal no member shall speak 
more than once. 

4. Previous to taking the vote on any subject, the Noble Grand 
shall, in an audiole voice, ask: “Is the Lodge ready for the question?’’ 
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after which, if no member rises to speak, he shall rise and put the 
question. 

5. No member shall speak to another, or otherwise interrupt the 
business of the Lodge, while the minutes are being read, or while any 
member is addressing the Chair. 

G. No member shall disturb another while addressing the Chair, 
unless to call him to order. No member shall rise from his seat while 
another member is speaking, nor on any pretense shall one pass be- 
tween the speaking member and the presiding officer. 

7. No member shall speak on any question before the Lodge unless 
he rise from his seat and respectfully address the Chair, A member 
speaking shall confine himself to the subject under debate, and shall use 
no personal, indecorous or sarcastic language, to reflect on the Lodge 
or its members; and when his speech shall have been concluded he 
shall resume his seat. 

8. If two members, or more than two, rise at the same time to 
speak, the Chair shall decide which is entitled to the floor. 

9. No member shall speak more than once on the same subject 
unless all the members present wishing to speak shall have had an 
opportunity to do so, nor more than twice without permission from 
the Chair; and no member, while speaking, shall name another except 
by the appropriate title designating his rank in the Order. 

10. Whenever a member, while speaking, shall be called to order, 
he shall resume his seat until the question is settled and leave is given 
him to proceed. 

11. No motion shall be debated until the same is seconded and 
stated to the Lodge by the Chair, and any motion shall be reduced to 
writing on the request of any member. 

12. When a question is before the Lodge, no motion shall be in 
order but these: (1) to adjourn, or its equivalent, to proceed to close; 
(2) to lay on the table; (3) the previous question; (4) to postpone 
indefinitely; (5) to postpone to a certain time; (6) to commit; (7) to 
amend; and these motions shall be privileged and have precedence in 
the order in which they are made to succeed each other by this rule; 
and motions to adjourn, to proceed to close, to lay on the table, and for 
the previous question, shall be decided without debate. 

13. When the previous question is moved and seconded it shall be 
put at once in these words: “Shall the main question be now put?” 
If decided in the affirmative, the debate ceases, and the Chair puts to 
vote all pending amendments, in their proper order, and the main 
question; if the previous question be decided in the negative, the 
question shall remain before the Lodge as before. 

14. When a blank is to be filled, and different sums, numbers or 
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times shall be proposed, the question shall first be put on the highest 
sum or number, and on the longest or latest time. 

15. Any member may call for a division of the question when it 
can be divided, but a motion to strike out and insert shall be indi- 
visible, except at the option of the mover. 

16. If the reading of any paper be called for and it be objected 
to by any member, the question shall he determined by a vote of the 
Lodge without debate. 

17. Every qualified member present shall vote on all questions 
before the Lodge, unless the Lodge excuse him from so doing for 
special reasons. 

18. On a call for the yeas and nays by a majority of the Lodge, 
the name of each member voting shall be entered on the minutes. 

19. When a question is postponed indefinitely, it shall not again 
be acted on during that or the next succeeding meeting. 

20. No motion shall be heard for reconsideration of any vote of 
the Lodge unless the same shall he made by a member who voted with 
the majority in the first instance. 

21. Before any communication, petition or memorial shall be re- 
ceived and read by the Secretary, a brief statement of its contents shall 
be made verbally to the Lodge, either by the member presenting the 
same or by the presiding officer. 

22. On application to the Chair, any member may be excused from 
serving oil a second committee, at the time of his appointment thereon, 
if the duties of the first committee remain unperformed and the ap- 
plicant be not discharged therefrom. 

23. The person first named on a committee shall act as chairman 
thereof, unless the committee select a different member for that 
office. The mover and seconder of a resolution referred to a special 
committee are usually the first named thereon. 

24. No committee can be finally discharged until all debts con- 
tracted by it shall have been paid. 

25. The consequences of any measure may be reprobated in strong 
terms; but to arraign the motives of those who propose or advocate it 
is a personality and against order. 

26. When a member shall be called to order for words spoken, 
the objectionable words shall (if required) be taken down in writing 
by the Secretary. 

27. No motion can be made by one member while another is 
speaking, and no motion shall be received unless the member making 
it shall rise and address the Chair. 

28. The affirmative of a question is first put, then the negative; 
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but in matters of form or of course, such as reading reports, peti- 
tions, memorials, or other papers, withdrawing motions, etc., to save 
time, the Chairman usually assumes the assent of the Lodge when, on 
inquiry, no objection is expressed. 

29. The Noble Grand, or any member doubting the decision of 
the Lodge, may call for a count or a division of the votes. 

30. All questions not herein provided for shall be decided upon 
the principles laid down in Robert’s Rules of Order. 

31. These Rules of Order may be temporarily suspended by gen- 
eral consent or by special vote of two-thirds of the members present; 
and they may be permanently amended in the same manner as the 
By-Laws. 
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MODEL BY-LAWS FOR SUBORDINATE 
LODGES IN ILLINOIS. 

ARTICLE I. — Meetings. 

Section 1. This Lodge shall hold its regular meetings on 

-evening of each week. 

Sec. 2. The hour of meeting shall be: During the months of No- 
vember, December and January, at o’clock; during Febru- 
ary, March, September and October, at o’clock; and during 

April, May, June, July and August, at o’clock p. m. 

ARTICLE II. — Fees, Dues, Benefits and Funds. 

Section 1. The fees for admission to membership in this Lodge 
shall be as follows:

For admission by card, if the applicant be years of age 

or less, $ : if over $ in addition to 

the above fee for each additional five years of age or part thereof. 

For admission as an Ancient Odd Fellow, if years of age

the above fee for each additional five years of age or part thereof. 

The fee for reinstatement after dropping shall be one year’s dues 
in all cases, except under Section 4, Article VIII, of the Constitution, 
when the price of a card shall be added thereto. 

The fee for each degree shall be $ 

Sec. 2. Every beneficial member of this Lodge shall pay into the 


funds as dues per quarter: every non-beneficial member shall 

pay as dues a quarter; each to be reckoned by weekly periods 


in determining a brother’s standing, but charged by the quarter for 
convenience. 

Sec. 3. Should there be less than $ cash in the treasury 

when a sick benefit is called for, an assessment, the amount of which 
shall be determined by the Finance Committee, subject to the revision 
of the Lodge, shall be laid upon the members, payable immediately. 

Sec. 4. When a funeral benefit is due, or funeral expenses accrue, 

the Financial Secretary shall enter an assessment of upon 

each member’s account, payable immediately. 
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Sec. 5. The fee for a card shall be ; but if a brother 

pays a year’s dues in advance he shall be entitled to a visiting card 
without fee. 

Sec. G. The sick benefits shall be $ a week, if of the Third 

Degree; but if of a lower degree, $ a week. 

Sec. 7. Any brother suffering himself to become in arrears for 
dues accruing during a period of more than thirteen weeks shall not 
again become beneficiary until the expiration of thirteen weeks from 
the date of payment in full of all arrears for dues, fines and assess- 
ments charged to his account, as permitted by Section 8, Article X, of 
the Constitution. 

Sec. 8. The funeral benefit shall be $ 


ARTICLE III. — Sickness, Funerals, and Fines. 

Section 1. Any brother becoming sick shall send notice thereof, 
as soon as may be, to some member of the Visiting Committee. No 
brother living within five miles of the Lodge room shall be entitled to 
benefits whose case has not been reported to the Visiting Committee, 
unless it shall appear that he used due diligence to report himself to 
them, and no benefit shall be allowed for more than one week’s sick- 
ness prior to such notice being sent to the committee. 

Sec. 2. Repealed by implication. [See Section 9, Article X, of 
the Constitution.] 

Sec. 3. Upon the death of a brother who is a beneficiary mem- 
ber of this Lodge, or of a traveling brother, entitled to burial by the 
Order, deceased near this Lodge, the Noble Grand shall solicit the 
permission of the family of the deceased to conduct the funeral ac- 
cording to the custom of the Order; and upon obtaining their consent, 
he, in concert with the Visiting Committee, shall take charge of the 
funeral, or co-operate with the friends or family in making arrange- 
ments; and he shall cause the Secretary to notify the members of the 
Lodge to assemble and attend the funeral. 

Sec. 4. Failure to attend as a watcher with a sick brother, or at 
the funeral of a brother, when notified to watch or in any way in- 
formed of the funeral, is an offense, the penalty of which shall be a 
fine of ; and if it be accompanied by aggravating circum- 

stances. such other penalty may be inflicted as the Lodge may de- 
termine. A practicing physician may be exempt from watching. Rea- 
sonable excuse may be offered in bar or mitigation of the above fines, 
opportunity for which shall always be allowed, and the matter shall be 
decided by the Noble Grand; and any appeal from his summary de- 
cision must be taken at the time thereof. 
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ARTICLE IV.— Amendments. 

Section 1. These By-Laws shall not he repealed, amended or 
added to. unless a written resolution embodying the proposed altera- 
tion shall have been submitted and read on at least two regular meet- 
ings previous to the time at which final action is had on the propo- 
sition; and if the proposition proposes an amendment, it shall set forth 
the section to be altered or amended as it would read if altered or 
amended. Final action on proposed amendments or repeals shall be 
taken only at a regular meeting, and can only be adopted by a vote 
of two-thirds of the members present entitled to vote; and before the 
adoption of such resolution repealing or amending any part of these 
By-Laws, notice thereof shall be sent to the Grand Secretary, as is 
required by Section 3, Article XII, of the Constitution of this Lodge, 
Sec. 2.

Home, recommending the enactment of a law in seven sections, 
to be known as “Section 2780A of the Code of 1906.”

Old Folks’ Home, shall not receive sick benefits from their lodge 
if exempt from the payment of weekly dues.” Presented, 350;

Seventh’ report, by Bro. Howard. P.G.M. — Recommending amendment 
to Section 2 of Article X of the Constitution for Subordinate 
Lodges, substituting the words “territorial jurisdiction” for the

On Finance. 

First report, by Bro. James Ewing Davis — On business of the Grand 
Secretary’s office for the six months from November 1, 1905, to May 
1, 1906. The committee made an inventory of the stock and fixtures 
on hand; checked up the office, and found the business conducted 
in a very satisfactory manner, and the funds and property duly 
and properly accounted for; audited the bills for expenses, finding 
proper vouchers on file. The report closes with a list of Lodges 
delinquent in reports or capitation tax, or both. Presented in 
Grand Master’s Report, 53; adopted, 331. 

Second report, by Bro. George F. Koester — Giving the result of the in- - 
vestigations of the committee as to the condition of the Old Folks’ 
Home on the occasion of their visit to that institution on the 9th 
of October. The committee commends the business-like manner 
in which the Board of Trustees have transacted their business, 
and compliments the Secretary of the Board for the excellent man- 
ner in which his books are kept. The condition of the Home and 
the Farm is pronounced (Commendable. Some repairs and other 
improvements are needed. The several items of expenditure for 
the coming year sum up $22,350, the appropriation of which amount 
is asked for. Presented in Grand Master’s Report, 55; adopted, 33L 

Third report, by Bro. E. H. Kinney — The committee visited the 
Orphans’ Home on the 10th of October, and found the general 
condition of the Home to be first class. A reform in bookkeeping 
is recommended. The committee expresses the opinion that a team 
of mares purchased at a cost of $700 is a much better team than 
was necessary. Repairs and some new boilers in the heating plants 
are needed. The report closes with a financial statement. Pre- 
sented in Grand Master’s Report, 57; adopted, 331. 

Fourth report, by Bro. Davis — Result of the investigation ordered by 
the Grand Lodge at session of 1905 (see Journal 1905, p. 336) of 
• the reports of the Orphans’ Home and 1 the Old Folks’ Home. Pre- 
sented in Grand Master’s Report, 58; adopted, 331. 

Fifth report, by Bro. Koester — In their examination of affairs of the 
two Homes, the committee found that no complete inventory of 
personal property had ever been kept at either, and suggest that 
the management of each be requested to make at once and here- 
after to keep such inventory of personal property in their care. 
Presented in Grand Master’s Report, 59; adopted, 331. 

Sixth report, by Bro. Kinney — On business of the Grand Secretary’s 
office for six months ending October 31, 1906. The committee 
made their customary semiannual visit on the 7th of November, 
and thoroughly investigated all departments of the office. The 
result of the investigation is given in detail. Presented in Grand 
Master’s Report, 59; adopted, 331. 
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Se\ enth report, by Bro. Kinney — On that portion of the Grand Master’s 
Report (pages 23 to 26) relating to the “California Disaster.” The 
committee nave checked up the account, and find the total receipts 
to be $9,574.47; the total amount remitted, $9,549.07. They recom- 
mend that the balance, $25.40, received since the last remittance, 
be turned into the Special Relief Fund. Presented, 342; adopted. 
355. 

Eighth report, by Bro. Davis — On the subject of appropriations to 
the Old Folks’ Home. The committee recommend itemized appro- 
priations aggregating $21,350, to be added to the several balances 
now remaining from former appropriations, for the purposes speci- 
fied. Presented, 342; adopted, 355. 

Ninth report, by Bro. Koester — Commending the action of the Grand 
Master as set forth in his report on pages 30 and 31, in making 
donations from the Special Relief Fund; expressing the opinion 
that interest received on investments of the Relief Fund should 
be credited to that fund. Presented, 343; adopted, 355. 

Tenth report, by Bro. Davis — On Report and Accounts of Grand Treas- 
urer. The committee say they have examined the Grand Treas- 
urer’s Report (pp. 19S-205), checked the same up, item by item, 
and performed all the additions, and find the same correct in all 
respects. The Grand Treasurer has exhibited to them cash items 
and interest bearing securities, of which they give a detailed list, 
aggregating $75,840.16. The balance now in the treasury exceeds 
that of one year ago by $12,224.56. The committee find the books 
and accounts of the Treasurer kept in his usual efficient manner. 
It is recommended that the cancelled vouchers be filed with the 
Grand Secretary for future reference; also, that all papers, bonds, 
and securities be stamped “Property of Grand Lodge I. O. O. F., 
State of Illinois.” Presented, 344; adopted, 355. 

Eleventh report, by Bro. Kinney — On Document 9, page 316. The com- 
mittee has not been able to find any person who is familiar with 
th’e pedigree of the mares referred to, but understands that they 
are sound and well bred. The committee has made a former report 
(see 3d report, page 57), and is still of the opinion therein expressed. 
Presented, 345; adopted, 355. 

Twelfth report, by Bro. Koester — Supplemental report on finances of 
the Orphans’ Home and the Old Folks’ Home. The committee 
recommends certain rules in relation to remittances for either of 
the Homes, and defines the duties of the Grand Secretary and the 
Grand Treasurer in connection therewith. Presented, 345; adopted, 
355. 

Thirteenth report, by Bro. Koester — Recommending payment of bill 
for bringing the Orphans’ Home Band to Springfield and their 
expenses while here — $33.20. Presented, 347; adopted, 355. 

Fourteenth report, by Bro. Davis — Recommending appropriations for 
the Orphans’ Home for maintenance and repairs amounting to 
$21,000, in addition to the balances now standing to the credit of 
those accounts; also, recommending that all donations and cash 
sales be added to the maintenance account. Presented, 348; 
adopted, 355. 

Fifteenth report, by Bro. Kinney — On resolutions (Documents 17 and 
18, page 327) proposing to increase the rate of capitation tax, the 
additional amount to be divided between the two Endowment 
Funds equally. The committee say: “We do not think that the 
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capitaion tax at this time should be raised, as the membership at 
large has just contributed handsomely to both these funds; and 
we feel that this interest of the membership at large in the Homes 
should be kept up, by keeping these Homes prominently before the 
members by an occasional donation from the funds of the Lodge 
to such Endowment Funds.” Presented and adopted, 360. 

Sixteenth report, by Bro. Koester — On Bond presented by the Grand 
Treasurer-elect. The committee say: “The responsibility of the 
sureties is certified to by the Circuit Clerk of Washington County, 
under the seal of his court; from which, and from our own per- 
sonal investigation, we conclude that the surety is sufficient, and 
recommend that it be accepted. We further recommend that this 
bond, if accepted by the Grand' Lodge, be placed in the hands of 
the Grand Master for safe keeping.” Presented and adopted, 360. 

Seventeenth report, by Bro. Kinney — On Bond presented by the Grand 
Secretary-elect. “We have made due examination as to the suffi- 
ciency of the sureties, and recommend that said bond be accepted.

Davis — Estimates of Receipts and Disburse- 
ments for the next fiscal year, appropriating $76,230.00 to meet 
estimated expenses, and fixing the Capitation Tax at 90 cents per 
member. Presented and adopted, 372. 

Twenty-second report, by Bro. Koester — On bill of expenses connected 
with the publication of the Daily Journal, recommending payment. 
Presented and adopted, 369. 

Twenty-third report, by Bro. Kinney — On the report of Committee on 
Revision of the Code (pages 33-34) recommending approval. Pre- 
sented and adopted, 372. 

Twenty-fourth report, by Bro. Koester — Recommending that $200 be 
appropriated to pay for new Regalia for Officers of the Grand
